T the time of the decease of Mrs. Robinson, July y, 1906, her **Genealogy 
of the Gardiner Family,^' comprising the labor ^ years, had been 
substantially completed. Without doubt, however, had her life been pro-' 
longed, she would Jrom time to time, throughfurther research and by means 
of opportune discoveries, have made valuable additions to the worh. 
^Nor can it be questioned thai she regarded the result of her patient 
toil rather as an honest contribution to a recognised intricate problem, 
to be farther elucidated by the study of others, than as a final and complete treatment of the 
subject. No one more readily than the Author herself would have acknowledged thai there 
are in the book, from the very nature of the case, where information is largdy gathered from 
unwritten family tradition, considerable matter of a tentative and even conjectural character, 
and probably a few assignments of individuals to groups, to be uUimaidy found inaccurate. 
9Biii in view of the great mass of invaluable material collected by the Author, the loss of 
which, if lift unpublished, would prove irreparable, it has been judged expedient to print 
the manuscript as Mrs. Robinson lift it, with only such corrections of mere clerical errors 
as she would herself have made, had she been spared to put it through the press. 
^Wherever she has apparently come to a deliberate decision, even if the Editor has rduc-^ 
tantly found reason to question its accuracy, he has permitted it to stand, relegating to Notes, 
towards the end of the book, the grounds of his dissent and such further light upon the question 
as may have come to his knowledge.

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GEORGE GARDINER, the Colonist. In writing the history of 
a family whose first ancestor in America is found early in the seven* 
teenth century* it is often necessary to discard many traditions 
cherished for centuries by descendants. More especially is this so 
in the case of the Gardiner familyt since thdr traditions cannot be 
substantiated by documentary proofs or the slightest documentary 
evidence. In an old Family Bible, a recbrd made in 1790, over one 
hundred and fifty years after the name of Gardiner is found in our 
Colonial records, and over one hundred years after George Gardiner's death, die 
statement is incorrectly made that the first ancestor of the family in Rhode Island 
was Joseph, a son of a Sir Thomas Gardiner, Knight, the birth and death as^gned to 
him corresponding fairly well with the birth and death of the veritable George Gardiner.^ 
George Gardiner was evidently an educated man and took an active part in the affairs 
of the Colony. He was admitted an inhabitant of Newport^* in 1638. In 1640 he was 
present ''att the Generall Courte of election," and from that time until his dealii, about 
1677, his name often appears in die State records. 

In the Colonial records the name is spelled Gardner^ or Gardener, until 1670, when we find 
it occasionally Gardiner. After 1780 the name is indexed as "Gardner** or *'Gardiner^** 
In Burice*s Commoners many fanulies are given as Gardner^ and as many more Gardiner. 
But as the family anns have a curious similarity, die evidence points to a oonunon 
ancestor. i The 
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The Rozbury» Massachusetts, records give "Thomas Gardner, bom in England, died in 
Roxbury» November/ 1638/' His aged widow was buried October 7, 1658. His son^ 
Thomas Gardiner, born in England, married in Roxbury, in 1641. Now these dates, 
curiously enough, answer perfectly to the supposition that George Gardiner of Newport 
may have been an elder son of Thomas of Roxbury.^ This suppo»tion is somewhat 
supported, too, by the fact that Caleb Gardiner, a Imown grandson of Thomas, settled 
in Newport and died there, drawn thither, possibly, by the consideration that his 
relatives were already established in that place. 

Some time, not far from 1640, George Gardiner married Herodias (Long) Hicks. She 
made the statement diat she had been married to John Hicks, in London, without the 
knowledge of her friends, when between thirteen and fourteen years of age. Soon after 
coming to Rhode Island Hicks deserted her, going to New Amsterdam, or, as she expressed 
it, ''to the Dutdi,*' taking with him the most of the property left to her by her mother. 
Her marriage to George Gardiner was rather irregular in form, to say the least, con- 
sisting in going before some friends and declaring themselves husband and wife.' As 
she was a Quaker, and a fanatic at that, cheerfully walking from Newport to Boston, 
with a young child in her arms, to receive a whipping at the post for her religious(?) 
beliefs, possibly she would not consent to be married after any established forms. Accord- 
ing to her own account, George n^lected her and would not provide for her numerous 
family. It may have been her presdng needs, and it may have been the superior attrac- 
tions of John Porter, with his great wealth in lands (he being one of the original Petta- 
quamscutt Purchasers) and his promises to provide for her children, that awakened her 
religious(?) scruples about the legality of her marriage with George Gardiner. At any 
rate, she petitioned the General Assembly for a divorce, which was granted, thus pnmng 
the legality of her marriage.* John Porter, having conveniently gotten a divorce from 
Kb wife, married Herodias and faithfully kept his promise, — giving large farms of several 
hundred acres to each of her sons, and possibly to her daughters, for the land of John 
Watson, who married two of her daughters, joined the Gardiner lands. 
George Gardiner married, as a second wife, Lydia Ballou, a daughter of Robert and 
Susannah.

In 1727, when he had become "a sojourner at Portsmouth/' he gave 
his age, in testimony, as ninely and upward. But this would give 
the date of his birth as 1637, before his mother was left by her first 
husband. Consequently it must be an error, and accounts for the 
family traditions of the great age attained by tiiese men. 
In 1671 he took the oath of allegiance, and had been married previously to this time, 
as hb son William was born this year. July 29, 1679, he and forty-one odiers of 
Narragansett signed a petition to the King praying that he would "put an end to these 
differences about the government thereof, which hath been so fatal to the prosperity 
of the place; animosities still arising in people's minds,^ as they stand affected to this 
or that Government." 

September 18, 1705, he and wife Mary deeded to son Nathanid one hundred acres, 
"being west half of farm," where Benoni then dwelt, and on the same day deeded son 
Stephen dwelling-house, orchard, etc. In 17x3 he and wife Mary deeded land to son 
Isaac 

November 17, 1705, he, Henry, George, William and Nicholas Gardiner, and John 
Watson, all of Kingstown, and Mary, Joan, Tabitha, Elizabeth and Hannah Gardiner, 
and Rebecca Watson, their wives, sold John Potter 410 acres, — bounded pardy by a 
branch of Point Judith Pond, for JC150; said sum to be paid to Thomas Hicks, of Flush- 
ing, Long Island. (Thomas Hiclcs was a son of Herodias and John Hicks.) Benoni 
Gardiner died about 1731. His wife died January (November?) x6, 1729, at her son-in- 
law. Job Sherman's, in Portsmouth, aged eighty-four years.

S 3« HENRY GARDINER»2 (George, i), was born in 1645, according to his own 
testimony as to membership of Church of England, in Narragansett, in March, X738, 
calling himself "about ninety-three." Jeffrey Watson, in his diary, under date April 
28, 1744, »y8t "I was at the burial of Uncle Henry Gardiner. It was adjudged by old 
people that he was above one hundred years old, as he was a man grown in the Indian 
war [1675]/* In 1665 George Gardiner's wife declared before the General Assembly that 
she had lived with him twenty years.* 

In 1679 he signed, with others, a petition to the King. In 1683 he was Constable, and 
in 1688 was on the Grand Jury. In his will, proved May 5, 1744, he gave his wife Abi- 
g^ a ''padng mare/' three of the best milch cows, six good ewes, negro wench, bed and 
odier household furniture. To sons Henry and Ephraim, equally, a farm of two hun* 
dred acres in Westerly. To grandson Henry, son of William, deceased, eighty or ninety 
acres in Westerly, at age. To son Henry ''half of my moneys lands, horses, cattle, &c.** 
To son Ephraim the other half. Also all property not disposed of to Henry and Ephraim. 
He mentions granddaughter Hannah Potter, wife of Thomas, and granddaughter Dorcas 
Gardiner, daughter of Ephraim. 

He married Joan^* , by whom he had no children. After her death he married 

Alngail,^ widow of John Remington and daughter of Edward and Abigail (Davis) 
Richmond. She was bom in 1656, and died in 1744.

He was possibly twice 
married, for, September 22, 17x2, the Newport records give "daughter to Jeremiah & 
Sarah/' This may possibly be an error in the records. If not, Sarah died possibly at 
the birth of her child, who must have died young. In deeds of land he b called Jeremiah 
Gardiner, of Newport. His second(?) mfe was Grace, possibly Grace Lawton, as tius 
name appears in the list of his children and stands in pretty good evidence of the maiden : 
name of his mfe. She died in X776. Febmary 12, 1776, Benjamin Gardiner was granted j 
administration on her estate. I 

Grace was a thrifty woman, fertile in expedients. On one occasion, when her husband 
was regretting the death of one of his sheep, she 8aid,''Give the dead sheep to me and I 
will make it buy two.*" And she did. Having the sheep sheared, the wool resulting she 
carded, spun and wove into a fine piece of doth, worth a little more than the price of 
two sheep. 

Mr. John O. Austin, whose suggestions are more than die assertions of most genealogists, 
suggests that Jeremiah Gardiner may have been a grandson, rather than a son, of 
George, x. But there seems to be no place to which he can be assigned amongst the 
grandsons.

1708 William Gardiner, "Cordwainer/' and Abigail, his wife, sold to 
John Watson seventeen acres of land near "Pettaquamscutt Rock.** 
His will, written April 12, 1732, was probated February 12, 1738. 
He mentions his wife Abigail, his grandson Jo»ah Arnold; his son 
John, to whom he gave the homestead farm of five hundred acres; his son Sylvester, to 
whom he gave eighty acres and fourteen hundred pounds; his grandson Amos Gardiner, 
giving him three hundred acres, partly in North Kingstown and partly in South IGngs- 
town, also land in Westerly; his grandson William Gardiner, giving him three hundred 
and fifty acres, west of the three hundred acres given to his grandson Amos Gardiner, 
provided that William make over to his son John all his rights in the homestead farm, 
called "y^ Middle Bonnet," containing forty acres; his grandson James Gardiner, giving 
him three hundred acres; his granddaughters Abigail and Elizabeth Gardiner, giving 
them one hundred pounds; hb daughter Abigail Robinson, giving her one hundred 
pounds to be laid out in plate to be marked with his name and hb wife's. He gave also 
seven hundred pounds to hb daughter, Hannah MacSparran, one hundred to be laid out 
in plate; fifty pounds to his grandson William Hazard, and an Indian boy named J^rey 
to hb grandsons Robert Hazard and Caleb Hazard. 

In 1705 William Gardiner and his wife Abigail sold to Henry Gardiner^ two hundred 
and fifty acres of *'land that had belonged to his wife's father," bounded west by Sauga* 
tucket River, south on Thomas Mumford's land, north on that of said Henry Gardiner, 
and partly by that of William Gardiner, Sr., and the fresh meadows. Thb is the 
land in Moorsfield, South Kingstown, a part of which b still occupied by descendants of 
Henry Gardiner. William married Abigail Remington, a daughter of John and Abigaul 
(Richmond) Remington. She married, second, September 3, 1740 (when she must 
have been over fifty-nine years of age). Colonel Job Almy, of Newport. She died Febru- 
ary 6, 1763, in her eighty-third year, according to the tombstone record in the Episcopal 
Churchyard on Tower Hill. The notice of her death reads: "She was a pleasant tem« 
pered woman and a member of the Episcopal Church." ''Col. Job Almy was a wealthy, 
reputable Merchant and a man of remarkable generosity of spirit. He and his first wife 
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were Quakers."* In her will, Mrs. Almy mentions "Son John, daughter Abigail Robin* 
son, Son Sylvester Gardiner and Mary Gardiner, grandson Josiah Arnold, granddaughter 
Anstis Robinson, granddaughter Abigail Updike, granddaughter Abigail Stewart and 
granddaughter Mary Dockray." 

For some reason not understood at the present day, William Gardiner was called 
"Wicked WiU."«^

This homestead 
farm was on or near Tower Hill. In 1730, a number of deeds are recorded in Norwidi, 
G>nnecticut, relating to the purchase of land in Colchester, by Stephen Gardiner, of 
South Kingstown. Also in 1733, other deeds are recorded in Coldiester, signed by 
Stephen Gardiner, of Norwich. From this time till 174a his name appears on the records 
as buying land in Colchester and Bozrah, also in Montville, around Gardiner*s Lake. 
Coggeshall's History of Montville says: ''Stephen Gardiner • • • settled in New London 
Co., bought Great Pond, afterwards called 'Gardiner's Lake.* '*^^ The following in* 
scription on his tombstone at Gardiner's Lake was deciphered a few years ago by Mr. 
James N. Arnold, of Providence, Rhode Island: 

''Here lyes ye body of Stephen Gardiner, who died February jre 9, X743» 
and in ye 76 year of his age." 
The following list of the children of Stephen and Amey Gardiner is from an old paper^ 
evidently the return of the administrator of his estate, and is recorded in Norwich, 
Connecticut. There b no record of the birth of his children in South IGngstown, pos* 
sibly from the fact that the records of the Friends were lost when thar meeting«house 
was burned, in 1742.

§ 47, JOHN WATSON, 3 (Dorcas Gardiner, 2; George, i), was born July 22, 1676, 
and died November 8, 1772, in the ninety-seventh year of his age. An obituary notice '. 
appeared in a newspaper the week after his death which seems worthy of quotation. = 
"On Wednesday last Departed thb life and on Saturday was decently interred, John [ 
Watson, Esquire, in the 97th year of his age. He was the first child bora in Narra-^ ^ 
gansett after the Indian war. He was blest with more than a common share of good ; 
sense and was early Employed in Many Important affairs, was several years a member ; 
of the General Assembly and Sustained other offices of Trust and Importance, all of 
which he Executed with Integrity and to general Satisfaction. He enjoyed an uncommon j 
Share of good health, having never been Confined to hb bed Till a few days before hb \ 
Death. He Retained his memory and Rational faculties to the Last. He had eight j 
children, fifty-seven grandchildren, forty-five great grandchildren, and three great great • 
grandchildren, in all i63(?),*^ of whom I38(?) are now living and a great part of them'j 
followed his corpse to the grave. He was a loving husband, a Tender Father, a Just I 
Magistrate, a good neighbor, a mild Master and An Honest Man.*^ (There seems to ; 
have been something the matter with the reporter's mathematics.) j 

In 1708, a few years after his first marriage, John Watson bought of William Gardiner i 
seventy-five acres, ''near Pettaquamscutt Rx>ck." This land was bounded easterly on j 
the river, southerly by .Arnold, westerly on highway, and northerly by land of Jahleel ! 
Brenton. This farm, with other land added to it, has been in the possession of lineal 
descendants of Mr. Watson ever since that date until a few years ago, when Mr. J. V. B. 
Watson sold it to Mrs. Carver. It had previously never been sold, but always given 
by will, Mrs. Carver's deed being the first since 1708. It descended from father to 
eldest son, whose name for sue generations was John. In the seventh generation the 
eldest son, John, having died, the next eldest, whose name was Joseph, succeeded to the 
estate, and it was his son, J. V. B. Watson, who made the first deed. Five generations 
of Watson descendants of eldest sons are buried on this land. John Watson became a 
large landholder. The greater part of his lands he gave to his sons by deeds of gift 
before Ids death.

at their Peril.

acres. This farm was what is now known as the J. G. Clarke farm, owned and occupied ' 
by his descendants. The original house, built by Peter Wells, was one and one-half 
stories high. The farm was next owned by James Wells, son of Peter, Jr. He, in 1755, 
sold it to John Whithome, of Newport, who also purchased two hundred acres on the ' 
west and added them to it. In this tract of two hundred acres is the great 
swamp, the scene of the Indian swamp fight, now called the Indian Fort. Whit- - 
home enlarged the house to its present size (1859). Some ten or fifteen years ago, 
Mr. J. G. Clarke, Jr.» took down the old house and erected the present large and com- 
modious stone mansion.

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JOHN GARDINER, 4 (WiUiam, 3; Bcnoni, 2; George, i), was born 
July 8, 1696, and died July 7, 1770. In 1722, he was admitted a free- 
man from South Kingstown. He was Assistant*^ to Governor William 
Wanton from 1732 to December, 1733, and to Governor John Wanton 
from 1733 (1734?) to 1736. In 1774 he was called Colonel John 
Gardiner and was appointed Commissioner for the Colony. 
John Gardiner owned a large estate in Boston Neck, South Kingstown, and also one in: 
Westerly, Rhode Island. This last he gave to hb son Thomas. In his will, written in 
Z769 and probated in 1770, he gave to his wife hb "now'' dwelling-house and also the 
land he bought in Boston Neck of Ebenezer and Ephraim Smith. Thb last tract con- 
tained several hundred acres. It would seem that at the time of hb death he was not 
living on what he called his homestead, for this farm he had given to hb son, Colonel John 
Gardiner, ''it being the farm where Amos b now living,'* calling it ''the old homestead 
farm/' i.e., the farm given by hb father to him, as eldest son. This was possibly the 
land bought by William Gardiner, in 17x1, of George Whitman. He [John, of Boston 
Neck] gave to hb son John two hundred sheep, ten cows and hb dock; to his daughter 
Abigail Updike eleven hundred Spanish milled dollars; to hb daughter Sarah Gardiner 
thirteen hundred Spanish milled dollars; and to hb daughter Lydia fourteen hundred 
Spanish milled dollars. To his grandson James, son of his son William, he gave five 
hundred Spanish milled dollars. His widow, in her will of 1772, gave to her grandson 
James eight hundred silver dollars; to her daughter Abigail Updike two hundred silver 
dollars and four ^ver porringers, marked G. M.; to her daughter Lydia Gardiner 
two hundred silver dollars, a silver teapot, milk pot, silver pepper box, eight table spoons, 
twelve teaspoons, and silver sugar tongs.

She married, November 19, 1719, Caleb Hazard, son of 
Colonel George and Penelope (Arnold) Hazard. He died January 15, 1726. She mar- 
ried, second, March 2, i726-*7, as second wife, William Robinson, afterwards Deputy 
Governor of the State (Colony?). He was bom January 26, 1693, and died September 19, ' 
1751, being a son of Rowland and Mary (Allen) Robinson. Mary Allen was a grand- 
daus^ter of Governor Henry Bull, her mother being his daughter Elizabeth, who married 
John Allen. 

William Robinson was given by his father, by will, three hundred acres in Boston Neck, 
and three hundred in Westeriy, Rhode Island, and, after his mother's death, ''all houses, 
mills and land, that were hers'* after his father's death, in 1716. He appeared before 
the Coundl as executor to his father's will, with his mother, and declared that Rowland 
Robinson, on his deathbed, bequeathed to his granddaughters Mary and Sarah Robin- 
son, i. e. to each one of them, one hundred and fifty acres in Wood River farm, in 
Westerly. This land, by the consent of the Council, William Robinson conveyed to 
his nieces, children of his brother John and Mary (Hazard) Robinson. 

He 
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He was an enterprising man and bought large tracts of land, until he was the owner of 
nearly four thousand acres. In 1724, Jeremiah Wilson sold him, for one thousand, two 
hundred pounds, three hundred and fifty acres. In 1737 Robert Hannah, for four thou* 
sand pounds, sold him ''one messuage or tenement, with two hundred and 60 acres.'* 
In 1737, George Mumford, for four thousand pounds, sold him two hundred acres 
on Point Judith. In 1739 Samuel Allen (his cousin), of Woodbridge, Middlesex 
County, New Jersey, for one thousand pounds, sold him "All that messuage or tene- 
ment, together with houses, out houses, buildings, lands. Gardens, Orchard, &&, Con- 
taining Eighty acres, bounded North by County road, East by Saucatucket river, & 
lying near to a certain place called Sugar loaf'* (Tliis was the western boundary of his 
land.) In 1741 Joseph Mumford, for sbc thousand pounds, sold him one hundred and 
sixty acres. In 1742 William Brenton and wife Alice, for two thousand pounds, sold 
him six hundred acres in Point Judith. In 1746, for eight thousand pounds, ■ sold 

him two hundred and thirty acres. It must be remembered that the money paid for 
these lands was reckoned in depredaUi currency. The dates will give the exact amounts, 
which, even then, will show large sums for the first half of the eighteenth century. His 
[William Robinson^s] home was on what is now (1897) the Samuel Strang farm, the old 
mansion having been taken down about 1882. Thb house was possibly built by his 
father previously to 1716, as the inventory of his father's estate, at that date, mentions 
certain articles in the *^Old Home," such as flock beds, a dozen pewter plates, pewter 
platters, galley pots and casseroles, which were called cassons, etc., which seem to show 
that the ''old home*' was the slaves' quarters. This old home was near the head of Petta* 
quamscutt Cove, not far from the new house. Governor William's grandson, Christo- 
pher, to whom this farm fell by his father's will, used to point out the exact site of his 
great-gnmdfather's homestead. This farm descended from father to son for five genera- 
tions and was finally sold^about 1874, to Mr. Samudi Strang, of New York, making two 
hundred years that the property had remained in the Robinson family. Governor 
Robinson's Point Judith lands were largely used in raising stock, especially horses, the 
Narragansett pacer being the favorite breed. Tradition says that these horses were 
raised from stock imported by himself and were espedally used as saddle horses, many 
being exported, with the products of his farms. The inventory of his estate shows not 
only the amount of his wealth, but the size of his house, which was none too large to 
accommodate his numerous family. The rooms were: great-room, great-room bedroom, 
dining-room and dining-room bedroom, store bedroom and northeast bedroom, kitchen 
and kitchen closet, store closet, cheese-room and milk-room, these all on the first floor, 
with corresponding rooms above and several finished rooms in the attic. All these rooms 
were large, even the bedrooms being of respectable size. The store bedroom had a fire- 
place and it was here that were generally to be found the cradle and trundle bed, which 
tell their own story. It was the mother's room. The silver in the "buffet in the Great 
room" was inventoried at JB374« 3^. The uze of the dairy can be easily inferred from 
the fact that there were four thousand and sixty pounds of cheese on hand at the time 
of his (Governor Robinson's) death, they bdng mentioned in the inventory and valued 
at five hundred and fifty-eight pounds. In 1751 a Spanish milled dollar was worth two 

pounds. 
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pounds, six shillings. On book account there were due thirteen hundred and sixteen 
pounds, and seven shillings. Due by bond, there were five thousand, five hundred and 
sixty-one pounds. His live stock was one hundred and nine cows and calves; five hun- 
dred and sixty-five sheep and lambs; twenty-one horse-kind, eleven mares, seven 
colts and one stallion, with three riding horses; eight negro women and ten men. Thb 
number of slaves may or may not have included nine slaves given away by hb will. His 
household must have consisted of over thirty persons, — as he had thirteen children,'* 
five by his first wife and three sons of his second wife by her first husband, the four orphan 
daughters of his brother John being also brought up in his family. 
Governor Robinson was a valued member of the Society of Friends. 
His public life covered a period of twenty-four years, and during all this time he was 
actively engaged in the business of the Colony. He was Deputy in 1724-8, '34, '36, 
'41, and '48. In 1735-^, '4^1 ^^^ '42, he was Speaker of the House. In 1745-6 and 
1747-8 he was Deputy Governor of the Colony. He, with his two wives, was buried 
in the family burial ground, at Point Judith. A few years ago his great-grandson, Mr. 
Attmore Robinson, removed his remains, and those of his daughter Abigail, wife of John 
Wanton, to the Riverside Cemetery in Wakefield.

§ 83. SYLVESTER GARDINER, 4 (William, 3; Benoni, 2; George, i), was bom 
June 29, 1708. His father gave to him by will eighty acres and fourteen hundred pounds. 
In a sketch of Doctor Sylvester Gardiner found in a history of Christ Church, Maine, the 
statement is made that his father gave to three of his grandsons a farm of a thousand 
acres, to be divided between them. (History of Christ Church, Gardiner, Maine, page 44,) 
The town records show hut fifteen hundred and thirty acres given away by his will. But 
the fact remains that William Gardiner was a wealthy man, for the time, and was able 
to give his son Sylvester an education. That he was educated as a physician and became 
prominent in his profession is a fairly well-established fact, — also that he carried on a 
large business in the importation of drugs and, succeeding in his great land investments, 
became rich and influential. In 1749 a company, under the name of the ''Plymouth 
Company,*' made a large purchase** of land on the Kennebec River, in Maine. ''The 
Company, for the most part, was made up of staunch adherents to the English crown, 
who at once chose: Dr. Gardiner perpetual moderator of their meetings, and committed 
to him trusts calling for the most judicious management. Still, there was no great influx 
of settlers, and, in 1754, Dr. Gardiner determined to take more energetic measures. He 
obtained a grant of the land embracing Gardiner and Pittston, though its limits were 
not included in these towns. He had selected the situation with a practical eye, because 
of the facility for mills afforded by the waters of the Cobbossee. Already a large ship 
which he had built was running from Boston to the Kennebec; and, before long, he had 
deared a farm of four hundred acres in Gardinerstown, as Gardiner was then called, and 
had erected upon it a suitable dwelling-house, in which lived his son William. • • . Of 
all his [Doctor Gardiner's] vast estate in Maine, which, even then, was valued at $140,000, 
and which included much of Dresden, Pittston, Chelsea, Augusta, Hallowdi, Norridge* 
wock and Winslow, Dr. Gardiner showed an especial preference for the gnmring town 
which bore his name; and, though the money he spent to aid the settlers was often a total 
loss to him, he was unwearied in his efforts for their comfort and encouragement. So 
energetic was he that, before 1772, he had built, in Gardinerstown, two saw-mills, a 
grist-mill, a fulling mill, a potash manufactory, a wharf and many houses and stores. 
• • • Just before the disturbances of the Revolution, when Dr. Henry Caner was the 
rector of the Parish, Dr. Gardiner was one of the church wardens. It was, then, with 
the sanction and assistance of New England's leading Episcopalians that he turned his 
attention towards the founding of a church in the Maine wilderness." {History ef 
Christ Church, Gardiner, Maine, pages 46-8.) 

Doctor Gardiner was a loyalist and left the country with the British troops after die 
evacuation of Boston, going to Halifax, whence, some time later, he sailed for Europe. 

"With 
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"With his sons-in-law, Philip Dumaresque and Robert Halloweil, he is mentioned in the 
'Morning Chronicle' of the State of Massachusetts Bay, in the year 1778, under 'An Act 
to prevent the return to this State of certain persons therein named, and others who have 
left this State, or either of the United States, and joined the enemies thereof/ At the 
time of his flight Dn Gardiner lost all his personal property, with the exception of 
J500, which he happened to have with him. 'God only knows,' he writes, 'what I 
shall do!' From Halifax, and, in after days, from Poole, England, he wrote many letters 
to his son William and to his son-in-law, Oliver Whipple, of Portsmouth, who rendered 
him assistance in the care of his Maine estate, which, fortunately, escaped confiscation. 
It was a source of grief to him that the Church of St. Ann's was thus abandoned in its 
unfinished state, and the troubles of the clergy in the Colonies only increased his anxieties. 
« • . At the close of the Revolution, Dr. Gardiner again sought America; but, during 
his absence, the vast estates which he owned in Massachusetts and Connecticut, had 
been confiscated, and only his lands in Maine were secured to him and his heirs. • . • 
- His obituary notice, published in the 'Newport Mercury,' of Aug. 14, 1786, reads as 
follows: 

'On Tuesday last, departed this life, in this City, Dr. Sylvester Gardiner, in the eightieth*^ 
year of his age. 

He was a native of this State, but, for many years prior to the Revolution, an inhabitant 
of Boston in the State of Massachusetts, where, in the line of his chirurgical and medi- 
cal profession, he long stood foremost. He was possessed of an uncommon vigor and 
activity of mind, and by unremitted diligence and attention acquired a large property, 
which, though much injured by the late civil [Revolutionary] war, was not wholly an* 
nihilated. His Christian piety and fortitude were exemplary as his honesty was inflex- 
ible and his friendship sincere. He has left behind him, to deplore his loss, a truly excel- 
lent wife and a numerous posterity. 

His remains, attended by many of his relatives and by the most respectable citizens, were , 
removed to Trinity Church die Friday following, where the funeral service was read, 
and a sermon suitable to the solemnity, at his particular desire, preached to a very 
crowded audience, after which the body was interred under the Church. The colors 
of the shipping in the harbor were displayed half-mast high, and every other mark of 
respect shown by the citizens on the mournful occasion/ 

In the will of Dr. Gardiner instructions are given to his heir to complete the Church of 
St. Ami's out of his personal estate. JS28 sterling are to be paid annually and forever to 
its minister. • . . Dr. Gardiner also left ten acres of land for a Glebe, to include 
a 'Parsonage house.* • • . Cemented into the wall of Christ Church, on the right of 
the Chancel, is the cenotaph, which was erected to Dr. Gardiner's memory, after his 
pious wishes had been duly carried out. It . • . bears • • • the Latin inscription, 
composed by the Rev. J. S. J. Gardiner. . . • 

[Translation] 
Sacred to the memory of Sylvester Gardiner, who, bom in Rhode Island of family not 
obscure, studied in Paris, and practised medicine successfully a long time in Boston. 
Having obtained a competency, he directed his attention to the dvilization and improve^ 

*ment 
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ment of the Eastern country, then uncultivated. Here he levelled extensive tracts of 
forest, built various kinds of mills, ornamented the county with numerous Cottages, 
erected a Church, and by the inhabitants of these parts has richly deserved to be called 
the father of the land. Distinguished for his abilities, a learned physician, a faithful 
husband, a good father, of an incorruptible integrity, in transacting business inde- 
fatigable, sagacious and vigilant, of upright life, deeply read in the Sacred Scriptures, a 
firm believer in the Christian Faith, and wholly devoted to the doctrine and discipline 
of the Church of England, he died in Rhode Island, in the year of our Lord 1786, aged 
79. That he might commend to posterity the memory of a man who deserved so well 
of the Church and of the Republic, and tiiat a monument might exbt of his own grati* 
tude toward his venerable grandfather, Robert Hallowell Gardiner, his grandson and 
heir, has erected this honorary Marble." 

These extracts are from a History of Ckrisl Church, Gardiner^ Maine, by Evelyn L. Gil- 
more, where a fuller account can be found of Doctor Gardiner.

But, acconling 
to his. diary, Francis Willett saw fit, one day, to find fault with the way in which the 
ferry was conducted, at which Jeffrey indignantly gave up keeping the ferry and moved 
to "The tother place,'' as he expre^ed it. The other pJace^ or farm, which he owned, 
was what has long been known as the "Pine Tree Farm.'* For a number of years he 
was Justice of the Peace, and his lists of marriages contain many names which are not 
recorded in the town records. His list of deaths, also, is valuable, as he gives the names 
6i the ministers who preached, and often the text, and his opinion of the ability of the 
preacher. On October 17, 1746, he says "I went in the woods to the Baptist meeting.

It was exceeding 
hot day** August 1 1 : "I was at the Baptist meeting Samud Albro spoke and was exceed- 
ingly able." Augtist 20th: "I was at the Quaker meeting to hear Samuel FotfaergilP** 
there was an abundance of people, the Minister exceedingly able and a great schollar. 
Discoursed in a very high Style.'* On April 2, 1756, he writes: "I went to Esqu'. Cogges- 
halls to see them, hearing his wife was d^d and found a Sorrowf uU House, much Lament* 
ing the Lo/s of the Deceased, and thence home. I saw many of the neighbours^ all 
Lamenting the Lo/s of so Virtuous a person. A loving and Dutiful wife a Tender Mother 
and a mild Mi/tress and a good neighbour as Ever Lived on Earth, and as much Lamented 
as ever was a Person since my Rememberance." He then adds: *'I went to Esqu^ Cogges- 
halls to the burial of his wife, there was three Ministers Oldrich,^** Scribings^^^ [Sciivefll 
and Carr and as many hearers as Ever I saw at a funeraL Oldrich very able." 
Reading over these old diaries seems to place one in personal contact with die people 
who lived a hundred years ago. . u^.

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Daniel Coggeshall's wife was Mary Wanton/** a direct ancestress of our General Thomas 
Casey. 

Jeffrey was possibly a member of the Society of Friends, but he seems to have been 
interested in all denominations of Christian worshipers, and attended the preaching of 
able men whenever possible. His social position was as good as the best of his neigh- 
bors ;4or he mentions having had a difference with Francis Willett. He went to him 
and asked by what authority he had given himself the '"Liberty" to talk so about one 
that was in no ways inferior to himself » but stood on equal footing with him, and adds, 
*'My Dealing so plain with him, he grew more moderate and went home with me to 
dinner.** 

He represented hb town in the General Assembly, taking an active part in the doings of 
that body for several years.

On Decem- 
ber 31, 1 741, she was married to Rowland Robinson, a son of Deputy 
Governor William Robinson and Martha (Potter) Robinson. He 
died in 1806, aged eighty-seven years. Rowland Robinson inherited 
from his father a fine estate in Boston Neck, now known as the Robin- 
son farm. This farm contained six hundred acres. It was purchased in 1705, by his 
grandfather Rowland. Three hundred acres Ninigret, ''Alias Wayaconchett," sold to 
Rowland Robinson, "for divers good considerations and valuable consideration in money.** 
These three hundred acres lay in Boston Neck. The land was bounded "Southerly by 
John Smith, Easterly by Salt water or Bay, Westerly on the pond called 'Pettaquamscutt 
pond,* and Northerly by Andrew Willett.** This land "being then in actual occupation 
of said Rowland Robinson,'* for possibly good reasons, the deed was not recorded until 
1720. The will of Ninigret, who was the second of the name, was written in 1716, but 
possibly he lived a few years afterwards. Later, three hundred acres were bought by 
Rowland Robinson, of the Willetts, and added to this valuable farm. Mr. Updike, in 
his History of the Narragansett Churchy says: "Mr. Robinson was a man of opulence and 
sustained many responsible offices under the State Government. His noble mansion is 
still standing (1847 ; seo also in 1901) in a good state of preservation and is one of the remain- 
ing memorials of the aristocracy of the past.** Thomas R. Hazard, in his RecoUectums 
of Olden Times^ says that "originally the house, including the negro quarters, was one 
hundred and five feet in length, the stone foundation of the whole being now visible 
(1879). The west room, on the ground floor, is twenty feet square. This room is 
panelled and elaborately finished in the best architectural style of that day. . . . The 
dining-room is twenty-two feet by twenty feet in dimension. The chamber over the 
west room was occupied for some time by the Marquis La Fayette, and has ever ^nce 
been designated the La Fayette Chamber" The paint on the woodwork of the west 
parlor is pale blue, and is as hard and polished as marble. It is said that this is the first 
paint put on (1890). The inside shutters of this room are of dark wood, possibly mahog- 
any. Near the top of each is a small heart-shaped opening. Mr. Robinson*s farming 
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was on a large scale, to judge from the fact that, in 1776, he showed an account of charges 
against the State for two thousand, six hundred and fifty pounds of beef, hides and tallow^ 
from his Rhode Island estate. This estate has always remained in possession of descen* 
dants of Rowland Robinson, the first English owner, and is now owned by Rowland G. 
Hazard, of Peacedale, Rhode Island, the seventh in descent, through Elizabeth Robin- 
son, a daughter of Governor William, who married Thomas Hazard, "son of Robert/* 
great-great-grandfather of the present owner.

ish, in common with the majority of the farmers living in^oint Judith. The cattle 
and farm produce were taken, with leave or without it, by the enemy, and it required 
considerable self-denial to refuse to take pay for the same. That there were palliating 
drcumstances is proved by the fact that, siter a short detention, in East Greenwich, 
Rhode Island, he was allowed to return to his home, on his parole. His wife, Ruhamah, 
was bom January 11, 1735-6, and died November 28, 1783. Her unde, Jabez Cham- 
plin, who was a sea Captain, brought over from England a beautiful tall clock, which is 
still retained in the family of his great-grandson, Christopher Robinson. It dates back 
possibly to 1750. There is, also, a beautiful punch ladle, which is now owned by his , 
great-great-granddaughter, Mrs. Ruhamah Nichols. The tradition, in the family, is 
that these two antiques must always descend with the name.

§ 347. JOHN SYLVESTER GARDINER « s (Sylvester, 4; William, 3; Benoni, 2; 
George, i), was bom, about 1735 (1731?), in Boston, Massachusetts, and died in 1793. 
He married Margaret Harries, of West Wales^ (Haverford). He was sent to England 
to complete his education; studied law in the Inner Temple, and was admitted to practice 
in the Courts of Westminster HalL He was an intimate asaodate at this time with 
Churchill, the poet, and John Wilkes, the reformer, in whose cause (at the time politics 
ran high) he appeared as Junior Counsel and attracted the notice of Lord Mansfield. 
The Chief Justice expressed a high opinion of his natural endowments for reachmg emi* 
nence in his profession, although his political connections were not such as to secure his 
Lordship's favort or his own rapid advancement. He practiced for a short time in the 
Wdsh circuit with success, but, bdng impatient to get at once into lucrative practice, 
he procured the appointment of Attorney General of the Island of St. Christopher, in 
the West Indies, where he removed with his family, about 1765. He practiced law with 
great success at St. Christopher and in Jamaica until the termination of the American 
Revolution by the peace of 1783, when he removed with his family to his native town^ 
After practidng for two or three years, with much celebrity, he removed, in 1786, to an 
estate left by his father at Pownalborough, in the district of Maine, where he also prac- 
tioed law. He was sent, as Representative, to the Massachusetts legislature, from the 
year 1789 to his death, which happened by the loss of a packet in which he took passage 
for Boston for the purpose of attending the General Court, in 1793-4* In the legislature 
* he obtained the name of the law refarmert in consequence of the zeal and eloquence with 
which he advocated several important changes in tiie laws of the State. On one subject 
he made a speech very celebrated for the learned account it gave of the Grecian and 
Roman theatre. He was a thorough republican and violent whig in politics; and in 
religion was a Unitarian, in consequence of which he took a leading part in the alteration 
of the liturgy of King's Chapel, Boston, and other changes by which that became a 
Unitarian Congregational Society. He had an astonishing memory, was an admirable 
beUes leUres scholar, learned in his profession, and particularly distinguished for his wit 
and eloquence.

diner was formerly a Justice in the Colony of Rhode Island, but lately an inhabitant of 
Pownalborough, on the Kenebeck River. * .1 After being cruelly harassed and plundered, 
he escaped from the dominions of revolt, and, through various obstructions, arrived in 
safety at New York." H. B. Brown, in writing to Reverend Jacob Bailey, in 1783, 
speaks of the proposed abandonment of Fort George, Penobscot, by the British. He 
continues: "Some of the inhabitants intend for Port Rosemary, and others for Passa- 
maquoddy. Mr. Gardiner and his family are for the former. He has been over there 
lately witii a load of boards and has drawn his lot/' Reverend Mr. Bailey wrote to 
Mr. Gardiner, July 26, 1784, ''I am anxioiis to hear in what manner you proceed at 
Port Rosemary, and whether you are in love with the name, Shelburne.*'* 
It will be necessary to look for Nathaniel Gardiner's descendants in Maine. As a young 
man he used occasionally to visit his cousin, Doctor Sylvester Gardiner, in Maine, as 
the above-mentioned book records.

Elisha R. Potter's first wife was a beautiful woman, tall and queenly in appearance, with 
a charming disposition and a high oxxler of intellect. After her marriage, Mr. Potter 
had some little difficulty, at first, in breaking off from his youthful companions, he being 
still fond of his game of whist. The first. evening he spent out, the clock was striking the 
"wee sma' hours" before he reached home, in some trepidation as to his reception. His 
wife met him with a smile and an apology that she had no warm supper for him, but 

promised 
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promised to look out for his comfort in the future. Quite overcome by his reception, 
he mentally vowed that this should be his last offense. But, alas for human frailty, the 
temptation came to him again, with the visit of a fine whist-player in the village, at 
Colonel Updike's,'^^ and again he reached home in the "sma' hours." The house looked 
very pleasant, as he approached it, it being well lighted; and, as he opened the door, a 
fragrant odor of hot mocha and beefsteak greeted him also. His wife said, "Just in time» 
my dear, your supper is waiting." The vows that he made this time, to use his own 
words, "were faitiifully kept." 

Mr. Potter, like his father, Thomas Potter, was a blacksmith. Tradition says that his 
first wife, recognizing his ability, persuaded him to study law, her handsome property, 
of course, giving him the means and leisure to do so. He was a splendid man in physiral 
developments, as well as in intellect a giant, — the latter, indeed, in both. He was over 
six feet four, and, in middle life, weighed over three hundred pounds. But so finely was 
he proportioned that one did not notice his size. Persons who are living to-day still 
speak of him as they remember him on election days in Kingston (Little Rest), as stand- 
ing near the Court House, receiving the homage of his subjects. At one time Mr. Potter 
used, with success, his great influence in the General Assembly, to improve the con* 
dition of his townspeople by promoting a more equal distribution of the taxes between 
dty and town. Ever afterwards he was the idol of his townspeople, they thinking his 
power unlimited, and working always for their good. Therefore on all public occasions 
every man must shake hands with Mr. Potter. Any one failing to do this, it was reck- 
oned to his loss. To be nominated for any office in town or state was, for him, to be 
elected. He was elected United States Representative in 1796, and resigned the next 
year. Again in 1809 he was chosen to the same office, holding the poution till 1815. 
Hugh Miller says that though small states do sometimes produce great men, small rivers 
never produce large fish. Mr. Potter stands in full proof of this statement. It seems 
strange that of his four sons, — all men of exceptional ability, — ^there was not one to write 
a life of this truly great man. His second wife was bom April 25, 1779, and died July 
26, 1835, at her brother-in-law, Jeffrey Davis's, in North Kingstown. Mr. Potter was 
born November 5, 1764, and died September 26, 1835.

the character of Mr. Gardiner has been too long before his fellow-citizens^ to make any 
labored panegyric necessary. . • • Though retiring in his manners and unostentatious 
in his habits, he received frequent and unsolicited marks of the confidence of his fellow- 
townsmen. To those who knew him in the resorts of mercantile business he recommended 
himself by undeviating rectitude of conduct and an enlarged liberality which proved him 
to be truly imbued with the spirit of the diiane maxim, 'Whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them.* To those, whose good fortune it was to meet 
him in the more intimate walks of life, his constant kindness, his unfailing cheerfulness 
and hb liberal hospitality have bequeathed a store of grateful remembrances, which 
cannot fade from their minds so long as the principles which animated the conduct of 
the deceased shall be cherished and honored.''

"George Brown was, for many years, a representative in the General Assembly. In 1796 
he was elected by the Legislature Second Justice on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
the State, and held the office until 1799, when he was elected by the people Lieutenant- 
Governor of the State, over Lieutenant-Governor Samuel J. Potter, after a severe and 
close canvas. • • . Governor Brown was a courteous and amiable gentleman, an exemplary 
communicant of the Episcopal Church, and a liberal contributor to its support. He 
sustained an irreproachable character through life, and died January 20, 1836,^ in the 
ninety-first year of his age, and was buried in the churchyard at Tower Hill/'^ 
His remains were afterward removed to Westerly, Rhode Island, and placed in River • 
Bend Cemetery. 

Governor Brown owned large estates in Boston Neck and on Tower Hill, which he in- 
herited from his father and his uncle, Thomas Brown. He, with his brother, Rowland 
Brown, built a large house on Tower Hill, and, for a few years, kept an inn there, but, on 
the death of his Uncle Thomas, from whom he inherited a fine estate on Boston Neck, he 
removed to that place. Robert Brown, father of Governor Brown, died February 28, 
1762. The old diary (Jeffrey Watson^s) from which this entry is taken, adds: ''His 
sorrowful widow was taken sick the same night and died the eighth day of March (she 
was his second wife, Sarah Sherman). He left two sons in the care of his brother Thomas ' 
Brown, Esq**, whom he had appointed Executor of his Last Will and Testament." ' 
C^vernor Brown kept up a fine establishment and entertained right royally, keeping a 
great number of slaves for home and farm labor. 

When Robert Gardiner (bom about 1775), at one time United States Consul to Sweden, 
returned from his mission abroad, he opened his home and gave a fine entertainment to 
his friends and neighbors. Miss Nancy Brown (better known as Miss AnnBrown\ one | 
of (^vemor Brown's beautiful daughters, when she was nearly ninety, could still remember 
and loved to talk about, this splendid affair, of .which she was evidently the presiding

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genius, being taken out to supper by ''Counsel Gardiner," as she called him, and seated 
at his right hand. His elegant dress, with its fine lace ruffles at the wrist and knee, and 
white satin vest "sprigged" with pink rosebuds, fondly lingered in her memory. Not to 
be forgotten, either, was the heavy gold chain of his watch. Slipping the watch into the 
bosom of her dress, the chain was thrown around her neck, before she was taken out to 
supper. Though Consul Robert Gardiner was the son of John Gardiner, "so distin- 
guished,"**® — ^as MacSparran says, a fine old aristocrat, — ^he was not heartily approved 
by Governor Brown, a fine old aristocrat himself, as a suitor to his daughter. Conse- 
quently, when Mr. Gardiner called to see Miss Nancy the next day, the Governor, in- 
stead of ordering some of his fine wines or Holland cordials to be brought in, left the room 
and returned with a pewter tankard filled with cider, and pewter tumblers, instead of the 
silver tankard and cut glass that were used for his friends and family in general. Miss 
Nancy, in telling the story, would add, "Can any one imagine my mortification, to see 
that elegant gentleman treated in such a contemptuous way, or wonder that he never 
came to see me again?" - j 

Governor Brown had a large family of sons and daughters, all exceptionally handsome 
men and women, he being a handsome man and the women of the Robinson family being 
quite celebrated for their beauty, traces of which can still be seen in their descendants of 
tiie present day. The late Joseph Peace Hazard used to say, "Whenever one sees a woman 
of the Robinson family, there one sees grace and beauty." The daughters, with the 
exception of two, were married to men of standing in the community. 
After the slaves in Rhode Island were freed, — ^in 1783, — Governor Brown's prosperity 
steadily decreased. His sons, brought up as fine gentlemen, could not, or would not, put} 
their white hands to the plow, and, as help was scarce, the broad fields lay neglected and. 
uncultivated. Lands were mortgaged and then sold. The fine establishment was broken 
up. He spent the last years of his life in Westerly, Rhode Island. I

He had been suffering from a disease of the heart for some months, was aware of its in- 
curable nature and of its liability to terminate his existence at an unexpected moment.

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He had been as comfortable through the day and evening preceding his death as usual, 
had seen company and appeared unusually cheerful. A few minutes after retiring to 
bed, while conversing with Mrs. Hazard, his breathing became obstructed» and in a 
moment, before assistance could be had to raise his head from the pillow, he ceased to live. 
Mr. .Hazard was bom at Hancock, in the County of Berkshire, on the 25th of October,' 
1775, of parents who had emigrated from South Kingstown in the State of Rhode Island. 
They were among the first settlers in what was then called Jericho Hollow. The farm 
where they settled was primitive forest. . . . Some years afterwards the neighboring 
inhabitants erected a log schoolhouse, where the subject of this notice received his earliest 
education, in the short periods of each year when the people felt able to maintain a 
school. At fourteen years of age he was apprenticed to John Levallier, of Lanesborough, — 
tanner, currier and shoemaker, to obtain a knowledge of these trades. About two years 
afterwards, on the death of Levallier, he hired to Levi Clark, of Lanesborough, as a jour- 
neyman shoemaker and tanner, with whom he remained several years, securing by his 
industry, fidelity and uprightness of deportment the confidence of all who knew him. 
After his marriage he returned to Hancock, where he cultivated a farm upon shares 
during the summer, and carried on the shoemaking business in the winter, until 1812, \ 
when he put in operation the first carding, fulling and cloth-dressing machines in Hancock. 
About the same time he commenced the manufacture of satinett cloths. He carried on 
the business of manufacturing more or less extensively from that time until within two 
or three years of his death. ' . J 

In May, 1806, he was first returned a member of the General Court, and nine years, ' 
from 1806 to 1823, was a member of the House of Representatives. 
During the stormy political period immediately preceding and during the War of 1812, 
he represented his town with distinguished firmness and ability. 

In 1820 he was chosen a delegate to the Convention to alter and revise the Constitution 
of the State. In 1824 he was a member of the Senate, and on the 28th of May, on joint . 
ballot of the two houses, he was chosen a member of the Governor's Coundl. In 1825 • 
he was again elected to the Senate and assisted as one of that body at the ceremony of 
laying the cornerstone of Bunker Hill Monument by General Lafayette. 
In 1807 he recaved his first commission as a Justice of the Peace, and its renewal, when* • 
ever it expired, by succeeding administrations up to the time of his decease, attests the 
fidelity and impartiality with which he discharged the duties of the office. 
In June, 1840, he left the United States to make a short tour of Europe. He visited 
London, Manchester, Liverpool, and nearly all the other cities in England, Scotland, 
Ireland and France. . . . 

His early opportunities for acquiring education were exceedingly limited, but that de- 
ficiency was to a great extent remedied by the daily habit of reading, study and reflec- 
tion, which he adopted on arriving at manhood. History, philosophy, politics, math- 
ematics and the natural sciences were cultivated with a keen relish, which shortly in a 
good degree compensated for his early disadvantages. Early in life he constructed a 
20-inch Terrestrial Globe, which was finished with singular accuracy and neatness. He 
amused many leisure hours by experiments in electricity and chemistry. „. 
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His is but another example of the obstacles which may be overcome by untiring indus- 
try and perseverance; and the respect and confidence which are secured by moral upright- 
ness. Without any of the advantages of wealth, early opportunity or powerful family 
influence, he became, solely by the force of his own perseverance and intellect, one of 
the most wealthy and influential citizens. 

In all the relations of father, friend, citizen, magistrate and representative, he discharged 
his duties with singular fidelity. In him the poor have lost a friend, the widow and the 
orphan a protector and the town an exemplary and just citizen."

In 
the course of his eminently successful and jiseful career, he occupied some of the most 
prominent and honorable positions in this Colony. He was appointed, by the Crown, a 
Legislative Councillor for Prince Edward Island, in i860, a position which he held for 
three years. In 1864 he was High Sheriff for this (Prince) County and President of the 
Summerside Bank from 1866 to 1869.'* He was also a Justice of the Peace for the same 
county and a commissioner of small debts for Bedeque, etc. After his marriage to his 
first wife, Mr. Gardiner made frequent trips to Rhode Island to visit his relatives and 
friends. His last visit was made in 1874.

In 1831 he operated a cotton 
and woolen mill in South Carolina. In 1843 he purchased his estate of ''Moorsfield/* 
in South Kingstown, Rhode Island, where he settled for life and carried on the manu* 
facture of kerseys in his two mills, one at Moorsfield and one at Glenrock. At Moors« 
field, in his quiet and secluded, but beautiful, home, Mr. Rodman spent the last forty- 
six years of his life, accumulating a fine fortune. He owed his success in business to his 
industry, perseverance and economy, coupled with these precepts: "What little you do, 
do well"; "Be careful in making business engagements. Be more careful in fulfilling 
them." Curiously enough, the estate he purchased in Moorsfield was originally the prop- 
erty of Henry Gardiner, a great-great-grandfather of his mother, Mary Gardiner.' A 
fulling-mill was established here as early as 1722, by Thomas Culverwell, who bought the 
land of George Hazard, and the privilege of making a dam and flowing land, of said Hazard 
and Henry Gardiner. After two years Culvenvell sold the mill property to the original 
owner, George Hazard, and by his son. Colonel Thomas Hazard, it was sold to William 
Taylor. Culverwell sold "Mills, presses, shears, etc.," belonging to the manufacturing 
property, this being one of the earliest manufactures in the town.

ROBERT RODMAN, 7 (Mary Gardiner, 6; Christopher, 5; Henry, 4; Henry, 
3; Henry, 2; George, i), was born October 9, 1819 (1818?). Mr. Rodman, at the age of 
twenty-two, commenced the manufacture of kerseys in Exeter, Rhode Island, where he 
remained one year. At the end of that time he removed to Silver Spring, Rhode Island, 
where he continued the same branch of industry until the spring of 1845. He then sold 
his manufacturing establishment, and for a few years thereafter engaged in farming and 
in attending to the interests he had acquired in coasting vessels. In the spring of 1848 
he resumed business at Lafayette, Rhode Island, where he has since been engaged in the 
manufacture of Kentucky jeans. He commenced with one set of machinery and twelve 
looms, and gradually increased his facilities until his looms numbered four hundred and 
fourteen, including those in his factories at Silver Spring and Wakefield. In addition to 
the manufacture of woolen goods, he also makes the cotton warps used in his jeans, 
they being manufactured by him at his factory known as the Shady Lea Mill. Mr. Rod- i 
man's success has given him a prominent place among New England manufacturers. 
He has served his town in the General Assembly and has otherwise devoted much time to 
public interests. This much for his business character. As a man, he is one of Nature's , 
noblemen, of an integrity so incorruptible that his name, attached to his goods, was all ; 
the reconunendation necnled for securing quick sales. Other manufacturers would have ! 
cheerfully given him a small fortune for the privilege of using his tickets. He is a man of 
commanding presence, tall, strong and well formed. His phj'sical development does no ; 
discredit to the sturdy yeomen from whom he sprang. He is an exceedingly quiet man, | 
in manner and speech, with a keen sense of humor. I 

This short and imperfect sketch does not do sufficient credit to the man, but if, to it, are 
added a few of his own words, they may help to a better understanding of the nobility 
of his character. During the Civil War he, with almost all, perhaps all, of the Rhode 
Island manufacturers, became greatly embarrassed in his business, but succeeded in 
getting a[n extension of credit, and thus bridged over the hard times. His success after 
that was almost phenomenal, and the time came when he could say to his wife: '1 have 

now 
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now money enough to pay all my debts. Shall I pay them, or build you the fine house I 
have promised to build for you?" "Pay your debts, Mr. Rodman," was the answer of ' 
the true, loving wife and helpmeet, "I will wait for the house/' With a little laugh he 
said, "But I have money enough to do both." It is needless to add that the debts 
were paid in full, dollar for dollar, and the house built, — a beautiful house, almost a 
palace, and an ornament to the South County. 

He married, April 3, 1841, Almira, a daughter of Colonel William and Mary (Sanford) 
Taylor. The Taylor family were amongst the first, if not the very first, manufacturers 
in the town, — men of merit and distinction, also heroes in the War of the Revolution^ 
Through her mother, Mrs. Rodman was descended from Governor Peleg Sanford, and 
Governor William Coddington, the first Governor of Rhode Island, who was called the 
handsomest man in the Colony. The above anecdote illustrates Mrs. Rodman*s charac- 
ter. Therefore one is not surprised to find their four stately sons men of such fine char* 
acter and business capacity. -w..;;;

I **The veritable George Gardiner J* 

In A pubUcation entitled "No 3, Gardiner, Me., Historical Series, Silvester .Gardiner, by Henry SewaU 

Webrter, Gardiner, Maine, 19x3*'' ve found the following statemenU: 

There have been many distinct families bearing the name of Gardiner, both in England and in this country. 

According to recent researches conducted by Hon. Asa Bird Gardiner, of New York City, that to which 

Silvester Gardiner belonged is derived from "Sir Osbem Gardiner, Kt. Primus filius. Lord of the Manor 

of Ord on Douglas River in Wigan Parish, West Derby Hundred^ County Palatine, of Lancaster/' He 

was bom about 1x28, in the reign of Henry L The family is of Anglo-Saxon origin, but b, "by intermar- 

riage, also descended from several distinguished Norman families, whose progenitors* names are inscribed 

in the Battle Abbey Roll of the Knights of William the Conqueror." 

Two branches of the family are known to have emigrated to America in Colonial times. Richard Gardiner 

belonged to a younger branch. He was one of the "adventurers," who came over with Sir Frands 

Wyatt, Governor of Virginia, in z63X. He was in A^rginia in 1627. None of his descendants are known to 

be now living. George Gardiner and his two younger brothers, Edward and Robert, were representatives 

of the elder line, and all finally settled in what is now the State of Rhode Island. 

George Gardiner was baptized February 15, 1599-1600, and was married to Sarah Slaughter, at St. James' 

Church, Qerkenwell, London, March 28, 1630. He sailed in the ship FeUowship, of Bristol, and arrived 

b Boston June 29, 1637. In October, 1638, he was residing on Aquidneck Island, R. I. ... In 1663 

he acquired by deed from one of the Narragansett sachems, a tract measuring five by one and one>half miles 

in the "Narragansett Country." . . . Benoni, third son of George and Sarah Gardiner, was bom in 

London in 1636 or 1637, and was therefore an infant at the time of the emigration.

As to the family name of the wife of Benoni Gardiner, a publication, entitled "Silvester Gardiner, 
Hbtorical Series No. a," Gardiner, Me., by Henry Sewall .Webster, 19x3, records that Benoni married^ 
in X670, Mary, a daughter of Samuel and Elizabeth Eldred, of Kingston (Kangstown?), R. L The authority 
for this statement is unknown to the editor, although its truth is exceedingly probable. Samuel and Eliza* 
beth Eldred lived a few miles from Benoni's estate and had a daughter Mary (bom June 15, 1646), who 
in an age when almost every young girl married before she was twenty-five, was otherwise unaccounted 
for. A rather curious ooinddence of Christian names helps to establish the surmise. Mrs. Benoni 
Gardiner named her only daughter, Bridget (later Mrs. Sherman),— then a very uncommon name in that ; 
almost exclusively English community. But it is recorded in Kingstown that Mary Eldred's next younger 
brother, Thomas, also named a daughter, Bridget. - If Mrs. Gardiner was, as is supposed, Mary Eldred, it 
would Uien appear that both the brother and the sister chose the name in memory, perhaps, of some now 
unknown rdative, an aunt or a grandmother.

Mr. Austin, in the Gen. Diet, of R. /., includes Samuel among the sons of the reputed second wife*

Arnold), representing him as ha\'ing died in 1743, in the seventy-sixth year of his age. Some color is lent 
to this theory by the fact that, in 1 705, Benoni deeded to his son, Stephen, as has been stated above, a dwell- 
ing-house, orchard, etc., apparently the family homestead, as if he were the eldest. Over against these 
considerations must be set the testimony of Mr. Updike, writing seventy years ago {History of the Narrow 
tansett Churchy 2d ed. I, p. 135), that William Gardiner was "the eldest son of Benoni." Mr. Austin, 
too (pen. Diet, of R. I, p. 81), makes William the eldest and Stephen the third. There is always a possi- 
bility of an insaription being incorrect or too illegible to be accurately read. Although Stephen appears 
to have received the homestead, the will of his brother, William, disposed of more than sixteen hundred 
acres of land and above £3000 in money, showing that he had been well provided for, as if the eldest. See 
Note 30. 

8 ''Bom in 1696:' 

Mr. Austin (Gdii. DieL of R. /.) does not give this Benoni as a son of Benoni, 2. If the date of his 
birth, X696, is correct, and if his mother was this Mary Eldred, bom, as stated, in X645, she was fift^^-one 
years of age at the date of his birth. If Stephen was bom in x668, there must have been, as is unlikely, a 
difference of twenty-eight years between the eldest son and the youngest. 

9 "Lived with him twenty years." 

The only date in Horod Long's petition to His Majest/s Commissioners and by them referred to Gov. 
Benedict Arnold, b 2640, about which time she said she came to Rhode Island, "not long after" w*htch 
she parted from her husband, John Hicks, and joined George Gardiner. Henry Gardiner, their second son, 
might well have been bora in 1645. 

10 " He married Joan :* 

Mr. J. Warren Gardiner, in one of his valuable historical papers, gives the first wife of Henry Gardiner, 3, 
as Joan Greene, daughter of John of Quidnesset. Although no daughter of John Greene is given by Mr. 
Ray Greene Huling in his genealogy of John Greene, in the Narragansett Hist. Register (Oct. X883, 137- 
X44)* yet the statement is not unlikely. (See Austin's Genealogical Dick of R. I. p. 89, where a Joan is 
mentioned.) The five sons of John Greene, of Quidnesset, were a little younger than Henry Gardiner, and 
if there were a daughter, she would have been of a suitable age to be his wife, and might naturally have 
been named Joan, after her mother. Pkobably J. Warren Gardiner had seen John Greene's will, before 
the fire at AVickford in 1870. 

11 ''He married Abigail:' 

Abigail Rendngton was the mother of Mrs. William (Gardiner, the mother of Mrs. Dr. MacSparran. 
The Doctor, in his Diary (September 30th and October 4th, X744), speaks of the death of his wife's grand* 
xnother, at the great age of eighty-eight years. 

12 "Diedini768y 

The Narragansett Parish Register, under July, X768, records: "On the x6th Saturday night died Mr. 
Henry Gardner (son of Henry in Newport), one of the Parish of St. Paul's. . • . And the said Mr. Gardner 
Was Buried In his Own Ground Without Ceremony, And having Only five or Six Men attending his Funeral 
by Reason of the Malignancy of the Distemper & Fever Whereof He Did." 

13 "Died April 10, 1774:' 

The Narragansett Register, under X774, records, "On friday the 8th of April Col. Ephraim Gardner 
. . • Was Seized in his field With An Apoplexy; And On Sunday the xoth Died, and On Wednesday the 
X3th He was Buried." No allusion b made to Mrs. Gardiner's death on Monday, the xxth, as noted in the 
text, nor to her burial. ' . • 

14 
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14 "Thomas PoUer:* 

CapL Thomas Potter, of South Kingstown, was bom Feb. 8, 1695 or 1696, being a son of Thomas 
and a graxidson 6l Ichabod Potter. If he married this Hannah Gardiner, she must have died previously to 
Dec. 31, 1730, when the Narraganaett Register records that he was married to Hannah Gardiner, daughter 
of Henry Gardiner, /r ., and so a niece of the Hannah in the text, although only nine years her junior, havii^ 
been born about 17x3. 

15 ''JohnBenOey:' - 

John Bentley (bom about 1704) was the eldest son of WlUiam, the eldest son of William Bentley 
originator of the family in Kingstown, who died in X720. Elizabeth Gardiner (Mrs. Bentley?) is probably 
the one, who, (called "daughter of George Gardiner,") was baptized, as an "adult young woman/' by Mr. 
MacSparran, Aug. 32, 1725. 

16" Near ihai date:' 

The eariy Quaker meetings of Kingstown were, for a time, held at the house of this Wniiam Gardi-- 
ner. He is said, along with Joseph Hull, the Preacher, to have retained "so much of the old Adam^ that they 
recdved and justly deserved the frequent admonition of their watchful brethren." 

17 ''JohnWatsonr 

The marriage of Dorcas (kirdiner and John Watson must have occurred previously to Nov. 7, 1673, 

Inasmuch as at that time they were witnesses together, apparently as husband and wife, to a deed from her 

brother George to her brother Nicholas. It has been surmised that they were married as eariy as 1670^ 

but that is unlikdy, if Nicholas, her brother next older, was accurate in testifying that he was about fifty* 

seven years old in 17x1. Dorcas must have died sometime previously to X702, as, on August 4 of that 

year, John Watson and his wife Rebecca deeded all his farm of ninety acres, orduu'd, housing^ etc., to his 

son, John. 

Jolm Watson, at an early day, settled, on a farm, on Tower Hill. "Watson's Farm" remained ia the family 

for five generations and many of its members lie buried upon it. 

On April 8, X692, at a meeting of the Pettaquamscutt Purchasers,, John Watson and four of the Gardiners^ 

his brothers-in-law, representing themselves as, together with Henry Gardiner, the assigns of John PorUr, 

dsemuidf one of the six original Purchasers, appcunted the said Henry their attorney to sign an agreement. 

John Watson died in 1728. 

IB ''No issuer ; . 

Originally, the author of this work introduced into her manuscript the name of Samud Gardhiert as 
the ttxth son of (}eorge and Herodias Gardiner. He was the Samuel who is known to have married, in 
or before 1684, Elizabeth, a daughter of Robert Carr, of Newport, and widow of James Brown, of Newport; ' 
a son of Chad and Elizabeth Brown, of Providence. This Samuel Gardiner is believed to have been bom in 
the neighborhood of x66o^ or even considerably earlier, and is known to have died Dec 8, 1696. * 
In thus introducing Samuel as a member of the George Gardiner family, Mrs. Robinson had the highly, 
valued authority of Mr. Austin {Cen. Did, of IL L p. 82). But in revising the work, she threw out the 
name entirely, aifter previously giving it considerable fullness of treatment. 

There does not appear, indeed, to be any contemporary evidence whatever that this well-known Lieut^ 
Samuel Gardiner, of Newport, was a son of George, while there are strong reasons for a contrary concluM>n*. 
Had he belonged among the diildren of Herodias, the reputtd first wife of George, he would naturally have 
been included with her other five sons, Benoni, Henry, (George, William and Nicholas, as "the assigns of 
John Porter, deceased," the "Pettaquamscutt Purchaser," from whom, as their stepfather and, as i^ be* 
lieved, at her request, they received their extensive landed estates in Narragansett. But his name is not 
mcntiotted with the others in any of these transactions, nor does it appear in the ancient "Draft*' (here !n« 
serted) of their farms, on the western bank of the Pettaquamscutt River. 

Had, on the other hand, Samuel been, as Mr. Austin represents, a child of Lydia Ballou, the supposed 
second wife, he would naturally have been mentu>ned in the will of his younger own brother, Robert, aloog 

with 
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with Joseph and PeregziAe, these three being unquestionably sons of the above Lydia. This will is dated 
April 17, X689, when Samuel was about twenty-nine years old; but his name does not appear in it. 
V^th some plausibility, but no known proof, it has been suggested that Samuel was a son of Benoni, 2, 
and thus a grandson of George, 2, Benoni being* perhaps, considerably older than has been believed and a 
son of a possibly unknown earlier wife of Geoige (Note x). 

But it would seem that all attempts to assign authentically Lieut. Samuel Gardiner to the family of the 
original George* of Newport, are futile, at least thus far, and tliat the question of his connection with it 
must be left to await the developments of farther research. It may be noted, however, that there was a 
JioUrt Gardiner (or Gardner) living at Newport, at the same period with Samuel, and having no known 
relationship with George* it but of an age to be a possible brother of Lieutenant Samuel.' He was a naval 
ofiioer and Collector of the Port of Newport and is styled, on his gravestone in Trinity Churchyard, "one of 
the first promoters of the Church an this place,*' the inscription going on to record that "he died ye ist 
of May, 1731, the day of his birth, aged 69 years.*' The two were thus, probably, only two or three years 
apart in age. In connection with a transfer of land to Samuel and along with another by him, there appears 
the name of Robert Gardiner as witness, as would have been quite natural, had they been brothers. 
Apart from questions of family relationship, this Samuel Gardiner was a figure of considerable interest, 
sspedally in view of his activity during his brief life of apparently only thirty-sue years. The Plymouth 
(Mass.) Records show that on Oct. 31, 1687, when he was at the age of about twenty-seven, "Samuel 
Gardiner, of Newport," bought of George Lawton, of Freetown, "one moiety, or half part, of a freeman's 
lot* the fi^th lot on the east side of Taunton River, in Freetown, . . . with dwelling house, etc., etc, also 
half of a share of meadow on the Swanzey ude* being the west nde of Taunton River* at a place called 
Scippy<an." 

Under date of Dec. 30* 1693* irith Robert Gardiner* as above noted, as witness, the same records contain a 
deed from Ebenezer and PrisdUa Brenton* of Swanzey, to Samuel Gardiner, yeoman, and Ralph Chapman* 
riiipwright* both of Swanzey* of "a piece of land called Mettapoisett [now Gardiner's Neck] . . • with 
houses* orchards, etc* said neck of land was purchased by William Brenton, of Newport, deceased* father 
of the grantor* of Philip Chief Sachem of Mt. Hope, June 23, 1664, and was bequeathed by said William 
Brenton to aforesaid Ebenezer* his son." There are also several other records of sales of extensive tracts 
of land* in Swanzey* to Samuel Gardiner. Mr. Gardiner held important offices in both Freetown and 
Swanzey. After his decease* Dec 8, 1696, hb widow, Elizabeth, presented to the Probate Court* the In- 
ventory of his estate. On Jan. is, X713-4* it b recorded that "Sarah Gardner, of Swanzey, daughUr of Samuel 
Gardner of Swanzey* deceased* to brother Samud Gardner* quitclaims her right in 600 acres* more or le/s* 
formeriy Ebenezer Brenton's land." 
The diOdren* who have been assigned to Samud and Elizabeth (Carr-Brown) Gardiner, are: 

t. Elizabeth* who was bom in 1684* and married* Jan. 16, 1699, Edward Thurston, of Newport* having 
by htm ten children. He died April 37* 1727* aged 49 years. She died Sept. 34, 1754. 

2. &muel* who was bom at Newport Oct. 28* 1685, and married Hannah , by whom he had six 

childrett. 

3. Martha, who was bom Nov. 16, x686. 

4. Patience, who was bora Oct. 31* 1687, and married Thomas Cranston* of Newport. 

5. Sarah, who was bom not later than 1693* and probably considerably earlier. She is the one who gave 
to her brother, Samu^t the quitclaim deed already referred to.

6. Faticnoe* married John Turner. Their place is now called Bowenville (North Fall River?).

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It b probable that the residence of Lieut. Samuel Gardiner and Elizabeth (Carr-Brown), his wife, at 
Swanzey, led to the rentoval thither, along with them, from Newport, of his stepson and her own son, Esek 
Brown, a grandson of Chad, of Providence. 

Esek Brown died in Swanzey, December, 1772, in the 95th year of his age, having already had three hun* 
dred and thirteen descendants, upwards of two hundred of whom were present at h*ts funeral. The coffin 
In which he was buried was made of whole boards sawed out of a black cherry tree, which he had brought 
in his hand, pn horseback, from Rhode Island, and set out in the road before his garden wall, with his own 
hands. 

I8a ^'WiUiam Gardiner." 

There appears to be considerable doubt concerning these last two names (WiUiarn and Mary), fn 

the family of Joseph Gardiner, 2. Mr. Austin does not give them in the GmMaUgkal Dictionary of Bhodo 

Island. Neither are they introduced into Arnold's Vital Ruord of Bhodo Island (Newport, p. 97). . Both 

Austin and Arnold assign only seven children to Joseph and Catherine. The record of the marriage of Wit* 

liam Gardiner and Maiy Carr in Newport (Arnold, pp. 15 and 31), although the year has been obliterated, 

plainly refers to a very much later period than 1732. 

It is probable that these two names belong somewhere else. 

19 ''Joseph Smith:' 

Lydia Gardiner must have been bom at least as early as 1670, the birth of her older brother, Joseph, ' 
having been probably before 1669, as stated in the text. But, even so, she was a little girl at the time of the 
marriage of her mother to William Hawkins, and undoubtedly accompanied her to Providence, where her 
own marriage took place, April 4, 1689, as noted. She was undoubtedly bom before 1674. Joseph Smith 
was a weaver. 

20 ''Mary Gardiner:* 

Mary Gardiner, 2, was the second daughter of Geoige, x, and Lydia (Ballou) Gardiner, of Newport. 
Soon after the death of George, about 1677, and the marriage of her mother to William Hawkins, of 
Providence, Mary, evidently along with her young brothers and ttster, accompanied her mother to the latter 
town. In the records of Providence, in dose connection with statements of the marriage intention of the 
older Lydia Gardiner and William Hawkins, June x, 1678, and of the younger Lydia Gardiner's marriage 
to Joseph Smith, April 4, 1689, it is noted that Mary Gardiner and Archibald Walker were married July 18^ 
1690. I

21 "PereBrine Gardiner:* 

Peregrine Gardiner, 2, was probably the second son, although possibly the third, of George, x, and 
Lydia (Ballou) Gardiner, of Newport. After the death of his father, about 1677, and the marriage of his 
mother to William Hawkins, of F^vidence, he accompanied her thither. 

There is a record of an agreement, made June xx, X684, About his schooling, between his stepfather, WHliam 
Hawkin% and William Turpin, of Providence, a schoolmaster and a keeper of a public bouse. 
In the mil of his brother, Robert, made April 7, x689,and examined and approved *'by yeTowne CoundU 
of Pkovidtooe,*' April 28, x690^ Peregrine b repeatedly meatk>ned, receiving all the P^vidence lands of 

the 
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the testator and a half share of those in Narragansett. In 1736 a certain Peregrine Gardiner, of New Lon- 
don, €!ona., petitioned the Assembly for a ferry across "New London river/' between New London and 
Norwich, He may have been the same as the subject of this note, but it is, perhaps, more likely that he 
was the Peregrine, 4 (Stephen, 3; Benoni, 2; George, 1) (Note 31), who was bom Jan. 24, 1707, and married 
Susannah Robinson, March 30, 1731, as will be noted in the account of the family of Stephen, of the 
Third Generation. 

22 ''Robert Gardiner:' 

Robert Gardiner, 3, was a son (probably the youngest), of George, 1, and Lydia (Ballou) (Gardiner, of 
Newport. After the death of his father, about 1677, and the marriage of his mother to William Hawkins, 
of Providence, he accompanied her to her new home. He appears to have early sunk into a decline, dedar> 
ing himself (when, being not much more than a lad, he made his will, April 7, 1689) "wy sick and weake 
of body,*' although he lived about a year longer. It is evident that he became very much attached to his 
stepfather, William Hawkins, as, after bequests to his ti^x) brothers, he left consicterable property to Mr. 
Hawkins, calling him, in accordance vnth the usage of the period, his "fifather*in-law," and making him his 
sde executor. Robert died previously, but probably not much previously, to April 38, 1690, when his will 
was approved by the Town Council of Providence. It was long supposed that no copy of this will was in 
existence, as, although the letter of administration and the bond of the executor were on file In the clerk's 
office of the Municipal Court, the instrument itself was not recorded. On Jan. 5, 1894, it was, however, 
deposited with the Qerk of the Court by Walter Gardiner Webster, Esq., of Providence, later a clergy* 
man of the Episcopal Church, and a victim of a shipwreck at sea. A copy of this will appears at the end of 
this note. It was long believed that the subject of this note was identical with the well-known Robert Gaixli* 
ner, Esq., a Naval Officer and Collector of the Port of Newport at the beginning of the eighteenth century 
and one of the first promoters of Trinity Church In that town, on whose gravestone, in the diurchyard. It 
is inscribed that ''He died ye ist of May, 1731, the day of his birth, aged 60 years." While the birth date 
1671 agrees very well with that of Robert (Gardiner, 2, son of (George, i, the year of the Collector's death, 
1731, was more than forty years later than the death of the maker of the will above described. If the Robert 
Gardiner lying in Trinity Churchyard was in any way a member of the family of C^rg^ Ckurdiner, x, of 
Newport, he must have been an unrecorded son of Benoni, 2, the eldest son of the founder. There were, how- 
ever, other Gardlners In Newport. Caleb Gardiner, son of Thomas, son of Thomas, bom in Roxbury, Mass., 
Oct 23, X683, was admitted a freeman of Rhode Island Colony May 2, 1732, and died In Newport, Sept. 
29, 1761. 

Copy of Will of Robert Gardiner, of IVovidence, made April 7, 1689, and approved by the Town Council,

It appears exceedingly improbable that Jeremiah Gardiner was a son of George, x» no direct evidence 

of such a fact being known. He is not mentbned in the will of Robert,asare Joseph and Peregrine^ and as 

he almost certainly would have been, had he been an own brother, only three or four years younger* George 

(;trnf tpt^ mmtimm to h^vm lived only gight or nine years after th^ caiilest reeofd of hia r^pttttA i^gnnH mmmmj^^ 

and to have had a large family without Jeremiah. The latter may have been a son of Benoni and can easily 
be assigned a later birth than X676 or i677i in view of his marriage about 1 71 1. 

24 ** James Gardiner** 

There is recorded in Newport the birth, on Sept. 26, 1768. of Joseph Gardiner, a son of James and 

Dorcas (Mason) of North Carolina. The father of Joseph is probably the James of the text, bom Nor. il» 

1737. 

In the Parish Raster of St. Paul's Church, Narragansett, there is the following record: "December 
the X4th day 173^ vix: on Thursday Night between ii and 13 of the clock departed this Ufe Mr. William 
Gardiner of Boston Neck in the 6ist year of his age, and was intterred the Sunday following vix: the 17th 
in the church yard of St. Paul's Church In Narragansett." The probating of the will occurred Feb. u»

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26 ** Henry Gardiner.'' 

This is Henry Gardiner, St., born 1645, second son of George, t. Mr. Austin (Gen. Dkt. of R. L 
p. 81) says that on Feb. 16, 171 1, William Gardiner, Jr., son of Benoni and his wife Abigail, with consent 
of his wife's mother, Abigail Remington, sold to Henry Gardiner, Sr., all right in farm of his wife's father, 
oonsistlng of 250 acres. 

27 "Wicked Wilir 

It ^-as customary in those days to apply the epithet ''iiicked" to a free-thinker, irrespective of the cor- 
rectnessof his outward life. One of the reputable early inhabitants of Frenchtown, in the extreme South* 
em part of East Greenwich, who li\'ed In a house lighted by windows of leaded glass, was known, on ac- 
count of his scepticism, as '*Wicked Mavmey.'' William Gardiner, although a substantial man in the 
comjconity, a strong supporter of St. Paul's Church, and one of its wardens, doubtless earned hb title of 
"Wicbed Will" by his expression of uncommonly liberal religious opinions. 

27a "LoveEppes:* 

Mrs. Abigail Pickman Gardiner, the second wife of Dr. Sylvester Gardiner, was the widow of William 

Eppes, Esq., of Virginia, and a daughter of Col. Benjamin Pickman (or Dickman), of Salem, Mass. She 

died at Poole, England, in 1780. Her son, William, married Miss Randolph, of Bristol, England, whose son 

became an Assistant Commissary General of the British Army. A daughter. Love Eppes^ married Sir John 

Lester, of Poole. Another daughter, Abigail Eppes, married Richard Routh, Esq., also a Loyalist. (See 

Bicg. Notices ofLayclists, by George A. Ward, and Curwin's Journal and Letters, p. 535.) 

Catherine Goldthwaice, the third wife of Dr. Gardiner, was a daughter of Cbl. Thomas Goldthwaite. 

She subsequently married Mc Powell, of Boston, and died in that city, on Ash Wednesday, 1830. 

28 "Job Gardiner." 

On May 6, 1746, Job Gardmer, of North IGngstown, was admitted a freeman of the Colony of Rhode 
Island and Pro^ddence PlanUtioas. JL L Col. Ree. V, p. 164. 

29 "Of Kingstown:* 

Benjamin Sherman was a native and resident of Portsmouth, R. L In his will, made Dec 8, 17189 
he bequeathed ''to daughter Amey, wife of Stephen Gardiner, a cow.** Amey's brother, Jonathan, bom 
March 7, 1677, was an ancestor of James Schoolcraft Sherman, Vice-prestdeot (19x1) of the United States. 

30 "Gardiner's Lake:' 

The sheet of water lying near the point where five Connecticut towns, Colchester, Salem, Montville* 
Boirah and Lebanon, approach each other, se\'en or eight miles southeast of the dty of Nomrich, is still 
known as Cardiner^s Lake, in memory of Stephen (Gardiner, of Narragansett* It is somewhat singular that 
directly to the soiith of it, where the eastern end of Long Island nears the Connecticut shore, are situated 
Cofdine^s Bay and Gardiner's Island, named for Lion C}ardiner, the military engineer and English officer 
of the seventeenth century. But no relationship between him and the Narragansett Gardiners has been 
ascertained. The circumstances which induced Stephen Gardmer to sell his ancestral lands in Narragansett 
and reiaove to a strange region, when he must have been from fifty to sixty years of age, are said to have 
been the breaking up of his household by the death of his much-loved wife and his inability to rally from his 
grief, axsidst familiar scenes. It is possible that he was not bom so early as 1768, as inferred from the 
decipherment of the inscription on his tombstone, referred to in the text. This would make him three years 
older than his brother William (heretofore considered the eldest), and thirty-two years of age at the time of 
his marriage, an unusual age in those days of early marriages. "Ye 76 year of his age" may, perhaps, have 
been the \'ery similar "70th year," hardly distinguishable on an ancient stone. 

31 "Peregrine Gardiner:* 

This is probably the Peregrine Gardiner who, in 1736, was living in New London, Conn., and peti- 
tjoned the Assembly for a ferry across "New London river," between New London and Norwich. 

32 
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32 **Benoni Gardiner.'' 

It is almost certain that this Benoni could not have been a son of Benoni Gardtnerp 2. As already 
noted (Note 8), his mother would, in that case, have been fifty-one years of age at the time of his birth. No 
mention, too, of a son of Benoni, 3, named Benoni, is found in any deed, as in the case of William, Nathaniel, 
Stephen and Isaac. There can, therefore, be but little doubt that this Benoni belongs to the fourth generic 
tion, rather than the third. It is recorded in Newport, that on Nov. 6, 17x7 (the year when the Benoni of 
the text came of age), Benoni Gardner of Kingstown, yeoman, deeded land, in Newport, to his grandson^ 
Benoni Gardner, of Newport, mariner, who can hardly fail to have been the one in question. The fact that 
the latter was called, in later life. Captain Benoni Gardiner, in accordance with prevailing custom in the 
case of those who had followed the sea, seems to identify him with the mariner grandson of Benoni of Kings- 
town. Whether this Benoni, 4, was a son of either Nathaniel, 3, or Stephen, 3, by an unrecorded first mar- 
riage (both of them being of the then uncommon age of thirty or more at the date of their recorded marriages), 
or whether his father was an unremembered son of Benoni, 2, is not now decided, although it may be by 
farther research. The fact that Williams', 3, son John^ 4, was bom in July, in the same year with Benoni, 
4 (1696), excludes the latter from that family. Among the names (many of them of Newport men) affixed 
to a petition to the King, relative to bills of credit (Newport, Sept. 4, 1750), appears that of Benoni Gardner. 
Of the children attributed above to Benoni and Sarah Gardiner, the first, William, at the time of hb 
admission a freeman, May, 1758, is expressly called "son of BenonL" 

The record of the marriage of William Gardiner and Mary Bassett, at Newport, Dec 5, X759, also pUnly 
points to the same. There are records, too, of the marriages at Newport, of a Mary Gardiner to Samuel 
Fowler, Sept. 6, 1753, and of a Sarah Gardiner to William Ladd, Dec. 37, 1761, with the births of thdr four 
children. But that these two were children of Benoni of Newport, although reasonable, appears to lack 
evidence. 

33 ^* Henry Gardiner'' 

Henry Gardiner, 3, was, for more than fifty years, a prominent member of St. Paul's Parish, Narra- 
gansett. The Parish Register, Feb. 27, 1721-a, within a year of the arrival of Mr. MacSparran, records 
'^Henry Gardner, an adult person, was Baptized, as allso Hen. Gardner, Hannah Gardner and Desier 
Gardner, Children of the afores' Henry Gardner, were Baptiz^,'* and, in July, 1768, '*0n the i6th . . • 
died Mr. Henry Gardner, Son of Henry, in Newport, . . . and the said Mr. Gardner Was Buried in his 
Own Grounds without Ceremony . . . by Reason of the Malignancy of the Distemper and Fever, whereof 
He Died." , 

34 ''WilliamGardiner." . 

This William (Gardiner b not recorded with the other three duldren of Henry, 3, and Catharine Gardiner, 
in the tpwn of South Kingstown. If bom, as stated, about 1723, he should have been placed betweea , 
Edward and Mary. 

35 ''Ephraim Gardiner." 

C6L. Ephraim Gardiner was a man of uncommon mark and influence in the community. Dr. Mac- 
Sparran repeatedly refers to him, in his diary, with evident consideration, calling him "Esquire Ephraim** 
and, although bom in the same year as himself, "Unde Ephraim," on account of his being a half-brother 
of Mrs. MacSparran's mother. The Parish Register of St. Paul's, Sept. 13, 1723, records Mr. Gardiner's 
dinical baptism, by Mr. MacSparran. On April 8, 1774, occurs the following quaint entry: "CoL Ephraim 
Gardiner, A Member in full Communion With St. Paul's Church, was seized in his field With An Apoplexy; 
And on Sunday the xoth Died, and on Wednesday ihe X3th He Was Buried ... a Funeral Sermon was 
preached ... to a very large Serious and Attentive Congregation Cbnsuting, As Was Judged, of above 
300 People. After Divine Service was over The Funeral Obsequies [sie] was Carried in Procession to the 
Farm of Capt. Samuel Gardiners And Buried there After the Manner & According to the Method of the 
Church of England." Colonel Gardiner was repeatedly a warden of St. Paul's. He is believed to have 
lived near Mrs. Cole, some miles to the north of Dr. MacSparran's, the doctor and his wife being repre- 
sented. 
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seated, in his diary, as visiting the two families on the same occasions. He and his wife, Penelope, however, 
lie buried on a farm, a little to the soulh of the Glebe House. This is probably the farm of Capt. Samuel 
Gardiner, their son, on which the Parish Register, as above quoted, records Colonel Gardiner to have been 
interred* 

36 ^'Ephraim Gardiner:' 

It is not unlikely that Ephraim was bora earlier than 1722, perhaps about 1718, between Penelope 
and Samuel. It is expressly recorded that Ephraim Gardiner^ Jr., was made a freeman in X739« J^ /• 
Col. Rbc. IV, p. 555. 

37 ''John Gardiner:' 

The Vital Records of Fhod^ Idand (North Kingstown, p. 74) gives the birth of John Gardiner, son of 
William and Margaret, as occurring on Du. 5, X719-20. There is, however, reason to believe that the date 
should be Fob, 5, X7X9-2a The double year, 1719-20, has, too, no meaning in connectbn with December, 

as it does with February. Under date of Jan. 4, ^ it is recorded (North Kingstown, p. 23) that John 

Gardiner, son of William deceased, and Elizabeth Fones were married by William Spencer, Justice of the 
Peace. The year has been burned away, but there is a probability that it was about 1740, the next date 
preceding being 1738. The daughter, Lydia, is known to have been born before 1744. There is an entry 
(North Kingstown, p. 73) of the birth, to William and Margaret Gardiner, Dec 5, X719-20, of a son. Job. 
It has been judged that he and John must have been twin brothers. The two, however, are not recorded 
near each other, as woukl, in that case, be expected. Nor is the name of Job found in the NarratanseU 
Parish Register, where, under date of Sunday, March 7, 1730, it is noted that "There were baptized by Mr. 
MacSparran, at y* church of St. Paul, in Narraganset, 2 children of William Gardiner of South Kingstowne, 
y* son of Henry: viz. : John and Abigail" It is evident that the name of Abigail, 4 (daughter of William and 
Margaret), in the text should precede that of Henry, who was less than twdvie at the time of her marriage. 

38 ** Margaret Gardiner:* 

The marriage of Margaret Gardiner, 4, to Isaac Gardiner does not appear to be established. She could 
hardly have been born earlier than X728, and, if so, could not, of course, be the subject of the record, in 

North Kingstown, of the marriage of a Margaret Gardiner and Isaac , by Peter Boss, Justice of Peace, 

Dec 26, 1736. The latter record seems to correspond to one in Exeter, "Isaac Gardner married Marga- 
ret, dau. of John Gardiner of Exeter as per receipt." 

"John Gardiner of Exeter" was the fifth son of George, 2 (George, x), having been married in 17x7. His 
daughter, Margaret, born 1720, married, 1736, Isaac Gardiner, son of Isaac of Exeter. 

38a *' Hannah Briggs:' 

There is reason to believe that the Joseph Gardiner who married Hannah Briggs, a daughter of 
Daniel and Lydia (Austin's GMealofical Dictionary^ p. 25), was Joseph, 3 (George, 2; (George, x), rather than 
Joseph, 4, his son, as given in the text. In the original entry of the family of George Gardiner, 2, the 
author suted that Joseph, 3, his son, married Hannah Briggs. Joseph, 3, was "of Coventry" in X742. In 
1760 he was "of West Greenwich," his wife, Hannah, being still living. It is probable that the date of birth 
(x67x) assigned to him in the text, is mudi too early. It «-as the sons of Joseph Gardiner, 3, who went 
to Pownal, Vt., with their Niles cousins. 

39 ''Nathan Gardiner:* 

Dr. MacSparran notes in his Diary, under the date, Thursday, Sept. 5, 175X, "It rained but Harry and 
I went to NaihanGardiner^s who, with Paul Niles, went and searched Nathan's and hb Bro. Henry's swamp 
for timber for y* Cyder Skrews." Paul Niles (bom May 16, 1721) was a brother of Nathan Gardiner's 
wife, Katharine, and a nephew of the Rev. Samuel Niles who preached for some years at Kingstown, and • 
was settled for a half century, as Congregational pastor, at Braintree, hfass. 

40 "Henry Gardiner:* 

This Henry appeals to be the one whom Dr. MacSparran, in his Diary (pp. 52 and 158) called **Bhck 

Island 
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Island Henry Gardiner" to distinguish him from two other adult Henry Gardiners, living in South Kingstown 
at that period. He may have received this byname on account of his mother's being a native of New Shore- 
ham, where he may also himself have passed a part of his youth. 

The statement of the text that Abigail Eldred, the wife of Henry Gardiner, 4, was a daughter of John 
Eldred, known as Captain John, 2 (Samuel, i), is not certain, although he had a daughter Abigail, who was 
unmarried at the time of his death, in 1724. Mr. W. H. Eldridge, of Twin Falls, Idaho, states that the wife 
of Henry Gardiner was a daughter of Samiul, 3 (Lieutenant Thomas Eldred, 3 ; Samuel, i). It is noticeable, 
however, that among the ten children of Thomas, 2, given by Austin in the Gen. Diet, of JR. J., there is no 
Samuel. 

41 *' His first cotisin." 

The father of Caleb Gardiner, 4, Nicholas, 3, son of George, 2, and the mother of Isabel Sherman^ 
Dorcas Gardiner, 3, daughter of William, 2, vftrt first cousins, George, 2, and William, 2, being brothers. 
It is not, therefore, quite accurate to call Isabel tht firsi cousin of Caleb. 

42 '' Rachel NichoUr 

The East Greenwich records contain the marriage, June 28, J/io, of CapL Samuel Gardner, of East 
Greenwich and Rachel Nichols, widow of John, of Coventry. The Coventry records have the marriage of 
a John Nicholas of Coventry, son of Alexander and Rachel Day, daughter of John of Coventry, by Elder 
Peter Werden, Nov. 37, iy68. It must, therefore, be doubted, unless one of these dates is incorrect, if the 
Rachel Nichols, widow of John, whom Samuel Gardiner married in 1750, at the age of seventy-five, was the 
Rachel (Day) Nichols married to a John Nichols in 1768. 

43 ''AnneOdUnr 

This name should be Olin. In the records of East Greenwich, tinder date Feb. 34, 1757, it is stated 
that Jonathan 0/m, son of John, was married to Anne (Gardiner, daughter of Samuel, Jr., deceased, by (jtles 
Peirce, Justice. There were many OUns in North Kingstown and in all the towns of lOsnt County. The name 
Odlin was, however, found at Newport, at that period, there being six marriages of members of the family 
recorded there between 1721 and 1754. It is not unlikely that the two forma are variations of the same 
name. 

44 *^John Aylesworthy 

There is a record in North Kingstown of the marriage of John Aylesworth, of Warwick, and Ana 
Reynolds, daughter ot Samuel, of North Kingstown, April 19, — , the year being burned away, althoa^ 
judging from adjacent dates, it must have been about 1799. Tliis does not oonespond dosdy with the 
statement in the text. 

45 *' Robert Gardiner. ^^ 

There is a record in New Shoreham (Arnold's ViUd SuuisHcs, New Shorehara, p. ii), tinder date of 
June 14, X7f 6, of the marriage of Robert Gardiner, of Kings Towne, and Lydia Littlefield, of New Shore- 
bam, by Samuel Rathbone, Warden. This would be a late first marriage for a man bom in 1677, or even, as 
is probable, as late as 1680. It is therefore somewhat doubtful if this Robert b the one of the text. The 
Early Rscords of the Town of FroMsnce (vol. XVII, pp. 223, 340) show a Robert Gardiner as one of the 
''Westquanoid Purchasers" in 1707 and 1708. If he be one of the Narragansett family, he corresponds^ 
perhaps, more nearly to Robert, 3 (George, 2; George, x), than to any other. The "Westquanoid Purchase" 
embraced the lands south of the north branch of the Pawtuxet River. The proprietors petitioned to be 
erected into a township, but, although leave was granted to them provisionally, the plan was never carried 
out. Arnold's History of Rhode Island, II, p. 5. 

Westquanoid (Wesconnaug) is placed by Mr. Rider (The Lands of Rhode Island as they were known to Cath 
nounicus and Miantiunnomu, p. 376) in the southern part of the town of Foster, near the Coventry line. 
The tract b said to have extended also into Scituate. In the act of the Assembly (R. I. Col, Rec. III» 
p. 446), granting liberty in X702 to settle the above township, the title is "The purchase of Wesqna nage." 

46 
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46 ''John Gardiner y 

This John Gardiner is known as "of Exeter." The father of Mrs. Gardiner, although a native of New 
Shorehaxn, removed, while his children were young, to Exeter, then a part of Kingstown, and became 
known as "Joseph Rathbone of Exeter.*' The tiames of the children of John Gardiner, as given in the text, 
agree with those in his will. Some of the daUs, however, are very uncertain, being taken, apparently, from 
the partially destroyed records of North Kingstown. 

47 ''Elizabeth Gardiner:* 

In the will of George Gardber, 2, the sum of £15 was given to "granddaughter Elizabeth Gardiner, 
daughter of ■ deceased." It is almost certain that this Elizabeth was a daughter ol George Gardiner, 

3 (George^ 3; George, i). George Gardmer, 3, married, before 1705, Elizabeth (possibly Cottrell). They 
had a daughter, Elizabeth, said to have been bom May 17, 1708. She married, May 30, X727, John Bentley. 
On Oct. 26, 1730, when Mrs. Bentley must have reached the age of more than twenty-one years, she and 
her husband, John, deeded to Isaac Gardiner "one hundred acres being all that tract of land our honored 
grandfather gave said wife by deed dated [Oct. 19,] 1709, and signed by our grandfather George G . " 

About 17x3 George Gardiner, 3, died and, before 171^, his widow married a Cottrell (perhaps her cousin). 
She is, almost certainly, the Elizabeth Gardiner who was baptized into the Seventh Day Baptist Church, 
at Newport, in X705, and who, in X718, is called "Elizabeth Gardiner, alias Cottrell," being the wife of John 
Cottrell. In his will, proved in X721, John Cdttrell mentions his "daughter*in*law [L e. stepdaughter] 

Elizabeth " (name burned awi^y), meaning, doubtless, Elizabeth Gardiner, who became Mrs. Bentley. 

After the death of John Cottrell, his widow, about X733t married, third, William Tanner. 

48 "il daughter of George, his cousin." 

Hannah Gardiner, 4, was a daughter of George Gardiner, 3, son of Nicholas, 2. Caleb Westoott, 
therefore, married a daughter of his mother's first cousin, Mrs. Josiah Westcott being a daughter of George, 
2, a brother of Nicholas, 2. . — 

49 ^'Susannah Wilkinson:* 

Susannah V^kinson, who married Oliver Westcott, Dec. 30, 1744, was, undoubtedly, a daughter of 
Joseph and Martha Pray Wilkinson, of Sdtuate, R. I. She was bom about 1727 and was mentioned as a 
child in her father's will, proved May 2X, X740. The first Susannah must have died young. Six children of 
Oliver and Susannah, bom from X745 to 1761, are named in the Town Records of Sdtuate. 

50 "Tabitha Gardiner:* 

The statement in the eariier part of the text of this work that Tabitha (Gardiner) Niles died In 1760, 
appears to be an error. The West Greenwich Records show that her will, although made m 1759, was not 
probated until April 13, X77X, she not, probably, dying before the preceding month. The author has not 
given Mrs. Niles the usual detailed account, like that of her brothers and sisters, because the facts concern- 
ing her husband and children had not, presuxhably, come to her knowledge. Later investigation has, how- 
ever, resulted in the discovery of the following: Nathaniel Niles, 3, was a son of Joseph, 2, son of John, x. 
John Niles, x, is said to have come from Wales and to have had a wife, Jane. He appears to have lived in 
Braintree, Mass., being apparently the earliest representative of the family in America. Joseph Niles, 2, 
who was bom Aug. 15, 1640, and married Mary Mycall, Nov. 15, 1661, was the third child of John, x. 
He had a son, Benjamin, 3, recorded in Braintree and later found as a witness in a Bk>ck Island deed. 
Nathaniel, 3, is not recorded in Braintree, and was not probably bom until after the removal of his father 
to Bk>ck Island, where there exists but a very meagre trace of Joseph, 2, in the New Shoreham records. 
The well-known and highly respected Rev. Samuel Niles, 3, of Block Island, Kings Town and Braintree, 
the first Rhode Islander to enter Harvard College, was a son of Nathaniel, 2, a younger brother of Joseph, 2. 
In X7X3 Nathaniel Niles, 3, husband of Tabitha Gardiner, bought land in the part of East Greenwich 
later set off as West Greenwich, where both of them died. The will of Nathaniel Niles, 3, made Feb.. 9, 
^743-'4» An^ probated July x, X758, mentbns his wife, Tabitha, his sons, Nathaniel, Joseph and John, and 

his 
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hit daughter, Tabitha, who married Samuel Dyer. His son, Samuel, apparently the youngest, was given 

the homestead farm in West Greenwich. The will of Tabitha Niles, widow of Nathaniel, 3, made Dec. 27, 

1759, and probated April 13, 1771, mentions sons Joseph, John and Samuel, and daughter, Tabitha Dyer. 

Her son, Nathaniel Niles, Jr., although he lived until 1785, making his will March as, Z784, b not, apparently, 

mentioned in her will. 

Cbildrbn op Nathaniel, 3, and Tabitha, 3, Niles 

Nathaniel Niles, who married, first, Abigail DoUever, Oct. 39, f 724(?}; second, Freebve Sweet, Nov; 18, 

1739, third(?), Ruth . 

Note: The husband of Freelove appears to be called Naikan In East Greenwich records. 

Joseph Niles, who married Sarah C^, Nov. 9, 1739. 

John Niles, who married, first, Mary Briggs, Aug. 13, 1732, 8econd(?), Elizabeth Spencer, May 7, 1748. 

It b recorded inWest Greenwich that, Nov. 4, 1773, Capt. John Niles was married to "Mrs. Freelove, late of 

Exeter." 

Samuel Niles, who married Martha . 

Tal^tha Niles, who married Samuel Dyre, Feb. 24, X725-6. 

Some of the Niles family, especially the children of Capt. John Niles, together with some of their Gardiner 

cousins, settled In Pownal, Vt. 

51 "AUce Gardiner:' * 

The Narragans§U Parish lUgistsr contains the following entryr "Nov 8*^ 1749. ^» MacSparraa 
baptized a negro child vt^ he gave to Mistress Alice Gardiner, by the name of Jane." 

52 ''Freelove WaUoni?Y' 

The South Kingstown records contain the marriage of William Gardiner, Jr., and Freelove Jcslin, by 
Ephraim Gardiner, Justice, May 19, 1744. Six children are recorded of William and Freelove: Clarke, 
bom Aug. 3, X737, Thomas, bom March 7, X738-9» Stephen, bora June 7, 1740, and, after an interval of 
nearly five years, Mary, bom Feb. 13, I744*5t Desire, bora Nov. 26, X749, Gideon, bora Nov. 15, 1751. 
This list seems to favor the theory that William Gardiner, 4 (William, 3; William, 2; George, i), had two 
wives named Freelove, viz.: Freelove Joslin, to whom he was married in 1744, as above in this note, and 
Freelove Watson^ to whom he was married in 1736, as sUted, with a question mark, by the author, in the 
text. No record of the Watson marriage is, however, known, by the Editor, to e»st, neither has the rdatioa 
of Freelove to the Watson family been ascertained. A solution of the matter may, perhaps, be found in the 
conjecture that the date of 1744 for the Joalin marriage is later than it should be^ Z734 being correct, and 
that there was only one wife, Freelove Joslin. 

53 "JohnGardinerr 

John Gardiner, 4, was the eUsff son of William, 3, and Mary and should have been placed at thebegb-^ 
ning. He was bora about 1708 and seems to have married Marcy, or Mary, Smith (daughter of ■ ■ 
WiUdnson?), rather than Elizabeth Fones, who was the wife of another John Gardiner, 4 (William, 3; 
Henry, 2; George, i), bora Feb. 5, 1719-20. (See Note 37.) 

54 '* Desire Gardiner:* 

The reference should be to the MacSparmn Diary, p. 42, and not to SL PauTs Registsr, where there is 
no record of Desire Gardiner's funeral, it having been conducted entirely by a Quaker Preacher. Her father 
is called, in the Diary entry, greal William Gardiner. It is likely that he was net identical with the man called 
"hng William Gardiner," referred to in the NarraganseU Parish Register, Oct. 18, 1726, as "Will" Gardiner 
Commonly called Long William,*' and in the MacSparran Diary (p. 20), where, Oct. 8, 1744, the Doctor 
remarks, *'Long Will's wife dined with us." In case this distinction is well founded, the references, in the 
text, under ^'36. William Gardiner, 3 (William, 2; George, i)," to the baptism and death of Mary Gardiner, 
Oct X8 and 19^ 1726 ( NarraganseU Regisler), and to the gift of a Bible to "Long Will's wife,*' for her daughter, 
Oct 8, X744 {Diary, p. 20), do not relate to Mrs. Gardiner, wife of VTilliam, 3 (William, 2; George, i). 
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known as "gr^t WilliaRu" He was, probably, like his father, a "friend/* and it was naturally to beexpected 
that he would ask his brother-in-law, Joseph Hull, the Quaker preacher, to conduct his daughter's funeral. 
It is not improbable that "long William" was, on the other hand, a member of St. Paul's parish, his first 
wife having been baptized by Dr. MacSparran and his second wife having been evidently an intimate 
friend of the Doctor and his wife. 

55 "Susannah Greene.** 

Susanna Greene, 3 Jamesp a; John, i), was bom May 24, 1688, and died Sept. 25, 1748. Joseph and 
Susanna had four children, Joseph, Susanna, Mary and Experience. 

56 "Dorcas Gardiner.** 

Dr. MacSparran speaks of Mrs. Sherman, In his Diaryt calling her "Widow Shearman,** Aug. 37, I75r» 
and saying that she had sent him "some rare ripe Peaches." Abiel Sherman died before 1 746, he being called 
in the entry of his daughter Hannah's marriage, Dec 9, 1743, ''the late Abiel Sherman." 

57 "Robert Brown, Esq.** 

The first wife of Robert Brown was Sarah Franklin, said, rather doubtfully, to have been a nieoe or a 
grandnleoe of Benjamin Franklin. Dr. MacSparran notes in his Diary, Aug. 29, 1745, "Robf Browne to be 
married (y^ say) this Day to Franklin*s Daughter." Robert and Sarah (Franklin) Brown had four children, 
George, William, John and Franklin. George became Lieutenant Governor of Rhode Island. 

57a "Edmund Pendleton.** 

The Westerly, records give five children of Edmund and Susannah Pendleton: i, Edmund, bom 
Jan. 8, 1738, O. S. (1739 N. S.); 2, Wlliam, bom Feb. 3, 1740; 3, Daniel, born Feb. 20, 1744; 4, David, 
bom Feb. 20, 1747; S» Solomon, bora Feb. 15, 1751. 

58 "Thomas Avery.** 

In the account of the family of William Gardiner, 2, above G^o. 5), the name of the husband of his 
daughter Tabitha b given as Joseph, instead of Tkcmas. As two of her sons bore the name of Joseph, that is 
more likely to be correct. The Avery family did not belong in Rhode Island. 

59 "She married Joseph Hammond.** 

Joseph Hammond, the elder, bought, in 1738, a farm in PMtaquamscutt Purchase, which has con* 
tinned to be owned by his descendants nearly, if not quite, to the present time (19x2). His house, which 
is stni standing, is so situated, on the Post Road^tht old Pequot Path— as to be passed by all travelers 
gomg directly from Providence to Wakefield and Narragansett Pier. The eaUte is yet known as the "Hf m* 
mond Farm*' and the lofty ridge upon which it lies is designated "Hammond Hill," it bdng the northern 
portkm of the range, farther south called, first, "MacSparran Hill," and then "To^'er Hill.'* Upon "Ham- 
mond Hill" is still pointed out a part of the Hammond land, which is said to have been originally reserved 
as a site for Dean Bef!Geley*s college for the Indians, not, however, destined ever to be built. Dr. MacSpar* 
ran rdfers, in his Diary, to ''young Jo Hammond," who, as stated above, was bora in 1717, and was then, 
Sept. 14, X743, already married. 

"Hammond's Mitl*' at the foot of the hOl, upon the east, the birthplace of Gilbert Stoart, was long the 
prop e rty of Benjamin Hammond, a member of the family, and a justice of the peace in North Kingstown* 

60 "EzekielGardiner.** 

After the death of Nicholas Gardiner, 2 (George, i), in 1712, his son Nicholas, 3, having been appointed 
administrator upon his estate, deeded, in accordance with his father's supposed intentions, to his brother 
Esekiel, 3, "a farm on the great plain." r/teCreoiPi^tfi was the name early given to the extensive flat re* 
gbn lying to the west and south of the present village of Allenton, in North Kingstown, terminating in the 
vidnity of the first site of St. P&ul's Church. On one occasion Dr. MacSparran describes, in his Diary 
(pp» 66^ 67), a horseback journey homewards from Daniel Greeners Bridge^ on the South Branch of 

tba 
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the Pawtuxet, via Frenchiown^ remarking 'Trotn thence we crossed y* Country and by rides throu y* 
Easternmost Skiri of ^CreaiPlain^ . . . Entered y« Road by y«ChV At the same time Nicholas, 3» coa« 
veyed land to his brother George, 3, the expression being employed concerning Geoige, 3, and Ezekiel, 3, 
*'they both possessing, vthen they should arrive at age." If this means, as it seems, that the two were not 
of age at the time of their father's death, it brings forward their births to la^er datea than have been 
generally assigned, not earlier, respectively, than 1692 and 1694. 

As there is, apparently, no record of the reception of Ezekiel, 3, as a freeman, or of his marriage, entrance 
upon the possession of his Great Plain farm, and subsequent career, it is probable that he died before comiajr 
of age or soon afterwards. The conjecture that he might have been the one whom Dn MacSparran, in 1745^ 
called "Justice Gardiner" has had to be abandoned. 

60a *'Josiah Sheffield:' 

The New Shoreham records give the names of four children of Josiah and Sarah (Gardiner) Sheffield: 
z. George, bom Jan. 6, 1762, died Nov. 23, 1766. 2. Susanna, born Dec. 7, 1765. 3. Edmund (twin), bom 
Dec. 7, X765. 4* Sarah, bora Dec. 20, 1767. 

61 "Jna/IldjC?)" 

It would seem that the husbands and wives of the descendants of Mr* Watson are embraced in the 
summary, while only those of his blood are enumerated in the preceding details. Only in some such way 
can the surplus of fifty be accounted for. Perhaps there were 95 great-grandchildren instead of 45. 

62 ''DoM Greener \ 

In The Greenes oj Rhode Island (p. 230), under the head of David Greene, 4 (David, 3; James^ 2; 
John, x), after a mention of two wives, it is noted "thb will, dated September 9, 1754, • . • mentions 
'wife Hannah,' which would indicate a third marriage." David Greene's second wife died in 1744 ^nd Han- 
xiah (VVatson) Clark's husband died in X746. David and Hannah were married, probably, in X747, when he 
was forty-five years of age and she forty-three. 

63 ''John.Jrr j 

Among the many John Smiths living in Rhode Island, in early times, the grandfather of ^^John Smith, 
Jr., 3" (father of Bathsheba), was "John Smith, x, of Prudence Island," who was there, or at Conantcut 
Island, in 1664. Thb son John, 2, married Phillis Gereardy and removed to Kingstown, where, in oonjunc- 
tion with Jeremiah Smith, he bid out and gave "to the King and country" a highway, four rods wide, from 
the old South Ferry to Pettaquamscutt River. 

64 ''Samuel WaUonr 

The two drives of Samuel Watson, son of Dorcas (Gardiner) Watson, given in the text, Mercy Helme 
and Hannah (Carr) Slocum, difiFer entirely from those assigned to him in Austin's (^. Diet, of R. I. (p. 2x7), 
Abigail Northup and Hannah Hazard. Out of the eleven names of the above Samuel's children also, in the 
text, vix., Samuel, Benjamin, Nicholas, Stephen, Anne, Dorcas, Mary, Freelove, Caleb, Margaret and 
Frances, only Jlvs are found among the ten children of the same Samuel given in the Dictionary, SLnd 'those 
axe quite different in their order. In view of this radical discrepancy, it seems not unlikely that the author 
has, inadvertently, assigned the family of Samuel Watson, Jr., to his father. This inadvertence m^ht 
more readily have occurred from the fact that, while the father was Samuel, 3, in the Gardiner line, the son 
was Samuel, 3, in the Watson line. The Kingstown Records, however, do not, unfortunately, furnish data 
to verify or disprove the solution of the difficulty above suggested. There b a record of the marriage of a 
Samuel Watson to a Hannah, but her family name and the year are both missing, having, probably, been 
burned; so that the entry b of little value. 

There are also records of the birth of two sons of Samud Watson, Jr., in X737, and X739, their names having 
been destroyed. This Samuel, Jr., was undoubtedly a son of Samuel, son of Dorcas (Gardiner) Watson. 
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65 ''Hannah Hazardr 

This Hannah Hazard, here given as the wife of Samuel Watson, 4, appears, in Austin's Gen. Diet, 
of R. L (p. 2x7), as the second wife of his father, Samuel Watson, 3 (Dorcas Gardiner, 2; George, x), of 
whom she seems to have been at least twenty-eight years the junior. There is, as stated in the preceding 
note, a record in North Kingstown of the birth of t^vo sons (names burned away) of Samuel Watson, Jr., 
In 1737 and 1739. 

Samuel Watson, Jr., being, undoubtedly, the Samuel Watson, 4, of the text, the question as to which 
of the two Samuels was the husband of Hannah Hazard, a daughter of Jeremiah, appears insusceptible of 
solution, with the data at hand. It has been understood, however, that the author of this work, in adopting 
the view in the tert, had the support of some document not now available. 

65a **Sarah WestgateJ* 

The South Kingstown records give two children of Benjamin, 4, and Sarah Watson, Robert, bora 

March 27, 1750^ and Avis, born July 10, Z752. 

66 ''WUliam Walsonr 

Austin's Gen. Diet, gives, as a wife of William Watson, 3, Mercy Helme, daughter of Rowse and Mary 
Helme, whom the author, in the text, has already, on the strength, perhaps, of a document referred to in 
Note 65, assigned to his brother, Samuel Watson, 3. The wife of William, 3, appears, in that case, as yet, 
to be unascertained. 

67 ''Daniel Braum.^* 

Mr. Austin, in his Gen. Did. of R. L (p. 260), under the head of Jeremiah Brown, 2 (Chad, z), re- 
marks, "Possibly Samuel, Daniel and William Brown, of Kings Town, were his sons, but there is no direct 
evidence to shew it,*' 

At a later date, the author of this work declared, "Daniel and Samuel Brown call themselves sons of 
Jeremiah. They also call William brother^ in certain documents." Nor is there anything improbable in 
this assumption. Mr. Ray Greene Huling, in a letter of 1889, writes, "While at Wickford . . . I happened 
upon the record of a deed, which shows that a Daniel Brown sells land to his brothsr Samuel, which land 
had been given to Daniel by his father, Jeremiah." The land was bounded south by John Watson {father- 
in-law of Daniel Brown], and west by Henry Gardiner [uncle of Mrs. Daniel Brown]. Jeremiah Brown's, 2, 
only recorded child, probably by his first wife, Mary, was James, the date of his birth being unknown. But 
about 1680 he was married, a second time, to Mary Cook, widow of Thomas, and had by her, presumably, 
Samuel, Daniel and William. 

68 "John Peckham:' 

The Gen. Did. of R. J. gives the maiden name of the second wife of Peter Wells, 2, as Susanna Saunders 
(daughter of Tobias), rather than Susanna Feckham (daughter of John). 

69 "MaryBarkerr 

Arnold's Vital Record of R. I. (vol. V, South Kingstown, pp. 7 and 35) gives the name of the wife 
of James Wells, to whom he was married in 173 1, by Robert Hannah, Justice, as Mary Bar&er, rather than 
Mary Barker. But this may be an error of transcription. Among the five children of James and Mary Wells, 
bom from 1732 to 1753 (S. K. p. 59), is one xuLmtd Barker. The interval of thirteen yean between him and 
the next preceding diild may suggest that Mary Barker was a second wife. There appears, however, to be 
no record of a Mary Barker, daughter of Peter and Susannah. 

The names of the diildren of James (of Westerly) and Mary Wells are: i, James, bora Nov. i, 1732. 2 
Barbara, bora Aug. 1, 1734. 3- Peter, bora Aug. 29, 1737. 4. Barker, bora May x6, 1750. 5. Joshua, bora 
Aug. 24. 1753- 

70 ''Robert Gardiner:' 

For some reason the author partially effaced the record of Robert Gardiner, 3. The reoords seem, 

however. 
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however, to establish the facts that he was married to a certain Ann, having been born Aug. x6, 1699, that 
he was admitted a freeman in 1722, and that he had a daughter, Freclove, bom Oct. 24, 1727. The account 
is, therefore, retained, under reserve. The William Easton to whom Freelove Gardiner was married, by Rev. 
Nicholas Eyres» has not been identified. 

71 '/Married William Eastonr 

It Is not improbable that the Freelove Gardiner who became the wife of WilUam £aston» belonged 
to a later generation than Freelove, 4 (Robert, 3; Joseph, 2; George, i). The date of the marriage 
in the Newport records is obliterated, but it seems to have been later than that of the maniage of Rebecca 
Easton, in 1776. 

72 ** Alice Braum^ of Newport.'* 

There is a record, in West Greenwich, of the marriage of George Gardiner, of East Greenwich, end 
Alice Brown, of Newport, Nov. 14, 1737, and another of the birth of three children of George and Alice 
Gardiner, from 1739 to 1743. But there appears little or no evidence identifying this George with George, 3 
Goseph, 2; George, x). A first marriage at the age of thirty-two, as seems to be implied in the text, was 
exceptionally late at that period. 

73 ''William Gardiner:' 

The record, in Newport, of the marriage of William Gardiner and Mary Carr, by Rev. Nicholas Eyres, 
July 27, has had the year obliterated, but its position among the other records seems to show that it must 
have occurred later than 1766 or even 1789. In that case it could not record the marriage of William Gardi- 
ner, 3 (Joseph, 2; Oorge, i). Some anonymous annotator has suggested that the William Gardiner of the 
text may be William, 4 (William, 3; William, 2; George, i). 

Mr. Mason, in the Annals of Trinity Church, Newport, p. 17, mentions a Mary Carr, who was bapdzed, as 
a "grown person,'^ by Mr. Honeyman, before he went to Ens^and (1708), and who married William Gardiner 
and was the mother of Caleb (Gardiner. It is probable that this Mary Carr was a daughter of Caleb Carr, of 
Jamestown, and was bom about 1687. As neither Mr. Austin nor Mr. Arnold assigns any son William to 
Joseph Gardiner, 2 ((}eoige, i) (see Note 18*), it is probable that William Gardiner (No. 64) in the text 
is misplaced, but possibly with the.record of his family otherwise correct. 

74 ''Elizabeth Gardiner." 

It will be remembered that Jeremiah Gardiner, the father of Elizabeth, was, almost certainly, not a 
son of George, x, but a grandson (see Note 23). In that case, Elizabeth, who married John Cottreli, as well 
as, of course, her brothers and sisters, should be regarded as of the/ofiftft generation. 

75 "James Gardiner." "^ * 
There is reason to believe that this James Gardiner is the one recorded in Newport as having married^ 
about X767, Dorcas Mason, of North Carolina, and having three sons: Joseph, bom Sept. 26, 1768, Peleg, 
bom Sept 2X, X77X> ft^d James, bora July 4, X779. 

76 "Penelope Gardiner" 

William Hisoox, Jr., was a son of William and Susannah, of Westeriy, and was bom July 13, 173X. 
WUiam and Penelope had three children (and, perhaps, more): Waitey, bom Oct. 25, 1762; William, bom 
May X2, X764; Gardiner, bom June 2, 1770. 

77 " He Vfas Assistant." 

There were several John Gardiners living in Narragansett and Newport during the first half of the 
eighteenth century and it is not always easy to distinguish those so designated in the R. L Col. Ru. of the 
period. It is, however, almost certain that the John Gardiner, who acted as assbtant to Governor Wil- 
liam Wanton and, later, to his brother, Govemor John W^anton, was not "John of Boston Neck,** son of 
WUiam, 3 (Benoni, 2; (}eorge, x), but John, a son of Joseph, 2 (<^rge, x), who,' later, became Deputy 
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Governor of the Colony and was within a year of the age of "John of Boston Neck," a son of his first cousin. 
The Deputy Governor appears to have been called Colond John Gardiner and was probably the one ap- 
pointed» in 1744, Commissary of the Colony. 

John Gardiner "of Boston Neck" had a son John, also known as "Colonel/' but does not seem to have 
himself borne that title. 

78 ''Mary HiUr 

Mary Hill was bom Feb. 27, 1 701-3 and was, it is almost certain, a daughter of John Hill, of that part 
of Westerly which, in 1738, became the town of Charlestown. Captain Hill's daughter, Hannah^ was mar- 
ried April 22, 1730, to Christopher Champlin, son of Captain Christopher. 

79 ''Mary Taylor:' 

Mary Taylor was a niece, namesake and practically adopted child of the wife of Squire Francis WiUett, 
a near neighbor of John Gardiner. 

80 "Died before her father:' 

It h recorded, in the Narraganseit Parish RtgisUft that Hannah Gardiner, daughter of John, died at 
Westerly, Dec. 31, 1727, more than forty years before her father. It appears that at the time of the child's 
death, the family was living, at least temporarily, upon Mr. Gardiner's Westerly estate, where the funeral, 
attended by Mr. MacSparran, occurred. 

81 "Nicholas Gardiner:' 

There were tvo Nicholas Gardiners living in Narragansett at the period under consideration, oC an 
age likdy to be that of the grandfather of Martha Gardiner, who became the wife of Thomas Gardiner. 
One of these was bom about 1675, being a son of George, 2, son of George, x. The other was bom near 
x680b being a son of Nicholas, 9, son of George, x. Henry Gardiner, the father of Martha, was a son of 
the former, Nicholas^ 3 (George, 2; George, i), and, according to his tombstone, was bom in X704. 

82 "She died May 21, 1820:' 

Mr. Wilkins Updike, the youngest son of Mrs. Lodowick (Gardiner) Updike, in a letter written June 
20, 1862, declares, "My mother died in 1827, aged 86." The inscription on her gravestone, in the Updike 
burial ground, states that she "departed this life on the 21st of May, A. D. 1826^ in the 86th year of her age." 
The latter date is, no doubt, correct. 

83 "Lydia Gardiner:' 

It is likely that Lydia was bom about 1755, rather than 1744, the year of the birth of her older sister, 
Mary. She is said to have died, very old, in 1842. Her first husband, Robert Champlin, was a brother of 
Christopher and George, and was a ship master, dying at middle age. 

84 "Sarah Gardiner:' 

Sarah Gardiner, like her sister Mary, is said to have died of consumption, under twenty years. Her 

will, alluded to in the text, is asserted to be dated June J2, 1772^ but this must be an error, inasmuch as it 

is certain that she died in X771. The following quaint entries concerning these two sisters, appear in the 

NarraganseU Parish Rtgister: 

"On Which Day [Oct. x8, 1762] Was Decently Interred In the Church Yard Miss Molly Gardner The 

Daughter of John Gardner Esq Boston Neck Who Died Of a Cdnsumption at the Age of 17 or x8. Her 

Corps being Carried into Church." 

•'On Saturday Evening June 15^ [X771I Mr. F[ayerweatherl . . . Was Call'd Upon To Visit A Young 

Dying Person Miss Sarah Gardner Ehiughter Of the Late John Gardner Esq of Boston Neck. . . . Who 

y/try toon After Breathed forth her Last." 

*'0n Tuesday the x8^ of June Mr. F Preach'd her Funeral Sermon in St. Paul's Church, And Afterwards 

Perfofxned the Burial Service At the Grave before Many Spectators." 
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8s "William Gardiner:' 

According to one authority, besides his two daughters, William Gardiner, 4 (William, 3), had two sons. 
WUliam Gardiner, 3, in his will made in Z732, speaks oC "grandson James Gardiner" and "grandson William 
Gardiner," who might well be sons of his son William, 4, and, in any case, are not otherwise accounted for. 
The second of these appears to be the "Billy Gardiner" twice referred to in the Diary of Dr. MacSparran, 
in the company of members of the Stewart family, in which he was probably living after the death of his 
father, said to have occurred at sea about 1727. Mrs. Gardiner married, second, James Martin, of Newport, 
in 1732, and died May 14, 1735, aged 33 years. 

86 'Thirteen children:' 

Governor Robinson had eight children by his second wife, which, added to the first five, make the 
thirteen of the text. 

87 '* Hannah Gardiner {MacSparran):' 

Hannah Gardiner was bom Dec. 7, Z704, and was married, May 21, 1732, by the Rev. James Honey- 
man^ of Newport, to the Rev. James MacSparran, being at the time, accordingly, only seventeen years of 
age. Her portrait, painted by Smihert, in which she is represented as very beautiful. Is preserved in the 
Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. She died in London, of smallpox, June 34, x 756, and was buried in Broadway 
Chapel burying-ground, in W^estminster. James MacSparran was bom Sept. xo, 1693, in — as it b believed, 
although without positive evidence — Dongiven, county of Deny, Ireland. Having been ordained to the 
diaconate of the Church of Enghind by the Bishop of London, and to the priesthood by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, be reached Narragansett, to which he had been appointed a missionary, April 38, 1731. Here 
he continued in faithful and fruitful service until his death, Dec. x, X757. In 1737 he was created a Doctor 
of Sacred Theology by the University of Oxford. Dr. and Mrs. MacSparran had no children. 

88 ''Josiah Arnold:' 

Capt. Jostah Arnold, a son of Josiah, of Jamestown, and a grandson of Governor Benedict Arnold, 
was bom Aug. 35, X707. He inherited from his father the southern half of "Beaver Head Farm,** on the 
island of Conanicut. 

It was at the house of Captain Arnold that Dr. MacSparran held a service, in X74X, in accordance with a 
formal request of "Sundry Gentlemen of Jamestown.'* 

89 ''Josiah Arnold:' 

Josiah,*8on of Captain Josiah and Lydia (Gardiner) Arnold, was bom in X726. It is recorded in the ' 
Narragansell Paruh RepsUr^ that on "July x, X726, about xx of y* Gock at night Clinical Baptism was 
administered by Mr. MacSparran at y* House of William Gardiner of Boston Neck to Jouah Arnold y* 
child of Josiah Arnold, said Child being sick and in danger of Death,** and on "Sunday JanV 7^^ X726-7 
... a duld named Jostah Arnold baptized in sickne/s was received Into Congregation with Suretys.** 
Josiah appears to have been the only one of the three children who was not removed in infancy, he being 
mentioned in the will of his grandfather, William Gardiner, made in X733. It is not improbable, also^ 
although by no means certain, that he was the Josiah Arnold included among the vestrymen and proprie- 
tors of pews in the records of Trinity Church, Newport, in X784. . ^. 

90 *'il large purchase of land:' 

As long ago as X640 the land including the present city of Gardiner and extending for fifteen miles 
on either side of the Kennebec was granted by Gov. William Bradford to *'the freemen of the Colony of New 
Plymouth.** The tract having failed to be settled, after the passage of a century, the "Plymouth Company'* 
of nine proprietors was formed for the active improvement of the "Kennebec Purchase.** 

91 **The eightieth year of his age:' 

The date of the birth of Sylvester Gardiner was, without question, June ^P, 1708, although several 
other dates have been assigned. The statement of the Newport Mercury, given in the text, that he was, 
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at the time of his death, Aug. 8, 1786, in his eightieth year, is such an approximation as was common in those 
days, inasmuch as he then lacked only a few months of being seventy-nine. The date of Dr. Gardiner's 
birth, June 29, ryo/, sometimes given, although harmonizing with the representation of the Mercury, is 
disproved by the fact that Lydia, the sister next older than Sylvester, was born Jan. 27. 1706-7. The 
year 171 7, given in the first edition of Updike's History of the NarraganseU Church, is evidently a mistake 
in printing. In a letter written some years later than the publication of that worli, Mr, Updike declares 
"Sylvester ivas born June 29, 1708." 

Arnold's Vital Record of R. /., North Kingstown, p. 73. also records that Sylvester Gardiner, son of W^illiam 
and Abigail, was bom June 29, 1708. 

In the entry in the NarraganseU Parish Register of Dr. GArdlntr'shaLptlsm "as a youth," May 10, 1722, 
Mr. MacSpanan spelled his name Silvester. The equally authorized orthography, Sylvester, is, however, 
adopted In this work as the one apparently most frequently used, in later life, by its holder himself. One 
exUnt letter, at least, is signed "Syl. Gardiner." 

92 ''LoveEppesy 

The second wife of Dr. Sylvester Gardiner was the widow of William Eppes, Esq., of Virginia, and a 
daughter of Col. Benjamin Dickman, of Salem, Mass. Her mother's Christian name was Loce, as was also 
that of one of her daughters, by her first husband, Mr. Eppes, Lady John Lester of Poole, England; but her 
own Christian name was Abigail. She had, also, a daughter Abigail Eppes, who married Richard Routh, 
Esq. Mrs. Abigail Gardiner died Nov. 3, 1780, as is shown by the following touching letter, giving the cir- 
cumstances of her death: 

*'|Silvetter Gardiner to Mrs. Love Dickman.] 
a copy of a letter to Mrs. Lo\'e Dickman my mother in Law 

Poole Novbr 6, 1780 
my Dear and ever honored madam 

It is with the Deepest grief and Concern I find myself called on to acquaint you of one of the most melan- 
choly events that has ever befallen me; it is in the death of my dear Mrs. Gardiner who died the third Instant 
at four oclock in the morning, this Stroke is almost too heavy for me to bear, under my other misfortunes 
which by her chearf ul temper and usual vivacity in a great measure both Supported herself and me. In her 
I lost the best of wives, as well as a dear tender companion, and you a most amiable daughter — I am now 
left ak>ne to mourn and bewail this my great loss, never to be made up. She was formerly in the circle 
where m'e Uvtd when the candle of the Lord Shone around us, in Some measure. Eyes to the blind* feet to 
the Lame, and often made the widow's heart Sing for Joy. Alas! She whom my Soul loved and in whom 
[were] all my Joys, and happiness were centered in this world is now no more. She is gone a little before ut 
to receive the rewards of a well spent life: No woman ever had a better heart than She had — ^Her distemper 
was of a very deep-rooted, obstinate, nervous kind, laid in a very violent head ache about twelve months 
ago at Bristol owing I think to the bad thick air of that Place— it began to show itself in April last by a 
weakness in her left ankle after long u-alk, uithout the least pain, its advances were so gradual, as not to 
give us the least alarm for some months, as She appeared both to her Self and friends as in high Sute of 
health as She ever enjoyed. In about two or three months. She began to perceive the weakness to extend 
not only to the ancle, but up that leg and whole limb to her hip, that it mas with difficulty She could walk a 
few Rods, which so alarm'd me (after doing every thing in my Power) that I carried her to London, to see 
if I could get any assistance among the most learned of our Physicians, on our return to Poole — ^not finding 
the relief I expected from their Prescriptions, I carried her to Bath to see whether the waters of that place 
with the Joynt advice of the Physicians there could give her any relief, but instead of that, I found plainly 
She grew worse faster than She ever had done before — ^She began now to lose her health which I imputed 
to the bad air of the Place after a Stay of dvt weeks we returned to Poole, her disorder increased now faster 
than ever. She lost her reason in a great measure [and] the use of that whole Side, that God was pleased to 
take her to himself and leave us to mourn the loss of the best of women as a wife, Parent or mistress, in 
Short, She was always agreeable, pleasing and beloved where ever she went — thus my dear madam, I have 
given you a drcumstantial account of my dear wife's disorder— let the remembrances of her good life, 
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abate your grief. About three months before She died. She received a very unkind letter from her brother 
William who among other cruel things he told her let the difference between Great Britain be made up» 
When and how it would it was determined She Should never be Suffered to return to her native land, or to 
lie in the Tomb with the rest of her Family. Poor man I forgive his malice as I hope God will, but I advise 
him to take care, that he does not Suffer what he so freely denounced against the best of women who alway* 
did htm honour when it was known, it is very rare among the most Savage people in the most dark ages 
of the world that they ever carried their malice beyond the Grave as this unchristian man haa done may God 
almighty bless and enable you to bear up and Support your Self under this great affliction will be the P!cay(erl 
of dear madam your most affectionate 

Dutiful Son and Servant 

Silv. Gardiner." 

One authority gives Mrs. Sylvester Gardiner's maiden name as Pickman rather than Dickman. She had 
a son William Eppes, who married Miss Randolph, of Bristol, England, and had a son, an Assistant Com- 
missary General in the British Army. 

92a ** He sevetUy-eight** 

Dr. Gardiner was 76 years old at the time of his third marriage. 

Catharine Goldthwaite's father was known as Colond Thomas Goldthwaite. After the death of Dr. Gardi* 

ner, his widow married Mr. Powell, of Boston, dying in that city on Ash- Wednesday, 1830. 

93 "John Slyvester Gardiner.** 

The eldest child of Dr. Gardiner was named John, without the SyhesUr of the text, if we may trust the 
authority of Mr. Wilkins Updike {History of the NarraganuU Church, I, p. 138), and that of the Genealogy 
of the Gardiner family, attached to the History of Christ Church, Gardiner. 

Margaret Harries, wife of John Gardiner, belonged in Haverfordwest, Wales. She died in the West 
Indies, her husband writing a poem upon the afHicttve event. She wasa daughter of George Harries, whose 
sudden death prevented her being mentioned in his will. John Gardiner was lost on the packet London, in 
1773. There is a portrait of him, by Copley, which was formerly in the possession of hit sister, Mrs. 
Oliver Whipple. He possessed a Latin Bible, once the property of King Charles 1. and presented it to 
Harvard College. 

94 "Mary Hawland.** 

It is recorded, in South Kingstown, that Benjamin Gardiner and Mary Howland were married by 
Christopher Allen, Justice, March 32, 1726-7. As the name of Howland was not found in Kingstown, in 
those days, it is probable that Mary belonged upon the island of Rhode Island, where it prevailed. There 
was a Mary Howland, a daughter of Isaac and Alice, bom in Portsmouth, May 31, X704, who might wdl 
have been the one who became Mrs. Benjamin Gardiner. In any case, there b no record of any other mar- 
riage of this Mary Howland in either Portsmouth, Middletown or Newport. 

There is some interest b noting that, about three quarters of a century later, March 5, 1801, there b a 
record, in Middletown, of the marriage, in Jamestown, of a Mary Howland, daughter of John, to another 
Benjamin Gardiner, son of John, of South Kingstown, the two Benjamins having been second cousins. 

95 "Married March 23, 1726-7.** 

John and Mary (Gardiner) Kenyon appear to have passed thdr married life in Charlestown, where the 
births of their seven children are recorded. 

96 " Nathaniel Gardiner.*' 

Nathaniel Gardiner, Jr., b represented, on the records of North Kingstown, as marrying, on 23, 

1^3^ Pierce, Elder Benjamin Harrington officiating. The records of South Kingstown, where the 

pair seem to have lived, show that, on May 18, 1735, a son, Nathaniel, was bom to Nathaniel and Sarah 
Gardiner, thus establbhing the maiden name of tJie wife as Sarah Pierce. Two other children, Paris and 
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James, are recorded as having been bom, respectively, in 1743 and 1746, the long interval between the first 
child and these suggesting either an omission of some or that the latter two were the offspring of a second 
wife. 

It is recorded in South Kingstown that, on Sept. 2X, 1752, Nathaniel Gardiner, Jr., was married to Sarah 
Carpenter, by Samuel TefFt, Justice. No children of this marriage appear upon the records of the town. 
The two younger (or later) children (377 and 37S) recorded in the text, Sarah and Dorcas, cannot now be 
verified, and their inclusion in the family of Nathaniel Gardiner, 4, is questionable. Neither can the evi- 
dence of his marriage, for the third time, to Elizabeth be now (19 13) discovered. 

97 ** Paris Gardiner." 

Paris Gardiner is recorded among the inhabitants of North Kingstown, in the census of 1777, of all 
males over sixteen years of age and under fifty, preserved in manuscript at the Rhode Island State House. 
He was thirty-four years of age at that date. He was born in South Kingstown. 

98 "RaUan:' 

The latitude here given is that of the Cape Verde Islands and the longitude is approximately so. Several 
of the sons of Job's brother Benjamin settled, like him, in Stephentown, N. Y. 

99 *'Mercy Higginbotham** 

Dr. Charles Higginbotham was a prominent citizen of South Kingstown as early as 1734, being, at that 
date, a pewholder in St. Paul's Church. He had a son, Charles, who was clinically baptized July 2, 1726. 
It is probable that Mercy Higginbotham was a granddaughter of the latter. 

100 **A daughter of Lawrence.*^ 

Lawrence Wilkinson, who is believed to have been a lineal descendant of King Edward I, came to 
Providence certainly as early as January, 1650, from Lanchester, County of Durham, England, and probably 
even some years previously to that year. He is said to have early taken service as Lieutenant in the Roy^ 
Army and fought on the side of Charles I, being taken prisoner at the fall of Newcastle and ha^ang hit 
estates sequestered by Parliament. It is recorded at Durham that "Lawrence Wilkinson, of Lanchester, 
officer in arms, went to New England" about 1646-7. He died Aug. 9, 1692, being, it is believed, from 
seventy-two to seventy-seven years of age. After reaching Providence, Mr. Wilkinson had several lots of 
land granted to him and held two or three offices, becoming a substantial dtizen. Soon after his arrival 
be married Susannah, a daughter of Christopher Smith, and had three sons, Samuel, John and Josiah, and 
only one daughter (who, so far as is kno^'n, lived to marry), she, Susannah, becoming the wife of Edward 
Boss and the mother of Peter, as noted in the text. The descendants of John, second son of Lawrence, were 
associated, in the introduction of the cotton manufacture at Pawtucket, with Samuel Slater, who married 
Hannah Wilkinson* 

101 "Children of Peter^ 

The condition of the North Kingstown Records is such that the only child of Peter and Amy (Gardi- 
ner) Boss, beyond question, is Sdrah^ bom July 5, 1724. There are, however, traces of several others, jud 
there is nothing intrinncally improbable in the cases of the two given (380 and 381). The (George Gardi* 
ner, 4, who married Sarah Boss, April 22, 1742 (or Feb. 10, 1742), was bom July 25, 1720, being 4 son of 
George Gardiner, 3 (Nicholas, 2 ; George, i). George, Jr., and Sarah had five children. 

102 *' David Gardiner.** 

Most of the children of Stephen Gardiner, 3, removed with him to Connecticut, several of them marry- 
bg m that State. It is not, as yet, possible to trace the history of his son David, 4. Being only from ten 
to twelve years old at the time of the removal, he, undoubtedly, accompanied his father to 0>lchester. There 
ftre, however, some reasons to conclude that he may, early in life, have gone into business in Boston and 
become a successful merchant there, where his first cousin, Sylvester Gardiner, a dozen years his eenior, 
was already well established. The name Gustin, that of his wife Jemima, does not appear in the Rhode 
Island records of the period^ but may have prevailed in Massachusetts, where it is now found. 
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103 "Anstress Gardiner.*' 

The life of Anstress Gardiner, 5, cannot now be followed with certainty, but there are several 
points of resemblance between what is known of her and the history of a certain Anstress (or Anstrus) 
Gardiner, who appeared on the Kennebec River, in Maine, in 1771. The Hallowell Records contain an 
Intention of marriage, Sept. ao, 1771, between Remington Hobby, of Woolwich, and Miss Anstress Gardner, 
of Gardinerstown. A descendant of these two writes: "It u said that Remington met his wife, Anstress^ 
in Boston. She was the daughter of a wealthy merchant and closely related to the founder of the city of 
Gardiner, Maine." If she was identical with Anstress, the daughter of David, 4, her father and Dr. Sylves* 
ter were, of course, first cousins. Another authority speaks of her as **of Boston," and as marring Oct. 
38, 177X. Her birth is recorded in the Vassalboro (Maine) Monthly Mesling, as "13, 2 mo. X751," which 
agrees well with the probable birth of Anstress, daughter of David and Jemima, who were married is 
X744, and of whom she appears to have been the third child, her brother, David, next younger than her« 
self, being born in 1753. The fact that Anstress Hobby named one of her sons David also tallies well with 
the supposition that that was her father's Christian name, the giving of the name ol Gideon to another— a 
name occurring among the near relatives of Anstress of Narragansett and Colchester— corresponding, too, 
with the theory that the two were identical. It is evident, likewise, that the prominent connection of 
Mrs. Hobby with the Society of Friends agrees with the supposition that she was a daughter of David, 4, 
who bad been brought up in a distinctly Quaker branch of the Narragansett Gardiners, largely, otherwise^ 
Church of England people, as was, of course, her relative. Dr. Gardiner. The Hobby family were not Friends 
and her husband. Remington, did not become so until — ^no doubt, under her influence— 1777, after whidt 
he was the strongest and most influential member of the little society in Vassalboro. It is, however, as* 
serted, perhaps incorrectly, in the History of Kennebec County^ that Anstress, as well as her husband, was 
converted to Friends' principles in 1777, under the ministry of David Sands. It is, of course, noticeable 
that the statement of the text, that Anstress Gardiner, 5, married John May, is, if correct, destructive of 
the above theory. But it is not unlikely that thb is a clerical error arising from the earlier record, that 
the first cousin of Anstress, Bathsheba Gardiner, 5 (Daniel, 4; Stephen, 3; Benoni, 3; George, x), born Oct. 
30, 1736, married John May, this being, in that view, a mere repetition. As Daniel, 4, married in New Lon* 
don and settled in Montville, Conn., John May was, no doubt, a Connecticut man, and so more likely 
to become the husband of his daughter than of a daughter of his brother, David, who may have spent his 
married life in Boston. 
The following is from the records of the Vassalboro (Maine) Monthly Meeting:

^'Remington Hobby, Sr., was a magistrate and inhabited a spacious house built like the old English resi« 
denoes, with a front hall so large that 'a yoke of oxen with cart attached could be driven into the front door, 
up the hall, and turned around in it,' as the neighbors said." — Rufus M. Jones, in the History of Kennebec 
County. From Harvard College, young Hobby entered the Navy. It is said that Miss Annie M. Nichols^ 
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a great-granddaughter of Remington and Anstress Hobby, is still (1911) living in the house in which they 

died. 

Remington Hobby, Sr., was a son of the Rev. William and Lucy Hobby, he born in Boston, and she, being 

a daughter of the Hon. Jonathan Remington, born in Cambridge, Mass. The Rev. William Hobby was bom 

in Boston, Aug. 17, 1707, and graduated at Harvard College in I745(?). He was a nephew of Sir Charles 

Hobby, soldier, who was knighted, as a recognition of fortitude exhibited at the time of an earthquake in 

Jamaica, in 1692. 

It is recorded that, although Remington Hobby, after graduating from Harvard, had entered the Navy, yet 

his gift for the ministry was acknowledged, and for many years he preached the Gospel acceptably. 

104 "i4 daughter of WiUiamJ' 

The records of Exeter state that ''Isaac Gardiner married Margaret, dau. of John Gardiner, of Exeter, as 
per receipt." (See No. zos.) 

John Gardiner, of Exeter, in his will, made March 35, 1752, mentions daughter Margaret Gardiner. The 
births of the seven children of Isaac and Margaret Gardiner are all recorded in Exeter, the last, John, having 
been bom in 1756, probably after the removal of the family to East Greenwich. At the time of the mar- 
riage, in 1766, of the second, OUver, he is called, in the Warwick records, a son "of Isaac, of East Greenwich,'* 
and the third is styled, in the same records, at the time of his marriage to Ruth Aylesworth, "Isaac, Jr., 
of East Greenwich." 

In the list of the heads of families, in East Greenwich, in 1774, the name of Isaac Gardiner does not appear, 
although those of his sons, Oliver and John, are found. 

In the Coventry records is the entry: "Isaac Gardiner, of Exeter, and Mrs, Tabitha Aveiy, of Coventry, 
married by G. Greene, Justice, Aug. 9, 1760." 

105 '* Mercy Gorton:* 

The Warwick records call her Mrs. Mercy Gorton, probably by a mere slip. They state that she was 
a daughter of William, of Warwick, ~ 

106 ''Isaac Gardiner y 

Isaac IS represented in the Records as having died previously to the marriage of his son, Isaac, in 1794. 
Ruth Aylesworth was a daughter of Anthony. 

io6a ''Bom Oct. i, X7S4:* 

In the original manuscript of the Author, there was entered a record, afterwards erased^ of a second 
marriage of Samuel Gardiner, 4 (Isaac, 3; Benoni, 2; George, i), and of two additional children, as follows; 
Samuel Gardiner, 4 [married], as second wife, Ruth Potter, daughter of Capt. Benjamin and Ruth 
(Sherman) Potter. Ruth Potter was born Nov. 8, 1728. The following children are mentioned in her will: 
Susannah Gardiner, 5, who married Feb. 4, 1786, Simeon Burdick. 
Thomas Potter Gardiner, 5, who married, April 15, 1773, Catharine Bent. 

The cause of the Author's erasure of the above was, probably, the entire lack of evidence of the identity 
of the Samuel Gardiner who married Ruth Potter, with Samuel,M> son of Isaac, 3, although they seem to 
have been contemporaneous, or nearly so. 

The Samuel, who was husband of Ruth, appears to have been known as Deacon Samuel Gardiner, of 
Hopkinton, where he is said to have lived from 1761, or earlier, until his death in 1815. 
Deacon Gardiner mentions, in his will, three sons and eight daughters, but the names Benoni and Jamet 
do not occur among them, although they are recorded in Exeter as the sons of Samuel and Elizabeth (Cong- 
don) Gardiner. See No. is6a^ Samuel Gardiner, 4 Qohn, 3; George, 2; George, x). 

lObh^AUhy first wifer 

If the agea of the children of William Hall are given correctly, the last having been born in 1764, and if the 
K0ondniarriageoccuiredini773,itfollows,ofcour8e,thatthechildrenwereall by the firstwife. 
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107 ^'Married Nov. 22, i^Sg." 

This marriage occurred ia East Greenwich. The record reads, "Isaac Hail, of Wiliiam and Susannah 
Reynolds, of Shebney. M. by Eid. John Gorton, Nov. 22, 1789.*' 

107a ^' Silas Gardiner:' 

There is, in the NarraganseU Parish Register, an interesting entry which shows that Silas Gardiner, 
4, lived at South Ferry, South Kingstown, in 1772. It reada as follows: "On the 22d ol October [1773] 
Mr. F[ayerweather] Went to Newport on Necessary buisne/s [fie] And on his Returning from thence He 
Was Requested to Baptize A young Child Whose Parents belonged To his Majest/s Sloop the Svan Com- 
manded by Captain Aiscough W*hich he Complied With in his Neighbours house Silas Gardiners At the 
ferry; The Child's Name was Elizabeth, The Father And Mothers' Name Was Fisher, Both from Old 
England, And the Sponsors belongd to the Ship also." 

The Swan was a sloop-of-war, mounting twenty guns, and, a few years later, was heard from among the 
islands of Narragansett Bay and on its western shore in anything but an agreeable manner, keeping the 
patriotic inhabitants of East Greenwich and North Kingstown constantly on the alert. In June, 1775, 
in company with the Rose, frigate, the Swan came up the Bay in pursuit of prizes. 

108 ''Abigail Gardinerr 

In the record of Capt. Silas Gardiner's will (proved Jan. 13, 1782), in North Kingstown, hia daughter 
Abigail is called the wife of John Perry. Lowry, John, Lydia and Elizabeth are not mentioned. Almy b 
called Amey. Lowry's birth is recorded in Warwick. In X783 (Jan. xa), Lory Gardiner, with his wife and 
children, have certificates to South Kingstown, from North Kingstown. 

109 ''Gideon Gardiner :* 

The following record is found in Exeter, R. L: "Gideon Gardiner married Tabitha^ daughter of John 
Gardiner of Exeter, as per receipt." 

Tabitha Gardiner is believed to have been eighteen years old at the time of her marriage. She b men- 
tioned in the will of her father, made March 25, 1752, four days previously to hb death. Her mother, Mary 
Rathbone, was one of the seven daughters of Joseph Rathbone (or Rathbun), of Exeter. 
There appears to be no later record of Gideon Gardiner or his family, in Rhode Island. It is not unlikely 
that, as is surmised concerning his cousin David Gardiner, 4 (Stephen, 3; Benoni, 2; George, 1), he re- 
paired, soon after his marriage, to Boston, where their older cousin, Dr. Sylvester Gardiner, was establbhed 
in prosperous business. . Hanson's History of Gardiner, Maine, records that, in 1766-7, Gideon Gardiner 
settled in Pittston, opposite the present city of Gardiner, but then a part of Gardinerstown, whkb em- 
braced territory on both sides of the Kennebec. Gideon (Gardiner b said, in thb account, to have been bom 
in 1730. This statement does not, however, conflict with the record in the text, that he was bom Jan. 8, 
1729, the year 1729 O. S. corresponding, of course, to 1730 N. S. The History gives the date of Gideon's 
death as Oct. 28, 1798. It is probable, if he b identical with the Rhode Island Gideons, that hb wife TaJMa 
had died previously to his removal to Maine, as his wife's name, during hb residence there, was Dorcas. 
Both Gideon and Dorcas are buried in the churchyard of Christ Church, Gardiner, her gravestone recording 
that she died April 7, 1791, aged 59 years, 8 months and 9 days.

The intentions of marrbge of "John Gardiner, of Pittston," and "Widdow Phebe McCord, of Nantucket'' 
were published in Pittston Oct. 16, 1802. 

Joha died April 20, 1814, aged 40 years, 4 months and 17 days. He and hb wife Phebe, who died Oct. 
$t 1834, aged 49 years, are burled in the churchyard at Gardiner.

4. Dorcas Rebecca Jane, was bom Jan. x, 18x2, and died May 31, 1830.

It is not unlikely that one or more of Mrs. Phebe Gardiner's sons may have settled among their 
Cartwright relatives, in Nantucket, where Gardiners are found at the present day. There were, 
howe\'er, Gardiners in Nantucket much earlier. Mehitable Gardiner, of Providence, aged 79, deposed 
Oct. XX, X836, that she was the widow of William Gardiner, of Nantucket, late deceased, who was a pri- 
vate in the Revolution neariy four years. They were married, at Nantucket, Aug. 22, X779. He 
died Dec 10, 1828. — Cowell's S^ril cf 'yd. Manuscript, Rider Collection, I, p. 97.

X. Ann Louisa, who died in Gardiner, Jan. 6, 1897, aged 67 years, 2 mo., x8 days. 

3. Rebecca J., bom Oct. 24, X83X. 

3. Ellen H., bom ^ died June 19, 1849, aged xsj^ years. 

4. Augusta Maria, bora March xo, x837. 

The only one of the above who married was Rebecca J., her husband being James Washington White, 
of San Frandsco. They were married Feb. 13, X854, and had three children, Henry G., James G., and 
Annie, all of whom were living in X9IX. After the death of James Washington White, in the "sixdes," 
his widow returned to Gardiner, where she lived for some years, djring in Boston. Her son, CoL 
James G. White, lives in Boston. 

Charles Frederick (bom x8o8), son of John and Phebe Gardiner, removed to Cambridge, Mass., and 
died June xo, x873. 

It would be natural to infer that Gideon Gardiner came to Gardinerstown at the instance of his Counn 
Sylvester, the proprietor of the vast estate. As Sylvester was then granting land for a nominal price, on 
condition of occupation and improvement, we should expect to find a grant to Gideon, but no such appears, 
and there is no record of his ever owning any real estate at Gardiner. Subsequently the relations of these 
two cousins became positively unfriendly. 

la 1759 Dr. Gardiner sent his son William to the Kennebec, to have charge of his propexty. When the 
Revolution broke out, William naturally shared in his father's Tory sentiments, and Gideon Gardiner made 
a complaint against him as a person inimical to the country, a charge of which William was convicted. 
This judgment having, however, been set aside, on account of illegality at the trial, he was not further 
molested, although, not being of strong mind, he was kept in a state of terror by the neighbors and al- 
lowed them to do about as they pleased with the property. 

After Dr. Gardiner's return to America, he sent his son-in-law, Oliver Whipple, to look up and report 
npon the state of the property, much of which had been occupied by squatters. 

(hi Nov. 8, X784, Mr. Whipple reported that he found, among others, Gideon Gardiner and his son-in- 
law, Dr. Warren, living upon a portion of the estate, at a point called Warrcmontogus. Both of them took 
leases and promised to surrender possession at the end of a year or when called upon to do so. 

iio **Joseph ViaUr 

In the Portsmouth record of this marriage the groom is called Joseph Viall, of Newport. At neariy the same 
period (x 736-47) Hezekiah Viall, Judith and John were married at Newport, they being, presumably, his 
brothers and sister. In X753 John Viall is named in a list of pewholders of Trinity Church. There is 
reason to believe that Hezekiah married Abigail W*anton, of Newport, in September, X736. Richard Smith's 
daughter, Elizabeth, previously to x666, married John Viall, vintner, of Boston. Joseph ^all and the 
others nay have been her grandchildren. 

Ill 
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111 "MaryBasselt. 

The marriage of William Gardiner and Mary Bassett^ by Rev. Gardiner Thurston, Dec. 5» 1759, 
recorded in Newport, is supposed, without certainty, to be that of William Gardiner, 4 (Benonl, 3; Benoni, 
2; George, i). The record, also in Newport, of the birth of two children, Amey and John, to a William and 
Mary Gardiner is believed, with equal uncertainty, to refer to him. 

112 ''WiUiamLaddr 

William Ladd's birth, Oct. x6, 1737, is registered in Little Compton, where his parents were married, 
Aug. 35, 1 731. Lydia Ladd,an aunt of William, married, March 2, 1732, Samuel Seabury.of Tivecton. 
William Ladd held the office of Captain Lieutenant in the Army of Observation, in 1775. 

113 ''Children of William Laddr 

The marriage of William Ladd and Sarah Gardiner, by the Rev. Gardiner Thurston, Dec 27, 1761, 
is recorded in Newport. Children of William and Sarah Ladd, almost certainly the same as the above^ 
are also recorded in Newport. There is no other record of the marriage of a William Ladd with a Sarah in 
that town, in Little Compton (whence William came). North Kingstown, or South Kingstown, the homes of 
the Gardiner family. The years of the births of the children of William and Sarah, recorded in Newport^ 
agree quite nearly with the time of the marriage of the William and Sarah in the text. One of them, John 
Gardiner Ladd, seems, by his name, to suggest that his mother, Sarah, was Sarah Gardiner. But thii New- 
port list differs quite materially from that in the text, extracted from the Ladd Genealogy. It is as follows:

The date of the birth of Ann (Champlin) Gardiner is given as Feb. 27, X721, in the account of the 
children of Henry Gardiner, 3, above in the text. The date here given — March 29, 17x4,— la undoubtedly 
the correct one. Henry and Anne had a son, George, unnamed in text, Ixx'n Jan. 3, X739. 

115 ''James Gardiner J* 

It is recorded, in South lOngstown, that, on June 27, 1771, James Gardiner was married, by F. Ferry, 
Justice, to Abigail, a daughter of Ebenezer Tefft. James, son of Henry, 4, was then twenty-one years of 
age and a resident of the town« After introducing this record, the Author, for some reason, erased it. 

iiSa "Caleb Eldridge{Eldred?):' 

It is probable that this was the Caleb Eldred (borrt June 21, 1739)1 who is recorded in Jamestown as a sob 
of Captain John and Mary Eldred. It is also probable that Mary was the Maty WUsen who is recorded 
in Jamestown as having been married to John Eldred, by Samuel Qarke, Warden, June 5, 1735. Tba 
name of Caleb Eldred's widow is sometimes given as having been Rebecca Crattftf. 

X16 "Pendope Gardiner.*'* 

Mrs. Penelope Dyer (or Dyre) is repeatedly mentioned by Dr. MacSparran in hta Dtary^ she bdng 

a cousin of Mrs. MacSparran and a lady of high spirit. 

117 ''Charles Dyre.'' 

The Dyer (or Dyre) family is descended from William Dyer, who came from London to Boston in 
December, 1635. He was an adherent of Mrs. Anne Hutchinson and removed, in 1638, to Portsmouth, K. I^ 
becoming, in 1639, one of the founders of Newport. His son, Samuel, married Ann Htitdiinson, a grand* 
daughter of the religious teacher, and, in 1669, appears as a Consenaior of the Peace in Kings Town. The 
birth of Hannah Dyre, Feb. 13, 1737, a daughter of Charies and Penelope, probably tlioae in the teit, is re- 
corded 
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corded in South Kingstown. It is not improbable that the family removed from the town, inasmuch as 
no more children of Charles and Penelope appear on the South Kingstown records. 

Not less than elev^en children, Christopher, Samuel, Freelove, Samuel, ne (a daughter), Abigail, 

Elizabeth, Hannah, Esther, Elizabeth and Lydla, are given, in the North Kingstown records, as those of 
Charles and Penelope Dyre. Whereas some of the earlier of these were born at a period when they might 
have been the children of Penelope Gardiner, daughter of Ephraim, it does not seem probable, or even pos- 
sible, that the later ones were hers. Perhaps two Charles D>Tes married Penelopes. 

118 "Then with the enemy.'' 

On October 16, 1745, Dr. MacSparran notes in his Diary^ "I rode Sam Gardiner's horse to Ben Alien's 
and dined at Rowland's." A week later he records, "Sam Gardiner came from his House with me and supped 
here." As Samuel Gardiner was a first cousin of Mrs. MacSparran, on her mother's side, he was, although 
fifteen years her junior, very familiar at the glebe-house. In the NarraganseU Parish Register he is styled 
Capt. Samuel Gardber, being repeatedly mentioned as a ^'estryman of St. Paul's Church, and the marriage 
of his eldest daughter, Sarah, to John Gardiner, being recorded. In 1774 there occurs the quaint entry con* 
oemittg the burial of his father. Col. Ephraim Gardiner, quoted in Note 35. 

There is considerable mystery as to the exact character of the relations of Captain Gardiner with the 
British during his residence at Newport (1777-9), while they were in occupation of the town. The permis- 
sion of Susannah Gardiner, his daughter, to go "in the flag of truce to Newport," in May, Z777; the 
direction to the Sheriff of Kbg's County to "inquire into the present situation of the estate of Samuel 
Gardiner, situate in South Kingstown, and make report to the Assembly," in May, 1778, and the ordering 
of Abijah Babcock, in June, 1778, to retain, as tenant of Gardiner, "the back and future rents of said estate," 
imtH the further orders of the Assembly (R. /. Col. Rec. VIII, pp. 239, 404, 435), seem to show that Captain 
Gardiner was regarded as a Royalist, a view which is confirmed by the order to the Sheriff (February, 1779), 
to "Uke possession of the real estate of Samuel Gardiner, who is now with the enemy at Newport" (R. I. 
Col. Rec. VIII. p. 518). 

On the other hand, when, in February, 1784, with the brilliant and astute James M. Vamum as his counsel, 
Captain (jardiner preferred a petition to the Assembly for the payment to him of the rents and profits of 
his estate, sequestered during the late war, he represented that the action occurred "while he was confined 
in the town of Newport, during the time the British troops were in possession thereof," as if he had been a 
prisoner. That this claim was not entirely disallowed by the Assembly is shown in the Report of the Com- 
mittee, formally accepted {R. 1. Col. Rec. X, p. 6), where payment is not refused upon the ground of the 
petitioner's having forfeited his rights by consorting with the enemy, but for the reason that he hadal- 
ready "received as much money from the general treasurer as the state received toward the rent of the said 
farm," although "it doth not appear to us that Mr. Abijah Babcock, who hired the farm of the said Samuel 
Gardiner, has ever paid, either to the Sute or the said Samuel Gardiner, anything near the real value he 
contracted to pay." 

Captain Gardiner appears to have resumed his residence in South Kingstown, after the departure of the 
British from Newport, living there for nearly a quarter of a century longer. 

119 ''WaUer Clarke Gardiner:' 

Walter Clarke Gardiner is one of the most interesting of the early bearers of the family name, not 
so much because of the possession of superior ability or of the achievement of remarkable deeds, as of the 
ffrWaittcal controversies which were aroused by his conduct, not only in Rhode Island, but to some ex- 
tent, in the Church at large. He appears to have possessed considerable originality in action and inde- 
pendence of character, not always exercised, however, in a well-balanced and judicious manner. On his 
mother's side he was connected with the powerful and energetic Easton family of Newport and Middletown. 
There bad been intermarriages between the Eastons and the Clarkes of Newport, several of the latter 
bearing the C^hristian name of Walter, and it is probable that it was after one of these Walter Clarkes, per- 
haps the one bom about z68o, the son of Mary (Easton) Qarke, that Walter Clarke Gardiner was named. 
For more than a century after the settlement of Narragansett it was the unvarying custoni to give chO- 
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dren only single Christian names. The family of Samuel and Amey (Easton) Gardiner appears to have 
been one of the first, if not absolutely the first, to depart from this primitive usage. In addition to Walter 
Clarke, we find in it Thomas Rodman and Samuel Eldred. 

Walter Clarke Gardiner was originally a physician, as well as a respected and highly intelligent member 
of St.. Paul's Parish. When, in 1790, the Rev. William Smith had resigned the rectorship of the Church* 
it was voted (apparently without any solicitation on the part of Dr. Gardiner, who had reached about the 
age of forty), at a meeting held at the Glebe, Oct. 17, 1790, for the purpose of advising and proceeding 
towards the appointment of a minister to presideoverSt. Paul's, "Thatatetter be written . . . and directed 
to Dr. Walter C. Gardiner, requesting him to proceed, as soon as may be, for ordination and to take chaxge 
of said Church.'* In this letter, which is recorded in the NarraganseU Parish Register^ reference is made to 
"our united good opinion of your character and abilities, together with the knowledge of your past and 
continued deportment and application in the sacred and worthy study of Divinity." On the following day 
a letter was written, by a committee of St. Paul's, to Bishop Seabury (whom a convention of clergy and 
delegates of various churches in Rhode Island, held a month later at Newport, declared should httht bishop 
of the Church in that State), informing him of the above fact and craving his approbation and assistance. 
On Sunday, April 17, 179X, "at a meeting of the Society of St. Paurs Church," it was "Voted & Resolved, 
that John Gardiner and Rowland Browne Esq'* be and are hereby appointed, in behalf of said Society, 
to wait on Doct. Walter C. Gardiner, signifiying their wish and approbation that he would, if agreeable to 
him, officiate as a Lay Reader in St. Paul's Church and that they report his determination to the next Meeting.*' 
At a later meeting of the Corporation of St. Paul's Church, held at the Glebe, on Feb. 5, 1793, it was ''Voted 
and Resolved, That Doct' Walter C. Gardiner take possession of the House and Glebe belonging to St. 
Paul's Church on the 35^ of March, 1792, for and to his use and benefit for the term of one whole year, as 
compensation for his services." 

At a meeting of the Cdrporadon of St. Psiul's Church, held at said Church, Oct. 38, 1793, it was "Voted 
unanimously that a letter be signed and presented to Dr. Walt. C. Gardiner, stating the wish and desire 
of this congregation that he proceed to the Standing (Committee of the] Episcopal State Convention to be 
examined and equipped with suitable testimonials for Ordination together with a certificate to said Stand* 
ing Committee and that the same be recorded accordingly. 

Voted That Messrs. Peter Phillips, Sylvester Gardiner, Samuel Brenton & Fred^ Gardiner be and they 
are hereby appointed a Committee to sign the abo\'e said letter and certificate and also to prepare & ugn a 
letter and certificate to the Rt. Re\'erend the Bishop, after the Doctor's return from the Examination of the 
Standing State Committee, & Whatsoever else may be necessary towards effecting Dr. Gardiner's Ordination 
and in behalf of this parish." 

It appears that Dr. Gardiner's application to the Standing Committee of the R. I. Convention, in aoooid- 
ance with the above request of St. Paul's Corporation, was not entertained by the Committee, upon the 
alleged ground of its mcompetency, by reason of the recent death of the Rev. Moses Badger, one of its two 
clerical members. The other clerical member was the Rev. William Smith, then rector of Trinity Church, 
Newport, but not long before rector in Narragansett, where Dr. Walter C. Gardiner had been a parishioner* 
Whether or not their former association, to any degree, disinclined Mr. Smith to a favorable reception of the 
Doctor's application or tended to magnify the obstruction in the way of official action must, of course^ be 
a matter of speculation. 

In any case, in accordance with the lax ideas naturally prevailing in a state of inchoate organization, it 
was decided to approach the neighboring diocese of Massachusetts in search of the aid which Rhode Island 
had failed to supply. The following curious letter from the Standing Committee of that diocese further 
illustrates the then existing looseness of thought, as to Ecclesiastical law: 

"Boston, 4 Jaa^ 1793* 
Gentlemen, 

We have perused with attention the letter, w^hich you ha\*e done us the Honor to write and forward by 
Dr. Walter C. Gardiner. 

We lament exceedingly that uneasine/s and grounds of Altercation should exist in any of the Churches of 
our denomination throughout these States; especially one so near us, as that of St. Patul's in the Narragansstt.

Five days later than the date of the above letter of the Massachusetts Standing Committee, but, ap-' 
parently, before ita receipt in Narragansett, the following communication ni-as sent to the Cbnunittee, by 
St. Paul's Pteish: 

^'Narragansett January 9*^ 1793. 
Reverend & Hon^ Gentlemen, 

WE, being appointed by the Congregation of St. Paul's Church, a 'Standing Committee' to effect Dr. 
Walt. C Gardiner's ordination as far as in US lies, & ha\ing accordingly renewed our application unto him, 
requesting him to become our Minister and assuring him of our countenance and support therein from a full 
and hearty oon^ction of his living for three years last past amongst US in a pious and honest manner and 
his continued and uniform deportment being such that WE have just and proper reason to think he will 
make a good and suitable pastor to the parish, WE therefore, Gentlemen, by reason of the incompetency of 
the Standing Sute Committee of the Ep. Chh. in our State, from the death of the Rev. Mr. Moses Badger 
and there being no prospect of his place in that Committee being soon filled in order to qualify them for 
such power, have recommended Dr. Gardiner to your examination, hoping that you will prove and fit him 
for his intended ordination that WE might no longer be destitute, to the manifest detriment of the Parish: 
and, in case he receives ondination we will receive him as our minister and provide for his decent support so 
long as he may continue as such.

Agab on the twenty-third of January, 1793, the same committee of St. Paul's Church addressed a further 
petition to Dr. P^ker and Dr. Walter, recommending Dr. Walter C. Gardiner to their examinatioa for 

Episcopal 
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Episcopal Ordination, upon the expre/s ground that, "By reason of the death of the Rev. Mr. Badger, the 
Standing Committee of the Prot. £p. Cch. in this State have declared themselves incompetent to examine 
candidates for Holy Orders." 

Soon after this, St. Paul's Parish, in accordance with the suggestion of the Standing Committee of Massa- 
chusetts in their letter of Jan. 4, 1793, proceeded, so far as it was competent, to take such action, to adopt 
the Ecclesiastical Constitution of the Episcopal Churches in the State of Massachusetts for the government 
of itself, as shown in the following attached copy of its records: 

"At a meeting of the Corporation of St. Paul's Church, held at the 

Glebe House belonging to said Church, on the twenty-fifth day of 

February A. D. 1793, 
Duly Notified — Present a Quorum to transact Busine/s 

Silvester Gardiner Esq. 

President pro Tern. 
To this Meeting, were [sic] presented by the Sec'ry a letter from the Standing Committee of the Prot. 
Epis> Church, in the State of Massachusetts, directed to the Sec'ry and addre/sed to the Corporation of 
St. Paul's Church in Narraganset, together with an Ecclesiastical Constitution for the Government of the 
Episcopal Churches in the State of Massachusetts and such other Churches as may be admitted and accede 
to the same: — ^Wherefore, upon the perusal of the Constitution, above alluded to, and upon a due consid- 
eration thereof It is Voted and Resolved That the same be and is hereby Adopted and Received as an 
Ecclesiastical Constitution for the Government of the Epis^ Church of St. Paul's in Narragansett-* 
Voted, that Peter Phillips, Silvester Gardiner, Rowland Brown, Samuel Brenton and Frederick Gardiner, 
Esq'*, or any three of them, be and they are hereby appointed a Committee to write to the Standing Com'tee 
of the Prot. Eps' Church in the State of Massachusetts, informing them that this Cbrporation have 
legally adopted and received their ecclesiastical Church Constitution. 
The above is a true Copy from the Records of St. Paul's Church in Narragansett. 
WUnefs, Sam. E. Gardiner, Sec'ry." 

The following letter of the Massachusetts Standing Committee, addressed, about a month later, to Samuel 
E. Gardiner, Esq., Secretaty of St. Paul's Church Corporation, in Narragansett, shows that the submisnon 
of that Parish to Massachusetts was formally accepted by the Committee: 

''Boston 2^ March, 1793. 
Sir, 

The Standing Cbmmittee of the Episcopal Church in thisState have received the letterof your Committee, 
dated in March, 1793, in which you acquaint us of the vote of the incorporated Church of St. 
Paul North Kingstown, Narragansett, approving and acceding to the C6nstitution of our Church and, 
thereby, becoming united to us. We felicitate ourselves on the accession of so reputable a sister Church* 
humbly hoping this event will prove advandve of the divine Glory and our mutual Interest. 
The Certificate, which you request, in Consequence, to enable Mr. Gardiner to receive Episoopal ordi- 
nation, is inclosed. By the Cainon of the federal Government in this Case made and provided, the Candi* 
date should be personally known to two at least of the Standing Committee, for three years past, which did 
not happen in our case. We have, however, given it in such form as we have no doubt will ensure the end 
desired and we would reconunend that the committee of your Church should accompany our certificate 
with one of their own, which going from Persons long and intimately knowing to Mr. Gardiner will have all 
the weight, which is requisite. 

With every sentiment of Esteem and with best wishes for your temporal and Spiritual Advantage, I am

In the Journal of the Convention of Massachusetts, held on May 38, 1793, it is thus recorded: 
"Dr. Walter, as Chairman of the late Standing Committee, laid before the Convention, for their appro* 
bation or disapprobation, certain communications from St. Paul's Church at Narraganset to the Standing 
Committee, relating to recommending Dr. Walter C. Gardiner for the minister of said Church, — ^which were 
approMed and the papers ordered to lie upon the files; and said Church was voted to be a part of this Con- 
stitution/' 

In the Rhode Island Convention, held in Pro\adence, Aug. 30 and 3X, 1793, it was voted to forward, with 
the endorsement of the Convention, to Bishop Seabury, a paper signed by all the male communicants of St. 
Paul's Church in Narragansett, and a very good majority of the original and present proprietors, thirty* 
four all together, as follows: 

"We the subscribers, the more effectually to accomplish our benevolent intentions towards St. Paul's 
Church, in North Kingstown, of which we are members and friends; and the more effectually to prevent 
the unprecedented intrusion of a Person in said Churchy whose deportment, in our opinion, disqualifies him for 
so sacred a function. Do zppointDsLnitlVpdikt . . . a Delegate to the Convention of the Church . • • 
with full and plenary power to acknowledge Bishop Seabury for our Diocesan and to homologate the pro* 
ceedings of all former general Conventions, to accede to those of the State Conventions, of which we hereby 
declare our selves members; to profess our adoption of the revised Prayer Book, and to act and do to the 
best of his judgment in Unity with our Sister Churches for their and our general and particular good; and 
farther that he communicate these our Sentiments and intentions to the Standing Committee of the Church 
in this State to be by them transmitted to the Bishop for the accomplishment of the end in view.*' 
It is noticeable that only two of the thirty*four names appended to this paper are the same as those of 
the nine present at the meeting of the Corporation, April 17, 1791, when Dr. Gardiner was requested to act 
as lay reader, there being a breach at that period between the communicants of the church and the corporate 
members. 

In the Rhode Island Convention of 1793, at the session of August z, under the presidency of Bishop Sea* 
bury, a report was adopted, partly as follows: 

"We the Committee appointed to receive and examine the papers relative to the unhappy separation o( 
Dr. Gardiner and the Corporate Body for the Church in Narragansett from the Sister Churches in this State, 
— Do, after a Candid Examination and Mature deliberation. Report as follows . . . Secoiutfy,— That* 
as long as the Ch'h refuse to unite with the Ch'hs of this State and Recognize their Conventional doings, 
no Qergyman or person professing Communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church could, consistently 
with the Dignity, Union and Peace of those Ch'hs recommend Dr. W. C. Gardiner for Holy Orders and, 
therefore, %-e conceive the Proceedings of the Standing Cbmmittee of Massachusetts were inconsistent 
with every principle of Episcopal Government and have an evident tendency to produce disorder and 
promote Schism, and that the promotion of Dr. Gardiner by Bishop Provost [stc] was directly contrary to 
the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church.** 

It does not appear that Dr. Gardinereverentered into union with the Rhode Island Convention, the Church 
of Narragansett continuing unrepresented in it after 1793 and for many years, even after his departure, 
until 1606. The 
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The G>rporation of St. Paul's, however, in the meaatime, purged itself of the charge of schism by th« 
following action: 

"At a meeting of St. Paul's Church, Narragansett, holden at the Glebe in South Kingstown oft the y* 
day of December, 1798, Voted, That Whereas certain illegal proceedings were heretofore had and entered 
into by Walter C. Gardiner for his own benefit and accommodation with the Episcopal Church in Massai- 
chusetts, to facilitate the purposes of his ordination and to answer other sinister designs, he not having 
the well-being of this Church in view, but actuated by motives repugnant thereto,— This meeting of St. 
Paul's Churchy legally assembled, do Vote and resolve that all the said proceedings of Walter C. Gardiner 
and others of said Society inveigled by him as aforesaid, respecting said Church in Massachusetts, and all 
other his nefarious transactions, consequent thereon, are null and void and of no effect and are hereby di- 
rected to be marked as such, in the margin of the records of this Church, — and that the officers of said Church* 
not being hitherto organized, have prevented the above nullifying vote from being previously passed it 

Bishop White, in his Memoirs of the ProUsianl Episcopal Church (Philadelphia, 1820), p. 216, in potidn|^ 
the Qeneral Convention of 1795, remarks concerning the case of Walter C. Gardiner: 
''Before the assembling of this Convention, there took place an incident, threatening to produce perman^t 
dissatisfaction between Bishops Seabury and Provoost; which, however, was happily prevented. Although 
Bishop Seabury had been chosen bishop of the Church in Rhode Island, the Congregation of Narragansett, 
in that State, had associated with the Church in Massachusetts; which had unwarily admitted the junction. 
In consequence, a clergyman had been ordained for the congregation by Bishop Provoost. The author 
(Bishop White], during the sitting of the Convention, received a letter from Bishop Seabury, respectfully 
and affectionately complaining of the matter. Bishop Provoost, on the letter's being read to him, said that,- 
on receiving the letter from the dergy of Massachusetts, he had doubted of the propriety of the proposal 
in it; but that, on consulting the dergy of New York, and espedally those in the most intimacy with Bishop 
Seabury, he was advised by them to compliance; but that he perceived objections to such conduct in individ- 
ual oongregatbns and would much approve of a canon. Such a canon was accordingly prepared and passed. 
It is bdieved that no dissatisfaction remained." 

This Canon 8 of 1795 now (1912) appears, in substance, in Canon 519 Section i. 

Dr. Hawks, in his Commenlary on the Constitution and Canons^ p. 130, remarks concerning this inddent: 
"The origin of the Canon of 1795 was the union which took place of a church in Narragansett* Rhode Is- 
land, with the Diocese of Massachusetts. A convention of dergy and delegates of various churches in Rhode 
Island had declared that Bishop Seabury should be the bishop of the Church in that State. The Standmg 
Committee of Massachusetts applied to Bishop Provoost of New York* who ordained a dergyman for the 
Narragansett Church." 

A member of the Gardiner family was thus the occasion of the establishment of a fundamental canonical 
provision, which hashdd itsground, in the Canons of the General Convention, from 1795 to the prese(it day. 
The subsequent career of the Rev. Walter Qarke Gardiner was disturbed and unhappy. After dosing 
his connection with St. Paul's Church, Narragansett, in 1794, he removed to Hudson, N. Y., and thence 
to Stamford (now Hobart), Ddaware County, in the same State. In the course of six or seven years, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Bishop Claggett, of Maryland, he lived in five different states. Dr. Gardiner 
finally ended his ministry, in Virginia, about 18x0. 

120 ''Sarah Gardiner.'^ 

It is recorded in the Narragansett Parish Register that, in the evening of Dec. 13, 1772, Mr. Fayer- 

weather "being Sent for at Capt Samuel Gardiner's He married Mr. John Gardiner Son of the late John 

Gardiner, Esq., of Boston Neck, (So Distinguished) To Mi/s Sarah Gardiner Eldest Daughter of Samuel 

Whom he had before Published three Distinct times As the Law of the Colony Directs; The Bride Was Given 

Away by her Father About half An hour After 4 oClock in the Presence of Sundry Witne/ses." 

John and Sarah Gardiner had four sons and three daughters. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 13, 1773, is the following entry: "This Day Was baptised John The First Bom Son 

of John and Sally Gardiner, Of Boston Neck at their house. By The Reverend Mr. Fayerweather« About 

half An hour after three oClock." Idi^

121 "SamudE. Gardiner.*' 

As appears in Note 1x9, there was, at this period, in Narragansett, a Samuel E. Gardiner^ who acted as 
Secretary at a meeting of the G>rporation of St. Paul's Church, held in February, 1793. 
From the fact that the Samuel E. Gardiner of the text (a son of Samuel and Amy) was a brother of Walter 
C. Gardiner, the promoter of the object of the above meeting, it is likely that he, being, apparently, at that 
time, about thirty-four years of age, was the secretary referred to. It is noticeable, however, that James 
Gardiner, a brother of the elder Samuel, also had a son Samuel £., born Jan. 22, 1769, and married, March 
37* I799» according to the North Kingstown records, to Rebecca Davis. It is not, of course, impossible that 
the latter, being then twenty-four years of age and a first cousin of Walter Clarke Gardiner, may have been 
the one who filled the above office. 

Samuel Eldred Gardiner, a son of Samuel and Amy (Easton) Gardiner, was bom somewhere about 1759, 
or even considerably later, and was named for Samuel Eldred, a man of lofty stature, one of his great-grand- 
fathers on his father's side. He married, by or before 1795, or very eariy in X796, Mary Carpenter, a daugh* 
ter of Francis and Esther (Helme) Carpenter, and a great-granddaughter, on her father's side, of CapC 
Andrew Willett, of Boston Neck, Narragansett. 

On account of the partly burned condition of the records of North Kingstown, it is difficult to make a full 
list of the children of Samuel Eldred Gardiner, who appear to ha\'e numbered de^en, as follows:

Samuel Eldred Gai6inet, during his early married life, lived at Kingston Hill, on what is now known at 
the "French Place," a very quaint and picturesque old house, still standing, opposite the jail. 
At about this time (1800) the foundation of the Washington Academy, at Wickford, with its seventy 
students, by the subscriptions of many of the most public-spirited citizens of Providence and Newport, 
drew the attention of the inhabitants of the South County to the subject of education, a call to which so 
intelligent and ambitious a man as Samuel Eldred Gardiner, with his many growing sons, was not slow to 
listen. So impressed was he with the importance of good schooling, that he abandoned his pleasant home at 
Little Rest and removed to Wickford in order that his children might have the advantage of the Academy. 
After the decease of her husband, the venerable Mrs. Mary Carpenter (Gardiner removed to Providence 
and lived with her son William Henry, on Pine Street, until her death, in X863. She is said to have been 
buried in Grace Church Cemetery, Providence. 

Samuel Eldred Gardiner was living as late as 1829 or 1830, but by 1832 Mary (Carpenter) (^rdiner was 
called his vndcw. His son Marinus was executor of his estate. 

Samuel Easton Gardiner, eldest son of the above, married, first. Patience Abom, by whom he had a daugh- 
ter, Mary Willett, who was bom July 2, 1819, and died May 17, 1905, and a son, Jonathan Abom, who 

was bom July 15, X823, and died March 15, 1897, having married Mary B ^ and having had a son, 

Samuel B., who was bom Aug. 14, 1845, and died Aug. 21, 1885. Samuel Easton Gardiner married, 
second, in X831, Alice Mowry, of Lime Rock, R. 1.,' by whom he had a daughter, Elisabeth Dexter, who 
was bom Sept. 6, X833, and died July 22, 1899, having married, in X8579 William Thomas Nicholson, the 
founder of the Nicholson File Works^ in Providence.

This is probably the Ephraim of whom Dr. MacSparran speaks many times, in his Diary, as being at 
work for him, especially in getting planks sawed and in cutting logs, in September, 1745. 

123 ^'Josiah Gardiner y 

Josiah Gardiner is given, in the North Kingstown records, as the first in the list of five children of 

Ephraim and Patience Gardiner, the year of his birth having been burned away, like that of the other four. 

But if he belongs among the children of the second wife. Patience, who was not married until Oct. 19, 

X761, it is evident that the date of his birth, given in the text, Jan. 4, 1760, is entirely too eariy. Indeed, 

it appears probable that the first wife, Ann, was still living at that date. 

The date of Josiah's marriage to Patience Gardiner, Sept. 3, 1780 (when he would have been only twenty 

years of age), given in the North Kingstown records, makes it likely, however, that he was not bom later 

than X760. 

It seems probable, therefore, that Josiah Gardiner, 5, was a son of Ann Coggeshall, Ephraim's first wife, 

who must have died soon after his birth. Coming, as an infant, into the care of his stepmother. Patience 

Congdon, he was naturally recorded at the head of her own four children. 

124 ''Elizabeth FonesJ' 

Elizabeth Fones, second wife of Cliristopher Gardiner, was a daughter of James Fones, of North 
Kingstown. They were married by George Thomas, Justice of Peace, in 1775. Elizabeth was probably 
of a later generation than the Elizabeth Fones who married Elder John Gardiner, about 1742, and was 
also a daughter of a James. 

125 "Thomas Boone*' 

Thomas Boone was a resident of North Kingstown, being a son of ■ and Mary. The Boone 

family had land on the Ten Rod Road^ just west of CcUatian Comers. 

126 "Sylvester Gardiner J' 

Maj. Sylvester Gardiner was a very prominent man in the Colony, both as a soldier and a legislator. 

He was a cousin of Mrs. MacSparran. He is mentioned in the Doctor's Diary, when he was no more than 

about fifteen years of age, along with his brother and his cou»n, in a familiar and affectionate manner, in 

an entry of Thursday, Sept. 12, 1745: "Eph. & Hen. & Sylv'here. A hot day." 

The record of Sylvester's marriage, in the NarraganseU Parish RegfsUr, is as follows: "JatJ 7^ Mr. F. 

Married Captain Sylvester Gardner of North Kingstown to Miss Sarah Beers of Newport, At Captain 

Joseph Cdggeshall's, The Bride being Given Away by Capt. Coggeshall." 

Major Gardiner was long a leading man in St. Paul's Church, Narragansett, and a member of t^e Vestry. 

At the meeting to arrange the reception of the parish into the Diocese of Massachusetts, in 1793, he pre* 

sided, participating, also, in December, 1799, in the action for the removing of the Church building from its 

origin^ ttte to Wickford. 

127 "John Gardiner." 

Elder John Gardiner. The author remarked, under the heading John Gardiner, 4 (William, 3; Henry, 2; 
George, i), "I have no descendants from this line.'' Farther research has, however, brought some to light. 
John, 4, is referred to in notes, deeds and family records, and is traditionally declared to have been an 
elder, probably of the Baptist Church, constituted near the place where he lived, as early as 17—% As many as 

twenty-five 
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twenty*five marriages by John Gardiner^ Elder, ranging from 1765 to 1795, are recorded in Hopksnton and In 
Charlestown and Westerly, adjoining that town. The North Kingstown records give the date of the birth 
of John Gardiner, son of William and Margaret, as Dec, 5, 1719-20. But the double year, 1719^0, has no 
apparent propriety when joined with December, and it is probable that the month qI February^ given in the 
Hopkinton records as the time of John's birth, is the right one. 

In the North Kingstown records there is found, also, the birth of a son. Job, to William and Margaret 
Gardiner. Inasmuch as the date assigned to it is identical with that of the birth of John, it follows that, 
if the entry is accurate, John and Job were, of course, twin brothers. The Colonial Records of Ehode 
Island show that John Gardiner, son of William, of South Kingstown, was admitted a freeman in X739, 
while a Job Gardiner became a freeman of North Kingstown in 1746, was a deputy in the General Assembly 
in X775, and figured somewhat at the opening of the Revolutionary War in 1776. The name of Job Gardiner 
appears also among the heads of families in East Greenwich, in the Colonial census of 1774. It seems prob- 
able, however, that this Job Gardiner was a son of Nathaniel, 3 (Benoni, 2; George, x), having been bom, 
as noted in the text, July 33, 1723. 

It is likely, therefore, that the Job recorded as the son bom Dec. 5, 1719-20 (Arnold's ViUd Record of 
Rhode Island, North Kingstown, p. 73), to William and Margaret Gardiner, dther died young, or that the 
entry is an incorrect double of the birth of John (p. 74). In the NarragQnsett Parish Register, under the date 
"Sunday March 7^ ^730," it is recorded, "There were baptised by Mr. McSparran at y* church of S* 
Paul in Narraganset 2 children of Williara Gardiner of South Kingstowne y* Son of Henry: viz: John and 
Abigail." No reference is found to Job in the i2ef»^. Soon after this period William Gardiner, the fathier 
of John, died, and his widow, Margaret, according to the records of both Hopkinton and North IGngstown, 
on Dec 26, 1736, married Isaac Austin. Before 1779, ^^^ probably long bejfore that year, she had become 
again a widow, and it is recorded in North Kingstown that John Gardiner, of Hopkinton, was then cited 
to care for his mother, Margaret Austin (or Gardiner), widow. 

Thewifeof Elder John Gardiner was Elizabeth Fones, a great-granddaughter of Capt. John Fones, whose 
house stood within a mile, at the north, of ''Smith's Castle," in North Kingstown, and whose name is well 
known in connection with "Fones's (or the Devil's Foot) Purchase,*' in the beginning of the country. 
The father of Elizabeth was James (bom in 1695), who, with his wife, Lydia, lived at Jamestown, on the 
island of Conanicut, where his father, believed to have been named Jeremiah, had lived before him. James 
was a mariner and died at Maracaibo. The marriage of John Gardiner and Elizabeth Fones is recorded in 

North Kingstown, as having been performed by William Spencer, Justice of Peace, Jan. 4, . The year 

has been burned away, but is believed to have been 1741, or soon afterwards. The surmise of Mrs. Robin- 
son, that John married a Wilhinson, is plainly founded on misinformation. 

John and Elizabeth had a daughter, whom Mrs. Gardiner named Lydia, for her mother. It is probable 
that Lydia was the eldest child in the family, inasmuch as her great-grandmother, Abigail Gardiner, widow 
of Henry, 2, in her will (July 20, X744), made her one of the four residuary legatees, calling her "Lydia, 
daughter to John Gardiner, son to said William, deceased." There is a record in Westerly, the next town 
to Hopkinton, of tfie marriage, in 1763, of Lydia Gardiner to Joseph Sheffield, although it cannot be posi- 
tively asserted that she was the daughter of Elder John. 

There is a record in Hopkinton of the marriage, March 28, 1779, by Elder Thomas West, of Susannah 
Collins to Fones Gardiner, who can hardly fail to have been a son of John and Elizabeth (Fones) Gardiner, 
In the manuscript of the Rhode Island census of 1777, filed at the State House, among the men of Hopkin- 
ton, between the ages of x6 and 50, are found the names of John Gardiner, Jr., and Fones Gardiner. Fones 
Gardiner, according to the Hopkinton records, was made a freeman April 15, 1761, and, in 1787, was one of 
the freemen who took oath against bribery and corruption {Hopkinton Rec. II, p. x). There is also known, 
by family tradition, to have been a daughter Abigail among the children of John and Elizabeth (Fones) 
Gardiner. She became the wife of Jesse Wilbur, March 4, x 784. There may have been and almost certainly 
were, several other children in the family of Elder John Gajrdiner.

Elder Gardiner appears to have spent the latter portion of his life in Richmond, R. I., near the Hopkinton 
line. 

There is in Hopkinton the following record (V, p. 87): '*John Gardiner of Hopkinton now residing ift 
Richmond to son-in-law Jesse Wilbui* of Richmond 45 acres in Hopkinton, Nov. 6, X804. Jesse Wilbur to 
John Gardiner and wife Elizabeth life lease, Nov. 6, X804." 

In September, 1792, William Thurston deeded to John Gardiner and John Gardiner, Jr., of Hopkinton, 
X3f^ acres in Hopkinton. In August, X796, there was a conveyance of land in Hopkinton, by Samud 
and Lucretia (Burdick) (Gardiner (married at Hopkinton, March I, X764) to son John Gardimr^^d^ of Hop- 
kinton. 

In March, X798, an inventory was taken at Hopkinton of the estate of John Fon$s Gardiftefp late deceased, 
at request of Zebulon Weaver, Adm. The admimstrator's wife was Mary (Gardiner, and there were children 
not named in settlement. In April, X803, John Gardiner (3d) and his wife Ruth conveyed to Samuel (Satdi- 
ner, Jr., 50 acres with Gristmill, at Shadduck'a Weir Bridge. 

In the will of Samuel (Gardiner (married to Lucretia Burdick, March X, X764), proved in or near September, 
z8x5,there are mentioned Ruth Gardiner, widow ofson John (3d) and her children, Elisha, Nancy and Martha.

He has not, app^irently, found evidences <^ the other three duldren 
named by Mn- Robtnaon.

130 **She married John Hazard.** 

John Hazard was born in 1746, and died June 26, 1813. He was called '*Wickham John," because he in- 
herited land which came into the family through his great-grandmother, Mary Wiclcham. 

131 ''InJ743:* 

It is not impossible that Henry Gardiner, 4, may have returned to South Kingstown in 1743, but the IL I. 
Coi. Rk. (V, p. 64), represent him as still in that year a Deputy from New Shoreham. This seems to be 
the one called by Dr. MacSparran, in his Diary, "Block Island Henry Gardiner." See Note 40. 

132 "Abigail Eldredr 

Abigail Eldred was a daughter of John and Margaret (Holden) and a granddaughter of Samud Eldred, 
the original settler of the name, who was at Cambridge, Mass., in 1646, and, later, removed to Stonington, 
Conn., and Kingstown, R. L In her father's will (1724), previously to her marriage, appears the bequest, 
"To daughter Abigail, £20, feather bed, mare and a new wash-leather side-saddle." 

133 ** Martha Gardiner:* 

These dates of the birth and death of Martha Gardiner differ from those given under the head of her 
husband, Thomas Gardiner, 5 (Fifth Gen., No. 321). In the original edition of the NamaanseU Churchy the 
author remarked that Thomas Gardiner, son of John, of Boston Neck, died without Issue. Dr. Mac- 
Sparran, however, under date Sept. 3, 1751, in his Diary, records that Mrs. Ma^parran on that day visited 
"Thomas Gardiner's wife, who has lately been brought to bed of a Boy," and the town records show that 
Thomas and Martha had a son born Aug. 24, 1751, whom they named Frederic. Although he may have 
died previously to his father, in accordance with Mr. Updike's statement, yet Mrs. Robinson, the author of 
this work, has discovered that Thomas Gardiner has numerous representatives, many of them descended 
from his son Benajah, now living in Connecticut. See Thomas Gardiner (Fifth (jen., No. sax). John 
Gardiner, of Boston Neck, in his will (1769), left his son Thomas a farm in Westeriy and hu best silver 
tankard. 

134 "Dorcas Gardiner Sherman.** 

Dorcas Gardiner was a daughter of William, the fourth son of the original George. She was bom about 
X690 and died in 1762. Abiel Sherman died by, or before, X742, being called "the late" in the Narragameit 
JUiister, on Dec 9th of that year. Dr. MacSparran speaks of Mrs. Sherman in his Diary. (See Note 56.) 

135 "Tabitha Gardiner.*' 

The records of South Kingstown contain the marriage of Tabitha Gardiner, a daughter of Caleb, of that 
town, and Christopher Nicholas, a son of John, of East Greenwich, March 10, X779. Christopher, accord- 
ing to the records of East Greenwich, was bom July X2, X74X. As no children of this marriage are recorded 
in either East Greenwich or South Kingstown, it is probable that Christopher and Tabitha removed to 
•ome other town, or that one or both of them did not long survive.

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136 ''Mary Gardiner*' 

There does not appear to be any record of the birth, in South Kingstown, of Mary Gardiner, a daughter of 
Caleb and Isabella (Sherman). There are recorded, in that town, the marriages of Eiisha R. Potter and

The partially destroyed records of North Kingstown show that Jeremiah Gardiner, Jr^ and Tabitha liad a 
daughter, bom Jan. X5, X741, and that Lydia Gardiner, a daughter of Jeremiah, Jr., was married to John 
Northup, by William Hall, Justice of Peace, June 8 (not Dec 30), — -. 

138 ''Amos Gardiner'^ 

The account of Amos Gardiner, 4, a son of Jeremiah, 3 Qeremiah, 3; George, x) and Tabitha Gardiner, 4 
(Nicholas, 3; George, 3; George, x), in the ruinous condition of the North Kingstown records, b confused 
and contradictory. There is a record of a son bora to them in X758, the name being destroyed, and that 
date (Dec. 7, X758) is, with considerable probability, assigned by the author (Third Gen., No. 6g) to the 
birth of Amos. But, in case of its correctness, the suggestion, in the text (No. 142) that Amos may have 
been a twin with Mary, bom July 30, X750, and the statement that he was married, first, in 1770, fall, 
of course, to the ground. The conjecture of the text that he married, in 1794, Sarah Watson, aa a second wife, 
is based upon a record that somo Amos Gardiner, son "of Jo ■ , of North Kingstown,*' was married, by El- 
der Philip Jenkins, Jan. 7, 1794, ^ Sarah Watson, a daughter of Stephen Champlin, of South ICingstown, 
and has little to verify it. The date of the death of Amos is variously stated, in different parts of the text 
( Nos. 60, 142, 2g/ and S^o) as X803 and X805. The latter is the more probable, that being shown by the inven- 
tory to have been the time of the distribution of his estate, at Floyd, Oneida Co., N. Y. With present know- 
ledge, it does not appear possible to reconcile all the statements about Amos or to substitute more 
correct ones. * 

139 "His first wife:' 

Arnold's Vital Record of R. L (South Kingstown, p. 44) gives a son of Thomas and Mary between Richard 
and Tabitha, bom March 33, X746, and named Thomas. He may be the Thomas married to Abigail Paiioer, 
June3X, X764. 

140 "May Jj, 1770." 

The Narragansett Parish Register has the record, on Siuiday, May X3f I770» of the baptism by the Rev. 
Samuel Fayerweather, of a male child of Mrs. Katherine Gardiner, wife of Thomas, a Friend, by the name 
of Samuel Fayerweather. 

141 "In 1744:' 

Inasmuch as Samuel Gardiner, 4 (Samuel, 3; George, 3; George, l), had been in X734 admitted a freeman 
from East Greenwich, it is improbable that he is identical with the Samuel (Gardiner who was admitted 
a freeman from Exeter in X744. 

142 "Mary Nichols:' 

Arnold's Vital Record of R. I. (East Greenwich), gives the birth of Anne NichoIs» daughter of Thomas (son | 
of John, of Coventry) and Martha, July 3, 1755. I^j | 
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143 "i4 daughter of David.** 

David Greene, 5 (David, 4; David, 3; James, 2; John, i), was the elder of the two sons of David, 4, and was 
bom (The Greenes of Rhode Island, p. 2x9), Aug. 25, 1728. He was made a freeman of Jamestown, R. I., 

April 30, 1754. He was a farmer and. lame. His first wife, Elizabeth ^ died April 8, 1783, in her 

fifty-third year (The Greenes of R. J., as above). His second wife was Esther , who died Jan. 30^ 1788. 

HediedAug. 8,1789. 

144 ** Mary Gardiner" 

It is probable that Mary Gardiner, a daughter of Robert, 3 (George, 2; George, x), was bora conttderably 
later than the hypotheiical date of X724. The records of Exeter show that she was married, as given above, 
Aug. 25, 1754, ^o William Hall, bora Aug. 3, 1734. It is unlikely, in view of the customs of that day, that 
she was thirty years of age at the time of her marriage to a man of twenty. 

144a "Samuel Gardiner" 

Samuel Gardiner, 4, removed to Hopldnton, R. I., as early as 1761, and became a deacon of a church there 
in 1772. In his will he mentions three sons and eight daughters, John, Thomas Potter, Samuel (who married 
Ruth Wells), Lucy Greene, Lydia (married in X773), Mary (married in X775), Ruth, Susanna Burdick; Nancy 
Gardiner, Fanny Lewis and Dorcas Williams. Deacon Samuel Gardiner died July 29, 18x5. Hb second 
wife, Lucretia, died before 1805. John Thomas Potter, Lucy, Lydia, Mary, Ruth and Susannah were prob- 
ably children of the first wife. Nancy and Samuel were pretty certainly children of the second wife, as were 
probably the other two. The Charlestown Records contain the marriage, Aug. 20, 1767, of William Gieene, 
of Charlestown, and Luci Gardiner, of Hopldnton. 

14s "Elizabeth {Gardiner) Bentley" 

In addition to the three children assigned, in the text, to John and Elizabeth Bentley, there are recorded 
in Richmond, as children of some John and Elizabeth Bentley, also three others, Lucy, Niles and WUiank. 
It is, however, very doubtful if any of these six are the children of John and Elizabeth (Gardiner) Bentley, 
who were married May 30, x 727. The eldest of the children was born in x 741 , about fourteen years after the 
marriage, and the youngest in X757, thirty years afterwards. It is more likely that the John Bentley, who is 
mentioned in the note above and whose marriage to Mary Cottrell is duly recorded in Richmond, was a 
son of the John and Elizabeth of the text. 

146. "Children of Thomas Gardiner.*' 

In South Kingstown there is reoorded the marriage of Thomas Gardiner and Mary Higginbottom by 

Ephraim Gardiner, Justice, April 12, X744. It seems probable, although by no means certain, that this is 

the Thomas, 4 (William, 3; William, 2; George, x), in the text. Mary Higginbottom (or Higg^botham) 

was a daughter of Charles and Mary, of South Kingstown, and was bora Oct. X9, 1727, the year after the 

death of an older daughter, of the same Christian name. Dr. Charles Higginbotham, the father, is recorded 

among the s>ewholder8 of St. Paul's Church, Narragansett, and was a prominent man in the oonmiunity.

This is probably a late (perhaps second) marriage of the Abiel of the text, or» 
possibly, that of a son. No children of the marriage are recorded In South Kingstown.

Joseph Jess is frequently mentioned by Dr. MacSparran, in his Diary. The Jessesy as the Doctor spelled 

the name, were near neighbors of Capt. Benoni Sweet, at the northerly end of RUtge HiiL 

150 ''Mary Wickes:' 

Mary Wickes was a daughter of Thomas Wtckes, of Warwick, who was bom, Sept. 8, 17x5, upon the estate 
assigned to John Wickes, his great-grandfather, on the first settlement of the town, prior to 1647, and 
continuing in the possession of the family for eight generations. 

Thomas Wickes married Ruth Brown, a daughter of William, of South Kingstown, and a sister of Robert, 
the father of Rowland, who was thus a first cousin of his wife. Mary \^^ckes was baptized by Rev. Dr. 
MacSparran, May 19, 1753. 

151 "Hannah Fry:' 

Hannah Fry was a granddaughter of Gov. Thomas Fry, who occupied that office from August, X737, to 
May, 1729, and, on her mother's side, a granddaughter of Capt. Samuel Greene, of Apponaug. Her 
sister Sarah married "King Richard Greene, of Potowomut.'* 

152 ''Married Rowland Hazard:* 

Rowland Hazard was bom in 1762 and died in 1834, being a ton of Jeremiah, 5 (Robert, 4; Jeremiah, 
3; Robert 2; Thomas, x). Rowland and Elizabeth had five children: x. Mary; 2. Elizabeth (married Nicholas 
(Gardiner, of Exeter); 3. Ruth (married Elbha R. Potter, of South Kingstown); 4. Esther; 5. Rodman 
Hazard (born X797, died X842). 

153 " He was a Deputy :* 

Ezeldel Gardiner was a deputy from North Kingstown, also, in X765. In X7S6 he does not appear to have 
served in that office. 

154 "Bom July 2, 1745:* 

An indistinct pencilled note seems to record that George Gardiner, 5, removed to Ontario Co., N. Y., where 
he married and had children, viz, Mary, George, Dorcas (who married Eleazer Ingraham), and A 

Gardiner. 

155 ''Joseph Watson, Jr:* 

It is recorded in South Kingstown that Hannah Gardiner, of North Kingstown, and Jeffrey Watsoo, Jr., of 
South Kingstown, were married by Rev. Samuel Albro, March 24, X757. 

156 "Amie {Gardiner) Boss:* 

Amie was the eldest daughter of Stephen Gardiner, 3 (Benoni, 2; George, x), and was bom June 13, X70i* 
See Note 30. 

157 "Ezekiel Sheffield:* 

It is recorded, in New Shoreham, that Ezeldel Sheffield and Hannah Westcott were married there by John 
Littlefield, Warden, May 4, 1760, and that they had two children bom there, Edmund, May 27, X760, and 
Elizabeth, Jan. xo, 1764. 

158 "George Gardiner Champlin:* 

There appears to be no record of a marriage of this George Gardiner Champlin, in Exeter. On Dec. x, x8x x, 
occurred the marriage of Mary Wilcox, of South Kingstown, and George G. Champtin, of Exeter, who was 

probably 
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probably George Gardiner Champltn, and may well have been a son of George Gardiner Champlin, born July 
19* 1754* In another Exeter record, Sylvester W. Champlin, bom Aug. ii, 1813, appears as a son of 
George G. and Mary. 

159 ^'Stephen Ckamplin was born Feb. ig, 1761.^' 

Nothing farther than this record is known concerning Stephen Champlin, 5 (Mary Gardiner, 4; George, 3; 
Nicholas, 2; George, l). There is, however, recorded in Exeter the marriage, by Elder Eliot Locke, Feb. 9, 
1796, of Dorcas Dawley and Stephen Champlin, who may well have been the Stephen of the text, except in 
view of his unusual age of thirty-five years.

The Greenes of Ekadelsland^ p. I30,ttatesthat David Greene, 4, was bora at Jamestown, R. I., Sept. 11, 1701. 

162 "Job and Bridget:' 

Bridget (Gardiner) Sherman was the only daughter of Benoni Gardiner, 2, son of George, x. She was bora 
Nov. 8, 1687, and married Job Sherman Dec. 23, 17x4. 

163 *'As second wife:* 

The fifth child of John Watson, Jr.. and Isabel, born Sept. 3, X746, is given in Arnold's Vilal Record of Rhode 
Jdand (South Kingstown, p. 58), as Mary, rather than Mercy. 

164 "John Case Talked hard:' 

John Case, Esq., was a resident of Tower Hill, occupying the "Quaker Hill Farm." He was a devoted and 
liberal supporter, as well as an exemplary member, of St. Paul's Church, Narragansett. He was bora about 
170X, and died in X77a By his will he devised his Tower Hill estate to the S. P. G. towards the support of 
a locd bishop of the Church of England. 

165 "SamudFotherpU:' 

"Samuel Fothergill,also, the calm and persuasive Quaker, passed at this time a half year in Newport in the 
bouse of his brother-in-law, John Proud, and Qualoerism throve under his gentle teaching." Greene's Short 
History of Rhode Island, p. X59. At about this period there was a physician in London, Dr. John Fothergill, 
with whom young Dr. Waterhouse of Newport studied, and who may have been a relative of Samuel. 

166 "Oldrich:' 

The Aldrich family belonged in Providence and Smithfield. Samuel Aldrich, in May, 1706, had leather, 
worth 1X8. 3d., taken from him. as a fine for not training, he being a Quaker. Samuel had four sons, and it 
is not unlikely that the "very able" preacher, on this occasion, was one of them, or, perhaps, a son of one. ' 
A nephew of Samuel David Aldrich appears to have lived in North Kingstown, and was, probably, also 
a Quaker* 

167 "Scribings:' 

James Sen ven (usually, but inoorrectly« called Scritibens) was a quite notable character of his day. He came 
from Long Island to live in South Kingstown, about X732, marrying Hannah Sherman, of North Kingstown. 
With very narrow abilities in common life, being hardly able to eara a living, he was yet "a most wonderful 
preadier." A hwycr of some repute was so much affected by his preaching that he bagged to be introduced 
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to such "a very sensible and learned man." But, on attempting to oonverse with him, he exdaimed, "Why, 
he is a fooll" Yet once, in a verbal passage at arms with the Rev. Dr. MacSparran, the humble Quaker 
preacher came out decidedly the better. 

i6S "Mary Wantonr 

Mary Wanton, the Mrs. Coggeshall at whose funeral Mr. Watson was present, was bom in 1709% being a 
daughter of Michael Wanton (born 1679), a brother of Governors William and John Wanton, and the fifth 
son of the Rhode Island founders of the family, Edward and Elizabeth. Mary Wanton was a great^grand* 
mother of Gen. Silas Casey and a great-great-grandmother of Gen. Thomas Lincoln Casey, Thomas C 
Greene and William Maxwell Greene. 

169 *' Hannah Gardiner.** 

Hannah Gardiner was a daughter of Sylvester, 4 (Nicholas, 3; Nicholas, 2; George, i) and Lydia (Dawley) 
Gardiner, of North Kinsgtown. 

170 *'Bam Feb. 16, 1746'' 

Arnold's Vital Record of Rhode Island (South Kingstown, p. 58) gives the date of Bathsheba Watson's 
birth as Sept. 16, I748,and that of her marriage as April 30, 1767. Bathsheba Watson and her sister Sarah 
married brothers. 
The last two children given here, John and Elizabeth, are not recorded in Arnold. 

171 *'Bom Aug. 15,1749:* 

There is recorded, in Exeter, the marriage of William, son of John Champlin, deceased, and Abigail Sherman, 
a daughter of Eber. If this is the Wlliam above, he would have attained the unusual age of forty years, 
at the time of his marriage. It may be that John Champlin ( No. 943) had a son William. 

172 ^^Married Mercy Watson.** 

This seems to conflict with the statements in the text, that Mercy Watson, a daughter of John, Jr., 
married Babcock, and that her sister Bridget married Abijah Babcock. (^ No. 721 and No, ^23.) 

173 ^'Patience Watson.** 

It is recorded, in North Kingstown, that on Nov. 35, i803, Alexander Gardiner and Mrs. Patience Watson 
were married by Elder Benjamin Weight, indicating that the lady was a widow. If she were an unmarried 
daughter of Stephen and Abigail (Arnold) Watson, she must have been of the age of about forty yean^ 
unusual for a first marriage. It does not seem possible, at the present time, to identify Alexander Gardiner* 

174 ''Elizabeth Watson.** 

TheGreenes of Rhode Island does not appear to cxmtaln a record of the marriage of Elizabeth Watson to a 
son of David Greene. There is, however, a record (pp. 351, 5x8) of the marriage of Elizabeth (Sreene; a 
daughter of "David Greene, 6, of North Kingstown** (David, 5; David, 4; David, 3; James, 3; John, i), bom 
May Z9 (17?), 1787, to Champlin "Watson, of ^Vatson Hill, New York." It is not impossible that the 
Elizabeth Watson ( No. g/S) of the text was bom a Greene, and was the vrije of Champlin Watson ( No. P77}» 
rather than his sister. 

175 ''AbigaU Watson.** 

There is a record, in Richmond, of the marriage, Feb. 9, X759, of Abigail Watson and Caleb Foster. It Is 
not unlikely that she may be the Abigail Watson of the text, whose brother Simeon was married in Rich' 
mond shortly before. 

176 *' Jeremiah Broum J* 

The Westeriy records show that Benjamin and Abigail Brown bad a son John, bora April 3, T739, betweea 
James and Jeremiah. I 

The Exeter records give the marriage of a Jeremiah Brown and Amie Tanner on Jan. 19, ITS^. 

in 
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177 "Married Isabella Watson.'' 

This does not seem to harmonize with statements that Bridgei Watson (daughter of John, Jr.)» born in 174 1, 
married Abijah Babcoclc, a son of David and Dorcas (Brown) Baboock, and that her sister Mercy ^ bom in 
1 746, married a Babcock, possibly Abijah* as a second wife. Isabella is said to have married Peieg Gardiner, 

178 **Peter WelUr 

It is recorded in South Kingstown that Peter Wells, of Westerly, presumably the Peter of the text, was mar- 
ried to Elizabeth Carpenter, of South Kingstown, by Joseph Crandall, Justice, March 1, 1759. 

179 ''Joshua Clark:' 

There is recorded in Richmond, in addition to the eight children of William and Rebecca Clark, recorded in 
Charlestown and given In the text, a daughter Rebecca, bom June 13, 1748, between Peter and Joshua. 

180 '*He died September 16. ITS?-** 

Beside the Peter Wells (No. 242) of the text, who was a son of Peter and Ann (Watson) Wells, and who 
married, Dec. 11, 1733, Elizabeth Sweet, a daughter of William, there was liiang at the same period another 
Peter Wells, who was a son of Jonathan and Sarah (Sweet) Wells, and who married, July 2, 1746, another 
Elizabeth Sweet, a daughter of Richard^ of West Greenwich. The records of East Green^-ich seem to show 
that the "Elizabeth, wife of Peter," who died Sept. 13, 1757, and the Peter who followed her so soon, on 
Sept. z6, 1757, ve<^ the latter, rather than, as stated in the text, the former. These deaths accompany the 
records of the family of Jonathan Wells in the above town, rather than those of Peter Wells, Sr., which are 
In South Kinzstown, 

It is also recorded in East Greenwich that "Sarah Wells, sd daughter of Peter," died Sept. 18, 1757 (only 
five days after her mother, and two after her father). This cannot be the Peter who was a son of Peter 
and Ann, inasmuch as he does not appear to have had a daughter Sarah, and his second daughter was named 
Dinah (changed to Elizabeth). 

181 "Acorsi?) Rathbone:* 

In the original entry of Dorcas WelU (No. 245) in the Third Generation^ it is recorded that she married 
Joshua Rathbone and had, on record, one child, Joshua. No record is found of a secojid child, as in the text. 

182 "Born Dec. 17, 173V 

The North Kingstown records show that John and Sarah Sheldon had a daughter (name burned away) bora 
May 21, 1728, exactly one year before Herodias, the first child given in the text. This entry makes date of 
marriage, 1726-7, more probable than 1727-8, both of which are given. 

183 "Feb. 2, 1796:' 

The Newport records, in addition to the son Gardiner given in the text, attribute to William and Frances 
Benson also a son George, bom Aug. 20, 1751. 

184 "William Athertonr 

It is very doubtful whether the Sarah Wanton, who married William Atherton, Dec 13, x 784, was a daughter 
of Capt. Peter and Elizabeth (Gardiner) Wanton. The record in the parish register of Trinity Church, 
Newport, reads as f6llows: 

"Dec. 13, X784, William Atherton, of Jamaica, was married to Mrs. Sarah Wanton." 
On the tablet commemorating her, set up in the church by her husband, in November, 1788, is the follow- 
ing touching inscription: 

"Sacred may this marble long remain (the just tribute of a husband's affections) to the Memory of Mrs. 
Sarah Atherton, wife of William Atherton, of Jamaica, Esq., and daughter of JaUeel Brenton, Esq., and 
Mary his wife, of Newport, who was translated from this to a happier State, on the 19th of June {J.uly?], 
I787ff etgtd 35 years; while her Ashes rest entombed In the Clifton burying-ground in this Tow^n. 
If an assemblage of all the Virtues which adorn and dignify the Soul, united to Elegance of Person and Re- 
finement of manners, could have rescued her from Death, she still had lived." 
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Mrs. Athertoa (Sarah Brenton) had been oreviously married (Jan. 22, X775)» && a second wife» to Joseph 
Wanton, Jr., a son of Governor Joseph and a grandson of Governor Wiliiam Wanton. 

185 "Willett Carpenter:' 

Joseph and Mary (Wiliett) Carpenter had two sons named Willett, one bom June 8, 17x49 and the other* as 
inthetextjan.5.1736. The jSri/ Wiliett Carpenter had been named one of the two heirs of the family 
estate in Boston Neck, but died before coming into possession. His brother Francis became heir of the whole 
estate, the second A^^Uett being excluded. 

186 ''WiUeU Carpenter:' 

Willefct Carpenter, who married Betsey (Elizabeth) Case, is given, by Mr. Updike (History of the Narragan^ 
sett Church, 2 ed. II, 22), as the eldest son of Francis and Esther (Helme) Carpenter, instead of as a son of 
WiUett and Ann (Gardiner) Carpenter, as in the text. Wiliett Carpenter, Esq., occupied the Wiliett fam- 
ily estate in Boston Neck, at the time of the publication of the first edition of the History of the Narra^tn^ 
sett Churchy in 1847, and, with his family, was well known by Mr. Updike. The Rev. James H. Carpenter, 
sometime rector of the Episcopal Chuich of the Ascension, Wakefield, R. L, Powell H. Carpenter, late of 
Providence, Francis Wiliett Carpenter, Joseph Case Carpenter, and Benjamin Carpenter were sons of WH- 
let and Elizabeth (Case) Carpenter, who were married Oct. 4, x8oi. 

Several of the children assigned to WilleU andilnn, in the text, i. e. Francis, Esther, Wiliett (as above), 
and Abigail, correspond to those given by Mr. Updike to Francis and Esther^ no doubt correctly. 
The list of children of Francis and Esther (Helme) Carpenter, given by Mr. Updike, b as folbws:

2. Wiliett, living in 1847- 

3. James. 

4. Frauds. 

5. Mary, who married Samuel (Gardiner.

The early death of the first Frands (1775) accounts for his omission in Mr. Updike's list, prepared seventy 
years later, as it does also for the occupation of the estate by his younger brother, Wiliett (b. 1772). 
It b likely that the nunous condition of the Kingstown records led the author to mistake the fanuly of 
Frands Carpenter for that of his brother Wiliett, the names of the parents being partially buraed. The 
marriage of Wiliett Carpenter and Ann Gardiner Guly i, X7^») is duly recorded in Newport, but there 
is no record of their children there, or, so far as the Editor knows, anywhere else. 

187 "Caleb Gardiner:' 

While the connection of Caleb Gardiner, of Newport, with the Gardiners of Narragansett is rather protn 
lematical and uncertain, on account of the doubt as to his father's being a son of Joseph, 2 ((George, i), he 
b yet worthy of record as a very prominent and influential dtizen. By hb first wife» Dr. Robinson's 
daughter, he had five children. 

The father of his second wife, Samuel Fowler, was also a man of repute in Newport^ hb house bdng still 
(or very lately) standing on the west side of Thames Street, two or three doors south of the Ptovideooe 
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Steamboat Wharf, He was bom Nov. 5, 1720, and died Nov. 17, 1794. By Sarah Fowler, Caleb Gardiner 
had other five children. One of them was named for his grandfather, Samuel Fowler Gardiner, and perished 
in the burning of the Ocean House, on Bellevue Avenue, Newport, in the summer of 1845. 
During the Revolution Captain Gardiner enjoyed the confidence of both the American forces and the French, 
being appointed French consul for the district at the establishment of peace. At his house, now (or re- 
cently) owned by the heirs of the late Dr. Daniel Watson, he entertained the distinguished officers of the 
allied armies. (Mason's Annals of Trinity Ckurch, Newport, p. 221.) 

188 "Daniel Gardiner^ 

Daniel Gardiner, who appears here as a son of WiiUam^ 3 (Joseph, 2; George, i), is csdled by the author, 
in her earlier work, The Hazard Family (p. 96), a son of Nathan. 

189 "Sands{?)Gardinerr 

Sands Gardiner is called in The Hazard Family (p. 97) only NUes, the alternative name given in the text. 

190 ''Peter B. PhiUipsr 

Gen. Peter B. Phillips was a son of Major Samuel and Dorothy (Bovyer) Phillips, of North !Qi4;stown» 
near Wickford, where he lived at the large family residence, still standing (1912). Major Samuel oom- 
xnanded one of the five boats in Colonel Barton's expedition, in 1777, for the capture of General Presoott, 
at Portsmouth, on Rhode Island. 

191 '*Bom Nov. a^, j8oo" 

The North Kingstown records give a daughter, Iwitl Cole (Browning), bom Aug. 13, 1804, between Sarah C. 
and Abby Ann Congdon. 

192 **She married PeUr Semmons (JSinton?)^ s. p." 

The author, in accordance with general tradition, records that the beautiful and unfortunate Mrs. Hannah 
(Robinson) Simon died without issue. There is, however, ground for believing that this view is erroneous. 
Mr. Wm. W. Chapin, of Providence, has discovered some interesting facts which favor an opponte con- 
clusion. 

The late Doctor William ("Billy") Bowen, of Providence, is represented, by Mr. Updike, in the History of 
ihe Narragansett Church (Vol. I, new ed. p. 230), as having frequently visited at Rowland Robinson's, in 
Boston Neck, and conversed about the beauty of his daughter Hannah. There is reason to believe that 
there was considerable intimacy between members of the Bowen family and the Robinsons. Benjamin 
Bowen, a second cousin of Dr. William, died Feb. 21, 1784, in the fifty-seventh year of his age. In a dause 
of his will, he gives to Hannah Simon the household furniture which came into his hands from her mother, 
Hannah Simon (undoubtedly originally Hannah Robinson). It is said in Representative Men and (Xd 
Families of Rhode Island (p. 1009), that Hannah Simon, daughter of Hannah Simon, became the wife of Dr. 
Joseph Bowen, of Glocester, R. I., a son of Benjamin Bowen. In the Glocester records there appeara a 
granddaughter of Dr. Joseph Bowen, with the name of Hannah RohinsonBowen (bom April x6, 1841), show- 
ing, beyond much question, that her grandmother, Mrs. Hannah (Simon) Bowen, was the daughter of 
Hannah Robinson, who married Peter Simon (or Simons). There are also, in the same town, records of 
the births of Hannah Simon Bowen, born Aug. 7, 1857, and Herbert Robinson Bowen^ bom Aug. 25, 1861, 
both, as well as the Hannah above, children of Govis H., a son of Dr. Joseph Bowen. 
The drcumstanoes attending the passing of the household furniture of Mrs. Hannah (Robinson) Simon into 
the hands of Benjamin Bowen are not now known. 

The quaint and pathetic inscription upon the gravestone of Benjamin Bowen, in St. John's Chusthyardt 
Providence, alludes to an unjust aspersion which clouded his memory: 

''The sculptured stone in vain essays 

Thy worth, dear Bowen, to impart, 
Ab epitaph of nobler praise 
Is written on the feeling Heart. 

Yet 
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Yet Ah! accept the sculptor's aid 

Thy injured memory to save, 
For soon that record must be laid 

Beside thee in the silent grave." 

193 *'Jan. 3, 1784.'* 

Another account gives Dte. 28, 17S3, as the date of the marriage of William Robinson and Ann Scott. Wil* 
liam Robinson, in some accounts, is styled William R. Robinson. He died shortly previous to his father, 
without issue. He had been, for several years, a warden of Trinity Church, Newport. The full name of 
Dr. Mann, whom Mrs. Robinson married as a second husband, was John Preston Mann. He was, for some 
years, a vestryman of Trinity Church. Mr. Mason, in his Annals of Trinity Ckureh, Newport (p. 164), 
records the date of Mrs. Mann's death as Oct. 10, 1841, rather than 1839, as given in the text, and her age 
as seventyHseven years. 

194 ''Frederick Gardiner.^' 

If, as there seems to be no reason to doubt, the author is correct in stating that Frederick Gardiner lived to 
marry, the assertion of the History of the Narraganseli Church (Vol. 1, 135, 2 ed.), that Thomas (his father) 
died "without issue," is, probably, if only on that ground, an error. But, beside, there can be little question 
that the "Frederick Gardiner, Esq.," who is recorded as having been present at a meeting of St. Patd's Cor- 
poration, at the Glebe House, Feb. 25, 1793, a half-dozen years after Thomas' death, was the Frederick of 
the text. 



195 ''He married, second, Sarah ." 

It is not now possible to find a certain record of a second marriage of Amos (Gardiner. It b recorded in 

South Kingstown that "Amos Gardiner, son of Jo , of North Kingstown, was married to Sarah 

Watson, a daughter of Stephen Champlin, of South Kingstown, Jan. 7, 1794," L e. three or four years after 
the date of his will and when he was sbcty*four years of age* He may, of course, have Cved several years 
after maldng his will. 

196 "He married Eunice Hazard.'* . 

Eunice Hatard was a daughter of "Virginia Tom" Hazard, by his second wife, Eunice Rhodes. The dght 
children of this marriage were accustomed to spell their name Hasxard. Several of them settled in Prince 
Edward Island, and from them the Haszards now living in that island are descended. 

197 "Died Aug. SflSjl" 

Daniel Updike, of East Greenwich, according to a notice in the Providence Journal, drawn by William G. 
Goddard, Esq. {History oj the NarraganseU Church, 2 ed. II, p. 24), "died at his residence in East Green- 
wich, on the fifteenth of June, 1842, at the advanced age of eighty-one years." 

Mrs. Anstis Lee, also, in her "Narrative of a Horseback Journey to Connecticut in 1791" {History of Nar» 
raganseU Church, 2 ed. Ill, loi), names, as her companion, "my oldest brother, Daniel Updike, who lately 
died at East Greenwich, in June, 1842, at the advanced age of 8x years." A full account of Mr. Updike will 
be found in the above History (Vol. II, pp. 24, 25). The statement in the text, that he married Elizabeth 
Wall, is incorrect. She was the wife of his cousin, Daniel Eldred Updike, of Wickford, Collector of the Port 
of North Kingstown. Daniel Updike, of East Greenwich, married Miss Ardeliva Arnold, a daughter of 
Colonel William, the proprietor of Arnold's Hotel, at East Greenwich, and a merchant in the West India 
trade. After the decease of Colonel Arnold, the hotel became the Updike House, still (19x7) ejdsting in 
East Green^ch. There is extant an interesting account of a Spinning Bee, held in the eld Kent County 
Court House, April 21, 1789, to encourage domestic manufactures, when Arddissa Armeld and her elder 
sister Lydia, with forty-one other patriotic ladies, spun, in competition, 173 skeins of yam, between sunrise 
and sunset, bi the presence of an excited multitude, not a few of them gentlemen. 

Daniel and Ardelissa (Arnold) Updike left one son and two daughters^ Alice and Abby, vko long continued 
to maintain the Updike House. The name of the son is believed to have been Lodowick*

198 ''Anslress Updike:' 

The Christian name of Lodowick Updike's third child is believed to have been Anslis, rather than Anstress, 
She was bom in North Kingstown, June 20, 1765, and married William Lee, Sept. 25, 181 1. At the time 
of her death, in 1864, she was living in Wickford, and, although she had reached her one hundredth year, 
it was caused by an accident, rather than by old age. She was a woman of strong personality. Apparently 
with a premonition of her longevity, on selling a piece of real estate near the Arcade in Providence to Mr. 
Alexander Duncan, when she was about seventy years of age, she readily accepted the offered privilege of 
receiving the consideration for it in the form of an annuity, thereby, by reason of her long survival, deriving 
great advantage. Mrs. Lee had no children. She left a legacy to St. Paul's Church. Her sprightly "Nar- 
rative of a Horseback Journey to Connecticut in 1791 " is preserved in the Hist, of the Narr. Church (2 ed. 
Ill, p. loz). 

199 '*Mary Updike. 2dr 

Mary Updike, 2d, was bom, in North Kingstown, about X77O9 and married Capt. Nathaniel Mundy. She 
died Aug. 26, 1842, without chfldren. 

200 ''Abigail Updiker 

Abigail Updike was bora at North Kingstown June 10, 1769, and married, about 1800, Joseph Reynolds, 
of Exeter. She died Dec. 19, 2862. Mrs. Reynolds was survived by two sons, Alfred and Edwin Halsey, 
and several grandchildren, the children of the latter. She left a fragrant memory of uncommon gentleness. 
In 1874 her sons placed a chancel window. In her memory, in St. Paul's Church, \\^ckford, the Old Narra- 
gaiisett parish of her ancestors. 

aoi ''Sarah Updike^ 

Sarah Updike was bom in North Kingstown, June 10, 1771, and died May 6, 1850. Her son, D. Updike 
Hagan, bora 1809, lived at Cranston, in the vicinity of Providence, until within a few years (1912), and 
left a son. 

202 "Lydia Updike:* 

Lydia Updike was born at North Kingstown, April 29, 1772, and married Frederick Crary, by whom she 
had several children. Mrs. Crary died at Middleport, 0., May 2, x 866. 

203 "Lodowick Updike:' 

Lodowick Updike, Jr., was bora in North Kingstown, Aug. 15, 1777, and married Rhoda Baker, by whom 
he had a son and a daughter, both of them dying unmarried. He was a warden of St. Paul's Church, Wick- 
ford, in 1807. He lived, at different periods, in Philadelphia, Havana, Brazil, and New York, in the latter 
of which he is believed to have been in business and to have died (at an uncertain date). 

204 "Alfred Updike:* 

Alfred Updike married Dorcas Eldred Reynolds, having no children, the date of his death being April 25, 
1869. He was known as Captain Updike. His residence, still standing, was on the south side of Main 
Street, Wickford, a few rods west of Bridge Street, and was occupied for several years, after his death, by 
Miss Catharine Updike, the daughter of his brother Lodowick. 

205 "GUberi Updike:' 

Gilbert Updike was bora in North Kingstown, Sept. 8, 1781. He married Hannah Dermis, of Newport, 
by whom he had a son, Dennis, and a daughter. Mr. Updike removed to the West, where he died. 
All the above dates of birth. In the family of Lodowick Updike, have been taken from a fine old Latin fam- 
ily Bible, of X607, now the property of Daniel Berkdey Updike, of Boston. 

206 "WUkins Updike:' 

WiUdns Updike was a distinguished lawyer of Rhode Island and the author of the History of the NanatjU^ 
hU Church and of Memoirs of the Ehode Island Bar. He died Jan. 14, 1867.

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Children of Wilkins and Abigail (Watson) Updice 

Thomas Bowdoin, bora 1810; died in 1892. 

Isabella Watson, born Feb. 28, 18x2; married Richard Kidder Randolph. 

Abby Antonia, bom July 20, 1813; married Henry A. Hidden. 

Mary Anstis, bom July 20, 18x4; married Samuel Rodman. 

Walter Watson, bom April 17, X817; married Prudence Page, and died in x86x. 

Aritis Taylor, bom January, X819; died unmarried in 1875. 

Angelina, born August, X820; married John F. Greene, o£ Warwick, and died In 1877. 

Elizabeth Townsend, bom X823; died in 1841, unmarried. 

Caesar Augustus, bom March 7, 1824; married Elizabeth Bigelow Adams^ and died in X877, leaving oam 

•on, Daniel Berkeley. 

Caroline Matilda, bom in X826; married John Eddy, of Providence. 

Daniel, bom in 1833; died at about the age of nineteen. 

There was also a daughter Alice, who died in infancy. 

207 *' William Gardiner, ^^ 

William Gardiner was brought up by his uncle, Dr. Sylvester Gardiner, of Boston. Soon after having been 
set up in business, by his father, in Hartford, he was killed by the explosion of the powderhouse, in that 
town, on the occasion of celebrating the repeal of the Stamp Act, in 1766. His son James, noted in the text, 
received "100 Spanish milled dollars, when of the age of 2X," also "two silver candlesticks," in the will of 
his grandmother, Mn. Mary (Taylor) Gardiner, made in 1773. The widow of William Gaxtliner, who died 
in X766, married Ralph Pomeroy, Esq., a lawyer of Hartford, by whom she had four children. An interest* 
ing old portrait in oils of young Mr. Gardiner (William) is in the possession of his great-grand-nephew^ 
Daniel Berkeley Updike. 

208 ^'Colonel McRea of the United States Army^ 

Col. William McRea was of Irish descent, his father having married Miss Allison, of Pennsylvania, a sister 
of the Rev. Dr. Allison, of Baltimore. In the year X79X the future Colonel McRea was appointed a lieu* 
tenant in the United States service, seeing active service in the Northwestem Territory and distingui^ing 
himself under General Jackson, during the campaign in Louisiana, in the war of X8X4. Colonel McRea 
died of Asiatic cholera, Nov. 3, 1832, at the age of sixty-five years. Mrs. McRea was still living in Newport 
as late as X847. 

209 ^'Children of Colonel John.'* 

John C}ardiner, of Boston Neck, bequeathed to his son John, known as *'Colond John Gardiner/* "all the 
old homestead farm, whereon Son Amos now liveth," supposed to be the estate at Bonnet Point and We»- 
quage Beach. 

There exists a manuscript of unknown date, with the heading, '*The loss of the Anastatia & the miraculous 
escape of Lieut. Drummond of the Royal Navy, who commanded the said Ship, and its crew by means of 
a Bullock.*' The account proceeds to say: "The above is on a print hanging up in the CoL John Gardiner 
house, in Boston Neck, which was struck by Lieut. Dmmmond and sent to him from London. There is 
the Ship driven on shore, at Wesquage, in a storm, with the surf bursting over her stem, the crew on the 
bow out of water, on the beach, and the people on the shore. Neither could the crew get oCF nor a boat 
to her. The Anastasia was a British Tender, with stock on board, and the officers put an ox overboard 
and fastened a rope to his homs. After the loss of several, one reached the shore, and, by means of this 
rope, the officers and crew escaped from the Ship to the beach. CoL Gardiner and his wife are represented 
on the beach, and the maid and two of his childien. The Cblond treated the shipwrecked with the greatest 
kindness and hospitality." The above-mentioned print was loi^ since removed from the Gardiner house 
(still standing at Wesquage), but is said to be yet in enstence, in the possession of a family lower down the 
Neck. The order of the seven children of Colonel Gardiner, as given in the text, is quite different from that 
•Migned to them by Mr. Updike, in the History of ike NarraganseU Church (ad ed. VoL II, p. X05), bat 
nmy be the more correct one. No record of the dates of thdr birth seems to be in existence. 
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210 **Sylvester Gardifter." 

After the death of G>1. John Gardber, in 1808, it appears that the Gardiner homestead became the residence 
of his son, Sylvester. It would not, however, seem that he spent there the whole of the remainder of his 
life. Mr. Wilkins Updike, his cousin, in a letter of June 20, 1862, speaks of "Sylvester Gardiner, the son 
of John and grandson of John, the brother of Dr. Gardiner, of Boston," adding that he "died some years 
ago, in the state of New York, but with whom and at what place I don't know." He was, however, still 
alive in 1847. 

It was this Sylvester Gardiner who had a genealogy of his ancestors which stated (incorrectly) that Joseph 
Gardiner, who first migrated to this country, having been born in 1601 and having died in 1670, was the 
youngest son of Sir Thomas Gardiner, Kt., of Yorkshire. The Rev. James Carpenter, in 1844, wrote out 
for Sylvester Gardiner, from scattered notes collected by the latter, the abo\-e genealogy. It is printed in 
the Narraganseft Historical Register, Vol. I, 3, pp. 211-13. Allusion is made in the same article (p. 213) 
to "the present (1883) Sylvester, of Boston Neck," apparently a son of the Sylvester of this note, and an 
occupant of the old Wesquage house. 

211 ^'Benjamin Gardiner** 

Elizabeth Wickes' father^ Thomas, was bom in Warwick, Sept. 8, 17x5, upon the estate of hit ancestors, 
where he continued to live till his death in 1803. He could not, therefore, have been "of East Greenwich." 
Mr. Mason, in The Annals of Trinity Churchy Newport (p. 221), gives the name of the second wife of Ben* 
jamin Gardiner ba Almy Ann G>ggeshall, of Newport. The town records, howe\-er, have Amey^ tike the 
text. 

Benjamin Gardiner, during the early portion of his married life, lived at Boston Neck and Tower Hill, in 
Narragansett, but, about 1784, removed to Middletown, where he passed the remainder of his life upon his 
farm, near Paradise Rock, He was a useful and generous member of Trinit>' Parish, Newport, serving upon 
the vestry in 1786 and during all the remaining portion of his life, his death occurring in 1819. 
There is eictant a letter, written by Mr. Gardiner, in x8io, to his nephew, Daniel Updil%, then of Wickford, 
at the time of some temporary disturbance in St. Paul's Parish, displaying uncommon judiciousness and a 
genuine Christian spirit. At the time of the building of Tover Hill Church, consecrated by Bishop Griswold 
in X 8x8, it is recorded that ** Judge Benjamin Gardiner, of Middletown, gave [towards the enterprise] dxty 
dollars and got near five hundred subscribed in Newport." 

Thomas \\^cke8 Gardiner, a grandson of Benjamin, continued, until about thirty years ance (X883), to in- 
habit the andent house of the Wickes family, standing in Old Warwick, at the western comer of the Warwick 
Neck Road. 

2U *'WaiU Bhodes, of /• 

Waite Rhodes appears to have been a daughter of Malacha [Malachi] Rhodes, of Warwick, and to have 
been bom Feb. x8, 1777. Wickes Gardiner and Waite Rhodes were married in Warwick, where, also, the 
births of their children are recorded. 

213 ''Lorrey Gardiner** 

The third child of Benjamin and Elizabeth (Wickes) Gardiner, as given in the carefully prepared record of 

the family in Middletown, wz.% Benjamin, bora at Boston Neck, North Kingstown, Aug. 3, X779, who died 

Aug. 3, 1 780. If this record is correct, there could, of course, have been no such child as the Lorrey of the text. 

There is a record in North Kingstown of a Larry Gardiner, born May X5, , to a Benjamin and Elizabeth, 

but, although the year has been burned away, the nearest complete date seems to indicate that it mutt 

have been after X834. '^^^ names of the other children in the list, also, do not generally oorreqx>nd with 

those in the family of the original Benjamin and Elizabeth Gardiner. 

There is a curious reference to the infant Benjamin Gardiner above, in a letter of reminiscences of Mrs. 

Anstis (Updike) Lee, written about X8421 where she says, in speaking of the Rev. Mr. Fayerweather, "I 

heard him preach at Uncle B. Gardiner's son Benjamin's funeral, a child about a year old." Among the 

papers of Mr. Fayerweathar has-been found a manuscript prayer entitled "A Funeral Prayer in Church on 

Mr. Benjamin Gardiner's chUd.*' 
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214 ** James Sayre Gardiner y 

The Rev. James Sayre was settled as Minister of Trinity Church, Newport, in 1786, and retired in 1788, 
after some difficulty with the parish. The fact that Mr. Gardiner named a son for him, in 1789, indi- 
cates that he continued to esteem him. 

215 ^'John Robinson.'* 

See No. 343 for John Robinson and his children. John and Hannah Robinson had one son. James, the 
dates of whose birth and death are unknown; There is authority for believing that Hannah Stewart mar- 
ried first a Mr. Mumford. 

216 ''Elizabeth Stewart^ 

Inasmuch as Matthew and Abigail (Gardiner) Stewart, the parents of Elizabeth, were married in 1735, 
and Elizabeth was born in x 744-5, it is manifest that her position, in the text, at the/oot of the list of ten 
children, cannot be correct. Mr. Updike {History of the NarraganseU Church, 2d ed. Vol. I, p. 24a), with 
nmiiar improbability, places Elizabeth at the head of the list, although not born until eight or nine years 
after the marriage of her parents. The existing data are not sufficient to establish an authentic order. 
In an interesting passage of Dr. MacSparran's Dio/y, written while he and Mrs. MacSparran were visiting 
at Matthew Stewart's, in New London, he notes, under date of March 10, 1744-5, "Baptiied a child by the 
name of Elizabeth, Daughter of Mathew Stewart, born during our stay in his house." 
Roswell Saltonstall was a grandson of Governor Saltonstall, rather than a son. 

Mrs. Anstis Lee, in her narrative of a horseback journey to G>nnecticut, in 1791, speaks of visiting at Mrs. 
Roswell SaltonsUU's. 

The late Rev. Dr. Hallam, Rector of St. James' Church, New London, in a letter written Jan. 10, 1842, 
remarks, "There was living here until a few months since, a remarkable lady, who was a niece of Dr. Mac- 
Sparran and remembered him well." This was Mrs. Roswell Saltonstall, originally Elizabeth Stewart. 
She was twelve years old at the time of Dr. MacSparran's death. 

217 ''Williatn Hazard^ 

Dr. MacSparran, in his Diary, July 16, 1743, records that his "wife came from Mr. Robinson's, in company 
with Billy Hazard," and, Sept. 12, 1744, speaks of "Billy Hazard's weding/' at Conanlcut. William Hazard, 
afterwards, himself lived at Conanicut, frequently representing the town of Jamestown in the General Assem* 
bly and holding other offices. A few years spent on the sea gave him the title of Captain. 

218 'Thomas Douglass:* 

Dr. MacSparran repeatedly refers to the Douglass family in his Diary. Their house, still standing, was 
built about 1737 upon the Post Road, at the comer of that and the one running easteriy over "Kit's Hill'* 
to the Gilbert Stuart house and the old North Ferry. The date of its erection may yet be read upon the 
heavy stone chimney. It is so situated that the Doctor was always obliged to pass it, in driving between 
the Glebe House, in South Kingstown, and the Church in North Kingstown. Thomas Douglass was a son 
of James, who may have been the head of the family in Dr. MacSparran's day, twenty-five years previously 
to this marriage. 

219 "Benedict Hazard." 

The full Christain name of the fourth son of William and Phebe Hazard appears, according to the James- 
town records, to have been Benedict Arnold. A comparison of the date of birth of Benedict and that of 
Mary, the next child mentioned in the text, shoisv-s that the latter must be erroneously introduced. There 
is no child recorded after Benedict in the records of Jamestown. 

220 "Possibly, Edward Hazard:* 

There appears to be no son Edward, in the family of William and Phebe Hazard, recorded in either South 
Kingstown or Jamestown. The marriage of an Edward Hazard to Susannah Havens, in North Kingstowi^ 
is given as occurring both on April 13, 1773, as in the text, and on April 5, 1770. 
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It is hardly probable that aU the children of William and Phebe were born in Jamestown. Dr. MacSparran, 
in his Diary^ records that their "Infair/' or bousewarming entertainment, was held, on Sept. 13, 1744, in 
South Kingstown, at the house of Mr. Robinson, afterwards Deputy Governor, the stepfather of Billy 
Hazard, the bridegroom, and it is likely that the young people made it their home for some time. The 
birth of their second child, Dec 20, 1748, is recorded in South Kingstown, and only the births of the four 
younger ones in Jamestown. 

221 ''Robert Hazards 

'Dt. Hazard's study of medidne tn Boston caused him to be, it is supposed, the best educated physician in 
South Kingstown at that period, his practice extending into Hopkinton and Charlastown. It is asserted 
that he attended the "Unfortunate Hannah Robinson," in her last illness, although she seems to have died 
considerably subsequent to his death. In the inventory of his estate, the rooms of his dwelling-house, 
with their furniture, are all mentioned,— ^the parlor and its eight or ten chairs, table and tea-table with iu 
fine chima, the sleeping chanbers and their candU-stands^ chests and "chests of drawers," and the school- 
room chamber, showing that bis children were not sent out of the house to schooL 
It is evident from Dt. MacSparran's Diary, that Robert Hazard, when a youth, was a favorite nephew of 
the Doctor and his wife, his name being repeatedly mentioned. 

222 *' He married Elizabeth Greene.^^ 

Elizabeth Greene was bom Oct. 23, 1761, and was married to Sylvester Gardiner Hazard March 5, 1786. 
She died March x6, 1815. Her father is called "Richard Greene of Potowomut" and sometimes "King 
Richard," on account of his generous way of living and his profuse hospitality. For Elizabeth's twel\'e 
children see The Greenes ef Ehede Island^ pp. 381-2. 

223 ''Married Maryr 

All that appears certain^ in regard to the wife of Caleb Hazard, 5, is that her Christian name was Mary, 
According to The Greenes of Rhode Island (p. 130), David Greene and Mary Knowles, his wife, had a daugh- 
ter Mary, bom June 3, x 737, but she is asserted to have married Charles Tillinghast, rather than Caleb Hasard. 
David Greene's will, dated in 1754 and proved in 1757, mentions his "daughter Mary Tillinghast." It is 
curious, however, and somewhat significant, that he speaks also of "grandson David Hazard," although it 
is not recorded that any one of his four daughters married a Hazard. It is, of course, possible that Mr. 
Tillinghast died eariy and that his widow married Caleb Hazard. But this view is inconsistent with the 
fact that she is called Mary TUlinihast in her father's will, at the same time that there is mentioned a "grand- 
•on David Haeardg" who is supposed to be her 8on,'by her second husband. 

224 "Hediedinirpjr 

It la recorded in South Kingstown that Stephen and Abigail Potter had a son Stephen, bora May 31, 1775. 
It is probable, as nothing further is given concerning him, that he died young. There seem to have been 
several other children. 

225 **Bom June 14, 1760'^ 

The South Kingstown records give Aug. 3, 1758, as the date of the birth of George, the third child of 
Christopher and Ruhamah Robinson, and June 14, 1760, as that of the fourth child, Elizabeth. 

226 ^'Mumford Hazard:* 

Mumford Hazard, of Newport, was the third son of Smeon and Abigail (Mumford) Hazard, who dwelt 
in Boston Neck at "the Pier" (since known as WaUen's Pier), South Kingstown, the rite of "the great 
shipyard," that branch of the Hazard family being shipbuilders as well as large farmers. 
Mumford Hazard died June 24, 181 1, being in the neighborhood of sixty years of age. An obituary notice 
in the Rhode Island Re^Miean, dated June 26, 181 1, records the event, as follows: "At South Kingstown, 
on the 24th, Mumford Hazard. A roan universally beloved and esteemed for his inflexible integrity, in- 
dustry and humanity.** 
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227 "He married Frances Wanton^ 

\^lliam Robinson, a grandson of Governor William Robinson, and a son of Christopher, from whom, ap» 
parently, he was popularly called William C, to distinguish him from others of the name, married Fanny 
Wanton, a daughter of Edward, a son of Governor Gideon Wanton. 

228 ^'Elizabeth Wanton:' 

There is a good deal of confusion as to the marriage or marriages of William Robinson, son of Governor 
William. It seems to be upon good authority that it is asserted, as in the text, that he married Elizabeth, 
the youngest daughter of Philip and Hannah (Rodman) Wanton, of Newport, although the marriage is 
not reoorded in that town or in South Kingstown. It is noticeable, however, that the three children, Han* 
nah, Abigail and Philip (born X751 to 1755), given in the text, are recorded in South Kingstown aa the 
children of William and Sarah (not Elizabeth) Robinson. William Robinson is also said* but apparently 
on insufficient authority, to have married, in 1752, Hannah Brown. The evidence of his second marriage 
to Elizabeth Richmond is unknown to the writer. 

229 *' Hannah Robinson:* 

It b quaintly recorded in the NarraganseU Parish Register, April 34, 1768: "And Immediately After Divine 
Service Mr. F[ayerweather] Proceeded for home. And Went on With all Speed from thence To Point Ju* 
dith And Marri^ George Browne To Miss Hannah Robinson At her Father William Robinson's In Presence 
of Many." The fact that the father of the bride, at the date of this wedding, was only IhiHy^gki years 
of age, is a curious illustration of the custom of early marriages in Old Narragansett. - | 

230 ''WilUam Robinson:' I 
William Robinson, for the sake of distinction was always called, in allusion to his £ather, Thomas, William • 
r. Robinson, although it does not appear that the middle letter was originally given him. He was a grand* . 
son of Governor William Robinson and, also, of Thomas Richardson, of Newport, and Mary Wanton, Us 
wife, sister of Governor Gideon Wanton, and, thus a great-great-grandson of the first Edward Wanton, 
colonist at Boston (about 1658) and Sdtuate, Mass. (1661). He married, in 1779, Sarah, a daughter of 
Samuel Franklin, of New York. 

William T. and Sarah Robinson had twelve children, among whom, Esther married Jonas Mintum, of New ' 
York, Sarah married Joseph S. Coates, of Philadelphia, and Mary married the Hon. William Hunter and 
was known as "the beautiful Mrs. Hunter, of Newport." 

William T. Robinson is introduced into T. R Hazard's RecoUuiions oJOiden Times^ where he b represented 
as relating an amusing anecdote. 

231 ''Died March 26, 1837:' 

Mrs. Hazard was not buried with the Hazards, but in the old Robinson family burying-giound at Point 
Judith, laid out by Governor William, her grandfather, for himself and his descendants* Almost all the 
.bodies have, however, been removed to a village cemetery. 

232 ''John Robinson:' 

John Robinson's first wife was a granddaughter of Gov. (George Hazard. His second wife had previously 
married Mr. Mumford. Mr. Robinson was a first cousin of Mrs. Stewart, the mother of his second wife. 
Mrs. Anstis Lee, in her "Horseback Journey," speaks of John Robinson's wife as a sister of Mrs. Roswell ' 
Saltonstall, of New London. 

233 "By second wifei Hannah" 

The dates of the birth and the death of James Robinson, son of John and Hannah, are unknown. If the 
statement of the History of the NarraganseU Churchy (ad ed.) VoL I, p. 243, is correct, that Mrs. Robmson 
survived her husband, and died about 1825, childless^ the son must have died eariy. 

234 "Arthur Browne:* 

An unsigned old family manuscript assigns Colonel Brown the Christian name of 7(>An, instead of Arthur. 
and omits alt the children of Mrs. Browne named in the History of the NarraganseU Churth^ (2d ed.) VoL 
I, p. 138, except John, as does, also, Giimore's Sketch of Christ Church, Gardiner^ Maine. 
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234a "He married Rosa Mary.'* 

This account of John Browne's marriage, in 1784, agrees with the Genealogy of Dr. Gardiner's family at 
the end of Gtlmore's Sketch of Christ Churchy Gardiner, Maine, The History of the Narragansetl Church 
(2d ed.) Vol. I, p. X38, states^ however, that John Browne married a daughter of Lord Howe, 

23s *' Robert HallaweU Gardiner:' 

By the terms of the will of Dr. Sylvester Gardiner, his grandson, Robert Hallowell, was obliged, as inheritor 
of the estate, to assume his surname. When, upon the attainment of his majority, he entered into posses- 
sion of the property, although appearing frail and delicate, yet, in his face and carriage, he displayed evi- 
dence of native resolution. His future supremacy in Gardiner was at once determined by the courage and 
ability with which he confronted the problems arising from his efforts to develop the estate. 
The conditions under which Robert Hallowell Gardiner became heir to his grandfather's estate are best 
shown by the following copy of the earlier portion of Dr. Gardiner's very voluminous will, his seal also 
for the maintenance of the Episcopal Church, in Gardiner, incidentally appearing. The will, with four 
codicils, was probated in Newport, R. I. (where the Doctor had become a resident after his return from 
England), Aug. 31, 1786, fifteen days after his decease. Singularly enough the instrument was again pro- 
bated, in 1820, in Kennebec County, Me., on petition of Robert Hallowell Gardiner, and the original docu- 
ment remains on file in the Probate office of that county. 

"WILL OF SYLVESTER GARDINER 
In the Name of God Amen. 

I Silvester Gardiner, late of Boston in the Cbunty of Suffolk, now residing at Newport, in the County of 
Newport, and State of Rhode Island and so forth physician, being of Sound Understanding and Memory, 
for which I return my most humble praise and thanln to my mighty and Merciful Creator, and calling to 
mind the uncertainty of my Life, and that it is appointed to all Men once to Die, do make and ordain this, 
my last Will and Testament. 

First I do most humbly resign my Soul to God, humbly beseeching him to pardon all my Sins through the 
all sufficient Merits and Mediation of my Blessed Savior and most Mighty Redeemer Jesus Christ. I Com- 
mit ray Body to the Earth from whence it was taken in Assurance of its Resurrection at the last day when 
the Lord Jesus shall change it, that it may be fashioned like to his Glorious Body by his mighty power 
whereby he is able to subdue all things to himself. As to my burial, I desire it may be decent without 
Extravagance, at the discretion of my Executors hereafter mentioned. I order all my Debts and funeral 
Charges to be paid as soon as Convenient after my Decease, such Worldly Goods and Estate it hath pleased 
God to give me I dispose of in the follonring Manner. 

Imprimis, I Give and Devise unto my two Sons in Law Robert Hollowell Esquire and Oliver Whipple of 
Portsmouth in the State of New Hampshire in America Esquire all my Cobbisecontee Tract of Land^ so 
called at Gardinerston, lying on the West Side of Kennebec River, Abutting on Cobbisecontee great Pond» 
and lies on the North and South Side of Cobbiseconte great River, as by the several grants to me ^1 ap- 
pear. Also an Island on Kennebeck River containing about One hundred and twenty Acres, which was 
formerly called Lynd's Island, but now Gardiners Island, and now Let upon Lease to Joseph Smithy the 
foregoing Island and Land on this Special Trust, for the Express following purpose, (that is to say) 
To and For the Sole use and Benefit of my Son William Gardiner Esquire during his Life, and afterwards 
to the Heirs Male of his Body lawfully begotten, and in default of such Heirs Male, then to the Eldest 
Daughter of the said William Gardiner and the Heirs Male of her Body lawfully begotten, and in default 
of such Issue Male or Female, I Give and Devise all the aforementioned premises, to my Grandson Robert 
Hollowell, son to Robert and Hannah Hollowell, and the Heirs of his Body lawfully begotten, and in de- 
fault of Heirs Male, then to the Eldest Daughter of the said Robert Hollowell, and the Heirs Male of her 
Body lawfully begotten, and in default of such Heirs, Male or Female, of the said Robert Hollowell, then 
I Give and Devise the aforementioned premises to my Grandson Silvester Whipple, Son to Oliver and 
Abigail Whipple, and the Heirs Male of his Body lawfully begotten, and in default of such Heirs Male, 
then to his Eldest Daughter, and the Heirs Male of her Body lawfully begotten; on this Cbnditiot^ that 
in Case the devised premises should pass to the Heirs Male of the said Robert Hollowell, or the Heirs 
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Male of the said Oliver Whipple, in such Case the said Male or female heirs, Shall be Obliged to change 
or procure his Name to be Changed from HoUowell or Whipple, as the Estate may happen to pass to the 
one or the other, to the Name of Gardiner, and in default of such Issue Male or Female before spectfied» 
then to the next Heir at Law, and in Default of Lawful Heirs then to Saint Ann's Church in Gardinerston. 
I give and bequeath Twenty Pounds Sterling to be paid annually for Ever in four Equal Quarterly Pay- 
ments out of the Rents and Incomes of my Cobbisecontee or Gardinerston Estate aforesaid, to the Epis- 
copal Minister for the Time being of Saint Ann's Church in the said Gardinerston, who shall be duly pre-

237 "The Reo. Jacob Bailey:' 

The Rev. Jacob Bailey was bom in Rowley, Mass., in X731, and graduated at Harvard College in X75S. 
At first he preached as a Cbngregationalist, but soon conformed to the Church of England, and was ordained 
to the diaoonate, in x 760, by the Bishop of Rochester, and to the priesthood by the Bishop of Peterborough. 
At the same time Mr. Bailey was appointed to the charge of Pownalborough (Frankfort) and Georgetown, 

Me^ 
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Me., by the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. Having suffered, in the early part of the Revolu* 
tionary struggle, for his conscientious adherence to the Royal cause, he withdrew, in June, 1779, by per- 
mission of the Massachusetts General Court, into Nova Scotia. There he took under his care the mission 
in Comwallis and, in 1782, that of Annapolis Royal, where he died, July 36, x8o8, in the seventy-eighth 
year of his age. 

In later times an admirable memoir of Mr. Bailey, under the title of Thtt Frontier Missionary,ha9 been prer 
pared by the Rev. William S. Bartlett. 

In evil days, Mr. Bailey ministered, as a faithful son of consolation, to the poor, the sick and the afflicted 
and set forth, to all who came within the drcle of his influence, the unaffected Gospel of Christ* as he gath- 
ered it from the Scriptures and the Book of Common Prayer. 

238 ^'Children of Nathaniel Gardiner.** 

If, as the author surmises, Nathaniel Gardiner, 5, was the one who, according to the record^ married Sarah 

Carpenter, in South Kingstown, Sept. 21, 1752, it seems to follow that his children are those recorded in 

that town as the children of Nathan and Ssirah Gardiner, viz:

239 **Dr. Charles Higginhotham** 

As the children of the original Dr. Charles Higginbotham were baptized, as recorded in St. Paulas Register* 
— Mary in 1724 and Charles in 1726, — Mercy, who married William Gardiner, in I793, having been bom 
in 1765, must have been a granddaughter of the younger Charies. 

240 **Amey Gardiner Sherman,*' 

Amey Sherman was bora June i, 1746, the name being spelled Amie in the South Kingstown record, and 
the middle name of Gardiner not appearing in Arnold's Vilcl Record (South Kingstown, p. 56). 

241 *' John Jenkins.** 

John Jenkins was the fourth child (second son) of John and Lydia Jenkins* of East Greenwidu The state- 
ment that hb eldest son, John, was bom Nov. 27, 1752, O. 5., is a singular one, iVirar Style having been 
established Sept. 2, 1752. The date of John's birth was probably 1751. 

241SL'' Richard Smith.** 

Taken from the HisUny of Yates County, N. Y.: 

"Richard Smith was a native of Groton, Connecricut. His wife was Elizabeth Allen, descended from a 

family of that name who landed In the May Flower on Plymouth Rock in 1620. Mr. Smith early became 

identified with the Friend* and her Society, and came with the earliest emigration to the New Jerusalem, 

leaving his family and possessions to unite his destinies with his religious brethren. The £rst grist mllU 

as well as the first saw mill, was in part his property when first built, and his labor and means contributed 

largely to their erection. A memorandum in the old family Bible reads as follows: '4th of July, 1790. I 

have this day completed my grist mill, and have ground ten bushels of Rye.' Again July 5: *I have this 

day ground ten bushels of wheat, the same having been raised in the inunediate neighborhood last year» 

(1789.)' 

His children were Russell, David and Jonathan, twins, Avery and Sarah. When about fourteen years of 
age, Aveiy suddenly left the homestead in Connecticut, and unknown to the family, found his way to the 
home of his father, who, on his application for work, hired him without knowing him to be his own son. 

He 
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He 0OOA influenced the other members of the family to join the father, and after ten years of separation, 
they were thenceforward residents here. The oldest son, Russell, died in Connecticut, and Jonathan was 
drowned in a tan vat. The house of Friend Smith, as he was usually called, was a little west of the Mills 
on the north side of the stream. Hannah Baldwin. and others of the Society kept house for him during 
the early years. A fine property, consisting of mills, tannery and real estate, inherited from wealthy an- 
cestors, was disposed of when they came here. Of the children who came, David died early of what was 
called yellow fever, and his is one of the earliest graves in the Penn Van cemetery. His headstone reads — 
'Bom X778, died 1805.' 

Avery, who was two years younger, married Lament, the daughter of David Wagener, some years his 
junior. He settled at the mill, and from that time had chief charge of the property, consisting of the mills 
and about two hundred acres of land adjoining. The father, who remained a steadfast and faithful 
Friend to the last, lived in the same log house he first built, nearly forty years. Both parents resided 
with the son at the time of their decease, his house being on the hill just above and south of the mills. 
Richard Smith died in 1836, at the age of ninety, and his wife died in 1838, at the age of eighty-four. 
In X8l8 Avery Smith sold the mill property to James Lee, and took up his residence on the opposite farm, 
known as the Griffin B. Hazard place. Avery Smith held the rank of Colonel in the War of 18x2 and 
served with the X03d Regiment, under General Hugh Brady, through the war. Joshua Lee was Surgeon 
of this regiment, and Jeremiah B. Andrews an attendant. In X826, Avery Smith represented Yates county 
in the Assembly, and he was always a prominent and influential citizen. His family numbered twelve 
children as follows: 

Elizabeth A. became the wife of William Armstrong. She is now a widow at her home in the town of 
Seneca, Ontario county, and has three children, Berian, Rebecca and William. David W. married Sarah 
A., a daughter of George V. Hazard, of Milo, and is a farmer in Jerusalem. His children are Elizabeth, 
Frank, Sarah, Avery and Anna. 

Richard M. is a well-known citizen of Penn Yan, and has been employed as a subordinate and principal 
in the United States Indian Agency in Michigan for nearly twenty years, and until a recent date, where 
his work has greatly tended to the protection and regeneration of the natives. Mr. Smith married Eliz- 
abeth A. Beach, of New Windsor, Orange county, and settled in Penn Yan, where they have since resided. 
Their children are Helen Augusta, the wife of Charles Strowbridge, and Mary Castner. 
Rebecca W. married Zenas P. Wise of Benton, where she died, leaving one daughter, since dead. Jackson J. 
married and resides in Minnesota, near St. Anthony. Sarah L. married Thomas Briggs of Milo, and died 
leaving no children. Mary M. married for her second husband, Thomas Briggs, and also died leaving no 
children. Avery A. is a resident of Eugene City, Oregon, where he married. George S. emigrated to Texas. 
Rachel J. married Mr. Dunn of Dundee, and went to Kansas. Charles T. also married and went to Kansas. 
Sarah, the only daughter of Richard Smith of the Friend's Society was born January 15, X780; married in 
X803 James Lee, the brother of Joshua Lee, and died in 1858 at the age of seventy-seven. They settled 
first near his brother Thomas, and moved in x8o6, near the Keuka Lake in South Milo. In 1 818, he pur- 
chased the mill property of his father-in-law and Col. Avery Smith, and lived on the farm adjoining, there- 
after leading a quiet, exemplary life. He died in 1868, at the residence of his son-in-law Robert Roberts 
in Milo, aged eighty-eight. His mill was burned in X825, the fire, it is said, originating by the firing of the 
militia in the vicinity the night before a grand rendezvous at Geneva, to pay honor to Gen. La Fayette. 
Their children were Elizabeth A., Daniel S., Mary A., Avery S., Sarah J., David R., Susan W., James B., 
Russell J. and Sophia P. Elizabeth A. married Lorenzo Pratt of Geneva. Their children were Sarah J., 
Lucy and Chaunoey B. 

Daniel S. married Laura Gamby, and became a merchant at Brighton, Mich., where he died. He was 
once a member of the Michigan Legislature. His children were George and Sophia. The latter is the 
wife of Geo. W. Peck of Lansing, Mich., a leading Democratic Editor, former Secretary of State of Michigan, 
and Representative in Cbngress. Mary Lee married John Clark and settled in Livingston County. They 
have two son% James and George. Avery. married Sarah Look of Steuben Co., and settled in Michigan. 
Their children are Saiah J., Eliza, Victoria, and Augusta.- James B. married Semantha Chadwick, and is 
a prosperous merchant and large landholder at Brighton, Mich. He also has been a Representative 
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in the Michigan Legislature. They have five sons, Herbcrt,Charles,Walter,William and Ucwcllyn. Sarah J. 
is the wife of Robert Roberts of Milo Center. David R. married Eh'zabeth Wells, and resides in East 
Groveland, Livingston Co. Their children are Bradner, Frank and James A. Susan W. married Charles 
Sidway. They reside at Canandaigua, and their children are Mary J. Georjge, John, Cornelia, and Kate. 
Joshua married Elizabeth Clute of Mount Morris, N. Y., and resides there. Their children are Elizabeth^ 
Sophia and George. Sophia P. married Mortimer Hopkins of Penn Yan, and emigrated to San Francisco, 
where he is a citizen of prominence. Their children are Lucy and Morris H/' 

Note by H. Cleveland 
Richard M. Smith that married Elizabeth A. Beach was in the Indian Agency, and about the year 1874 
or 1875, ^6 and his wife were on Lake Huron and there was an awful storm. The boat was lost and both 
of them were drowned. He could have saved himself, but his wife was very seasick and could not sit up 
and he would not leave her. They both went down together. Their daughter, Mrs. Chas. Strowbridge, 
lives in St. Louis and has one child. I do not know her address, but could get it for you, if desired. 
I knew Mr. and Mrs. Smith well. They were great friends of my mother. Yours, etc.,

242 *' He married Jemima Gustin(?y* 

At No. 100 it is recorded that David, 4 (Stephen, 3; Benont, 2; George, x), married Jemima Gusttn in 1744. 
It seems not unlikely that it is here erreneotuly asserted that David, 5, bom in 1753, also married a Jemima 
Gustin. Lemuel Gardiner, 5 (No. 398) t a first cousin of this David, 5, has two different dates of death 
assigned to him. March ix, 1850, is believed to be correct. 

242a "il daughter oSGeorge^ 

Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, who is a great-great-grandson of First Lieutenant Othniel Gardiner, 5, in a letter 
of June 13, 190Z, gives it, as his impression, that Lydia Reynolds, who married Othniel, 5, was not a daughter 
of George Reynolds, as stated in the text. The Exeter records show, however, that George had a daughter 
Lydia, born April 4, 1747. 

243 ^'Rebecca (Davis) Gardiner.*' 

The date of the birth of Mrs. Rebecca Gardiner does not appear, but it is obvious that she could hardly 
have been the mother of Mr. Gardiner's later children, mentioned in the text. It is probable that he made 
a second marriage. The middle name of the second son suggests that his mother may have been named 
Reynolds, just as the first had the name of Davis. 

245 " He was caUed The Deist':' 

In another account of Sylvester R. Gardiner, 6, the author states that he was a grandfather of Judge Syl- 
\-ester G. Sherman. Just below the account of Sylvester R. Sherman, in the text, it is recorded (zi^ob) 
that his sister, Dorcas Gardiner, 6, married Nathaniel Sherman, father of Sylvester G. Sherman, "the P^ 
lice(?) Judge." It may be that it was Sylvester Gardiner, 5, rather than Sylvester, 6, who was the grand- 
father of the Judge.- Otherwise Dorcas, who married Nathaniel Sherman, must have been a daughter of 
Sylvester Gardiner, 6, rather than his sister. 
Judge Sylvester G. Sherman was accustomed to spell his name Shearman. 

246 *' Nicholas Gardiner, Esq." 

It is improbable that the "Nicholas Gardiner, Esq.," here described by Mr. Updike and represented aa hav* 
ing given, about 1790, the last great Narragansett wedding, is the Nicholas Easton Gardiner, son of Christo- 
pher, belonging at this point in the text {No. 486). The former was a "portly gentleman of the old school," 
as remembered by Mr. Updike, presumably somewhere about the date of the above wedding. The Nich- 
olas of the text (bom 1755) was, of course, only thirty-five years old at that time, and, even at his death, 
in 1808, hardly corresponds to this description, being only fifty-three years of age. It is, perhaps, more 
likely that Mr. Updike's object of admiration, on account of his rich costume and courteous bearing, was 
the Nicholas Gardiner, of South Kingstown, who married, about 1754, Hannah Champlin (bom Jan. 20b 

1755). 
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I735)* ^ daughter of Stephen. He would have been about sixty years of age at Mr. Updike's earliest recol- 
lection. It seems doubtful, too, that the great wedding alluded to was that of a Mr. Gardiner himself, 
but more probable that it x^'as one he gave for his daughter. Nicholas of the text could have had no daugh- 
ter to be married in 1790, but Nicholas, of South Kingstown, had one daughter, Hannah (born Oct. 7, 1763), 
who, on Dec. ag, 1782, married Robert Hazard, a son of Richard. It is likely that this was the "gala" re- 
ferred to by Mr. Updike, as occurring "about 1790," the exact date being, of course, immaterial. 

^47 **Malbone Gardiner.** 

Malbone Gardiner was bom in South Kingstown in 1783, and died in Pennfield, Mich., July, Z856. He 

was a teacher and a lawyer in South Kingstown. 

248 ** Married Samuel Chantplin.** 

Samuel Champlin appears upon the Westerly records as having been bom in that town Oct. 6, 1724, being 
a son of William and Sarah (Thompson) Champlin. He was called Captain Samuel Champlin. 

249 "FreelaveBoss" 

It appears almost certain that Samuel Champlin married Freelove Ross, rather than Boss, it being so re- 
cord^ in Westerly. Freelove was the sixth child of Isaac and Isabel, bora May 26, 1759. There were^ 
at that period. Bosses in Westerly, but no Freelove Boss is recorded. 

250 **Colonel Joseph Stanton** 

The Joseph Stanton who married Mary Gardiner, a daughter of Henry, is called^ in the Charlestown records^ 
Jdieph Stanton, Jr., being a son of the well-known "Colonel Joseph," who died Aug. 2, 1752, aged seventy 
yean, a grandson of "Joseph of Quonochontaug," and a great-grandson of Thomas Stanton, of Stonington, 
Conn., who died before 1682. The first wife of Joseph Stanton, Jr., was Mary Champlin, whom he married 
Aug. 9t 1738. 

Among the sue children of Joseph and Mary (Champlin) Stanton were Joseph, bom July 19, 1739, Colonel 
of Militia during the Revolutionary War, and later Major General of the State forces, and Colonel Augustus, 
bora March 22, 1745, the first Representative from Rhode Island to the Continental Congress. The old 
Stanton house on the Post Road, a little to the east of Cross's Mills in Chariestown, has been inhabited, 
until within a few years, by the descendants of Col. Augustus Stanton, some of whom now live in Newport. 
After the death of Mary (Gardiner) Stanton, probably about 1760, when her last child was bom, Joseph 
Stanton, Jr., married, as a third wife, Thankful Babcock, of Westerly, July 14, 1762. 

i50a "Mary Mawney.** 

Mrs. Potter died July 26, 1835, at the house of her brother-in-law, Jeffrey Davis, in North Kingstown. 

She was a niece of her husband's first wife, Mary (Gardiner) Potter. 

251 *'At Col Updike* $:* 

If "at Col. Updike V means at the house of Wilhins Updike, the accuracy of the sutement, although, of 
course, of not much importance, may, perhaps, be questioned. At the rime of the marriage of Elisha R. 
Potter to his first ynie, Mrs. Perkins, — ^the period here alluded to,-^Wilkin8 Updike was only six years of 
age, and was li^ng, as he did for many years after^'ards, at the residence of his father, Lodowick Updike^ 
"Smith's Castle," near Wickford. It was not until 1814, some five years subsequent to Mrs. Potter's 
death, that he took up his residence at Kingston Hill, where he ever afterwards lived. At some time pie- 
viously to his marriage, in 1809, however, Mr. Updike studied in the ofiice of Mr. Potter, but this could 
hardly have been before 1805 or 1806. In any case, he soon contracted for the elder lawyer an en- 
thusiastic admiration and affection, which remained undimmed throughout the score of years that they 
continued to be ndghbors, up to the period of Mr. Potter's death in 1835, the friendship bdng atiU 
warmly maintained by the representatives of the two families now living in the third generation. 

252 **John Northup:* 

John Northup was a son of Immanuel by his second wife, Sarah Gould, and was bora Jan. 16, 1735. 
He appears to have had a son bora July 30,'— , but whether by his first wife, Lydia, or his second wifc^ 

Phebe^ 
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Phebe, it is not possible in the present ruinous condition of the North Kingstown records to determine, 
although probably by the former. There seems to be little doubt that this son was named John and that he 
was the John Northup who, on ■ i, 1783, was married to Lucy Spink, a daughter of Ishmael. 

253 'Tabitha Browning:' 

There appears to be some doubt as to the last name of Tabitha, wife of Benjamin Gardiner, none being given 
in the records of Exeter, where their marriage is recorded. Their first four children, Clarice, Wilbur, Jere- 
miah and Dorcas, are recorded in Exeter, but not the second four. The birth of Clarke, who was probably 
bom about the time of the removal to Exeter, is recorded also in North Kingstown. 

254 **B(Uhsheba Gardiner:' 

The line of Bathsheba Gardiner, 5, here given, John, 4; John, 3; William, 2, "cannot be correct, inasmuch'* 
as Wlliam Gardiner, 2, son of George, i, of Newport, had no son John. It is retained in the text, however, 
because it may furnish a clue to the true line of Champlin Gardiner's wife, Bathsheba. 

255 ''WilUam C. Gardiner:' 

This William C. Gardiner appears to be the one who made the famous entry about the Gardiner family 
in the old family Bible, on a Sunday afternoon, in 1790. See History of the Narragansett Church (2d. ed.). 
Vol. I, pp. 440, 549. 

The long received, but erroneous, attribution of the headship of the Narragansett Gardiners to Joseph 
Gardiner, son of Sir Thomas, Knight,— « tradition accepted by Wilkins Updike, at the time of the prepara- 
tion of the first edition of the History of the Narragansett dbtireft,— seems to have been due to the work of 
this William C. Gardiner, on that leisure afternoon; but whether he had some ground for the statement, 
now lost, or whether it was the creation of an overactive imagination, is not known. 
\Wliam Gardiner, 3, the great-grandfather of William C, is believed to have been the one called *Vnai 
William Gardiner," by Dr. MacSparran, in his Diary, p. 42. 

2S5a *' Jeremiah Gardiner:* 

The source from which this list of names has been obtained is unknown to the Editor. The almost completely 

mutilated records, in North Kingstown, appear to give Thomas and Abigail only a child miah,hom 

• Feb. 4, 17 — , and a son (unnamed), born April 16, . It is noticeable that in thb list both Abiel and 

Levi are represented as having died Jan. 22, 1836, and that Sally, who lived to be married, b sooa 
followed by a Sarah. 

256 *'Died February 6, 1781:' 

There appears to be an error in placing the death of William Gardiner, 5, in 1781, inasmuch as the dates 
of the births of his youngest children are given below as 1783 and 1786. 

257 "Born February 16, 1746:' 

The South Kingstown records give the date of the birth of Bathsheba Watson, daughter of Jeffrey and 
Bathsheba, as Sept. x6, 1748. 

258 ''Abigail [Segar) KnowUsr 

The South Kingstown records show that William Knowles was married to Abigail Segar, by Benedict 
Helme, Justice, April 29, 1753, and again, by the same, to Abigail Segar (perhaps a cousin of the first), 
Feb. 19, 1755. It seems probable that the second child, if not the first, was by the second wife. 

259 ''Alice iHtdl) Seagar:' 

The Seagars,or Segars, were a quite numerous family in Kingstown, there having been a doaen marriages 
of the family recorded in South Kingstown, beside that of the parents of Bathsheba Segar, who married 
Joseph Knowles, 5. Her father and mother, John and Alice (Hull) Seagar, were married in the old town of 
Kingstown, March i, 1707-^. No children being recorded there, it is probable that they soon removed • 
from the town. 

260 
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260 "Eleanor Brown died single.** 

Only the first five children of Jeremiah and Eleanor Brown appear to be recorded in South Kingstown, 
Eleanor must have become known to the author from some other source. She seems to have lived until 
about X842. 

261 '^Deborah Vincent:* 

This is probably the Deborah Vincent who was the eighth child of Nicholas Vincent, of Westerly, dying there 
in X 749. He was a cordwainer^ or shoemaker, and left an estate inventoried at £485 9 sh., of which Deborah, 
then nine years of age, received 5 shillings. Nicholas was the second son of William Vincent, cooper, of 
Providencei The Christian name Vincent still remains in use in the Gardiner family. 

261a *'John Collinsr 

Cbildrbn op John and Elizabeth (Morey) Ccixxxs 

Elisabeth G)llins, 7, bom Sept. 29, 1796. 

Sarah Collins, 7, bom Feb. 32. x 798. 

Thomas Collins, 7, bora Feb. 9, x8oo. 

Benjamin Collins, 7, bom Oct. 13, x8o2. 

Anna Collins, 7, bom March 18, 1804. 

William Collins, 7, bom March i, }8o6. 

Amos Collins, 7, bom March 5, 1808. 

All recorded in Hopkinton, R. I. 

262 ''Gardiner Morey.** 

Gardiner Morey Is said, although recorded in Exeter, to have been bora in West Greenwich. 

In addition to the six children of Samuel and Ann (Gardiner) Morey, enumerated in the text, there are 

three more recorded In Exeter, viz: 

George, a twin, bom March 38, X773; died Aug. 7, X773. 

Enoch, a twin, bom March 38, 1773; died Aug. 4, X773. 

Ann, bom Aug. 3X, 1773. 

263 ''Elizabeth Northup.** 

The marriage of Huling Gardiner, a son of Nicholas Gardiner, Esq., of Exeter, and Elizabeth Northup, a 
daughter of Colonel Immanuel, Feb. i, X767, by George Tanner, Justice of Peace, is duly recorded in North 
Kingstown. The birth of their eldest child, Sarah, Oct. 7, X768, also is recorded in Exeter. 
The "tombstone record" of the death of Elizabeth in 1843, in her 70th year, given in the text, must, there- 
fore, be inaccurate. Perhaps it should have read "in her Qoth year," or she may have died in 18x3. 
The birth of the above Saxah Gardiner, although recorded in Exeter, is known to ha^'e occurred in North 
Kingstown, the births of the following three, Gould, Wanton and Mary, having been in Exeter. The 
births of the last two, Martha and Elizabeth, seem to have been omitted from the records. 

263a ''EzekidGardiner:* 

The author first gave the birth of Ezekiel Gardiner, 6, as X757, and subsequently changed it to 1774, suggest- 
ing that she discovered that he belonged at the end of the family, rather than the beginning. In the one 
case he lived to be eighty-eight and in the other died at seventy-one. 

263b "Jeffrey Gardiner:* 

JtSrty Gardiner is not mentioned, in the present North Kingstown records, among the children of Ezekiel 
and Dorcas. He was, perhaps, one of the three sons whose Christian names have been bumed. These three 
appear, however, to be Pelegf Zebulon and Oliver, as given by the author above, in the Fourth Generation. 

264 **Married, December p, i/^z {1770?):* 

The marxiage of Samud Tefft, Jr., and Amie Gardiner, daughter of George^ as well as the births of their 
children* is recorded in Richmond. In addition to the nine children mentioned in the text, the records 

show 
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show also a daughter Sarah, bom Jan. 25, 1787. It is remarkable that Samuel is called "Samuel, Jr., son 
ot Joseph," 

265 *' Married, October 28, 1781:' 

The marriage of Lodowick Mott and Susannah Sheffield, as well as the births and marriages of their children^ 
are recorded in New Shoreham, R. I. (Block Island). 

266 ''Married, January 28, 1790'' 

The marriage of Edmund Sheffield and Mary Littlefield, as well as the births and marriages of their diildren» 
are recorded in New Shoreham, R. I. (Block Island). 

267 ''George Watson:' 

George Watson, 6, appears to be the only child of John and Desire who is recorded in South Kingstown, 
the others being probably recorded in Stonington, Conn. The long interval, however, between the birth 
of Rufus, in X774, and George, in 1783, and the marriage of Desire, in 1785, suggests errors. 

2ei" Married John Weedenr 

It b noticeable that three children of Job and Sarah (Hazard) Watson, of South IQngstown, married children 

of Daniel, Jr., and Hannah Weeden, of Jamestown, viz: 

Isabel Watson, bom Sept. 22, 1766; married John Weeden, Jan. 15, 1784. 

Job Watson, Jr., bom Oct. 25, 1767; married Phebe Weeden, Jan. x8, 1787. 

Robert Hazard Watson, bom Feb. 28, 1769; married Cktherme Weeden, Dec 30, 1790. 

It is also recorded that when John Watson, bom Nov. i, 1774, married Sarah Brown, in South IGngstown, 

Jan. 24, 1799, he was styled "John Watson, of Jamestown." It is not impossible that the parents. Job and 

Sarah (Hazard) Watson, may have removed from South Kingstown to Jamestown. 

The above "John Watson of Jamestown" came to be known, for distinction, as John /. Watson (John, son of 

Job). He long owned a large farm in Boston Neck, South Kingstown, the site of "Watson's Pier.'* 

269 "Children ofElisha Watson." 

The Eltsha Watson who was the husband of Miriam, and later of Susanna, and the father of the children 
given in the text, is styled, in the South Kingstown records, Elisha, Jr. Inasmuch as the Elisha Watson of 
the text was a son of John and a grandson of John, the appropriateness of the Junior to him is not apparent. 
Even his Unde Elisha had been dead rising ten years, at the time of his birth. 

270 ''Freeman P. Watson.'' 

Freeman P. Watson was a first cousin of Job Watson, the father of Phebe, although twenty years his junior. 
It is noticeable that while Freeman was recorded as a resident of South Kingstown, and Phebe of Jamestown, 
they were married in Stonington, Conn, (by the Rev. Nathaniel Miner, Dec. 13, x8ix). Freeman's middle 
name was probably Perry, his mother's maiden name. His grandfather was Freeman Perry. 

271 "Children of Joshua Allen:' 

The records of the births of the children of Joshua (styled Captain Joshua in the North Kingstown records) 
and Hannah Allen, in North Kingstown, are very imperfect, and, as given in Arnold's Vital Record, North 
Kingstown, pp. 53, 54, differ considerably from the list in the text, being as follows:

No farther record of Sophia, in the above list, appears to be extant, white the time of her birth corresponds 
quite nearly to that of Jeffrey^ as given in the text, the latter being omitted by Arnold among the births, 
although entered with the marriages. The fifth child is given as Matey in the text and Mary by Arnold. 
The eighth child is called Sarah in the text and (doubtless inadvertently) Anna by Arnold. The three 
younger daughters, whose names are burned, in the records, are, without doubt, given correctly by the 
author, in the text. 

272 " Browning.^* 

It IS recorded, in North Kingstown, that on March 9, 1777, Robert Browning, of South Kingstown, and Mary 
Allen, of North Kingstown, were married by F. Perry, Justice. Inasmuch as the fifth child of Joshua and 
Hannah Allen is given, in the North Kingstown records, as Mary^ it is not unlikely that the above inarriage 
is identical with that of the Browning and Marcy Allen of the text, the years and months corre- 
sponding. 

273 '' Hannah AUenr 

On Dec. so, 1790, the North Kingstown records give the marriage of William Gardiner, of South Kings- 
town, and Allen, a daughter of Captain Joshua, of North Kingstown, by George Thomas, Justice 

of the Peaoe. As the other daughters of Joshua are otherwise accounted for, it appears probable that 
the above blank should be filled, as in the text, by the name Hannah. 

The appropriateness of "Jr.'* after the name of Mr. Gardiner does not appear and seems to have been 
questioned by the author herself. 

274 ''Married David Greene*^ 

In The Creettes of Rhode Island it is stated that David Greene, "of North Kingstown," married Sarah (a 
daughter of Joshua Allen), who died May 2, 1832, in the sixty-seventh year of her age. Another account 
says that ''Da%-id married Sarah, a daughter of Jeffrey Allen, a Revolutionary soldier." 

275 "Reuben Congdon.** 

It is recorded in North Kingstown that, on Feb. 23, 1795, Congdon and Mrs, Dorcas, a daughter 

of Capt. Joshua Allen, of North Kingstown, were married by George Thomas, Justice of Peace. The au- 
thority for supplying the blank with Reuben does not now appear. That Christian name is not found ia 
the very fragmentary list of Aliens bom in North Kingstown. 

Neither is the reason of prefixing Mrs. to the name of Dorcas Allen apparent. It is possible that she nay 
have been married and become a widow previously to this marriage. But it is more likely that "Mrs." 
•m-as, in accordance with the custom of the period, given to her as a title of respect, she having attained 
the, at that time, remarkable age of Mrlyfour before marrying. i 

276 "Married Reynolds Greene.'* \ 

Reynolds Greene was a son of David ''of North Kingstown" (see Note 274), and was bom Jan. 12, 1794. • 
For many years, until his death, he oiM^ned and occupied the well-known "George Rome Farm," in Boston i 
Neck. He had a son, David, who married Hannah Carr Greene, a son, Oliver Watson, who was bora Aug. 
I3» i833t and married Sarah Hopkins Lawton; sons, William and John, and a daughter, Rachel R.» who 
died immarried, Sept. 6, 1905, aged seventy years, on the family farm. 

277 "Jonailian Hazards 

Jonathan Hazard, called "Jonathan of Mumford's Mills," was a son of Thomas Hazard 5 (Jonathan. 4; 
Thomas,3; Robert,?; Thomas, x), known as "Virginia Tom,"on accountof his havingmarried Mary Pteeson 
(or Preston) Bowdoin, a daughter of Peter Bowdoin, of Virginia. Esther Watson, if bora about 17589 
must have been the oldest child of Stephen and Abigail, although mentioned third. 
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278 "John Noyesr 

In the Westerly records, the eighth child of Joseph and Barbara Noyes is giv^n as Joshua. The Johtf In 
the text is probably an inadvertence. 

279 "Elizabeth Kenyonr 

The records of South Kingstown show that John Kenyon, Jr., and Mary Gardiner, 4, a daughter of Na- 
thaniel, 3, son of Benoni, 2, were married by Christopher Allen, Justice, March 23, 1726-7. In Charlestown, 
it is recorded that their seventh child, Elizabeth, was born June 20, 1743 (see No. 364), This Elizabeth 
could not have been the one who married James Clarke (see Richmond records), April 24, 1755. Thomas 
Kenyon, who was living in Charlestown at the same time with his brother, John Kenyon, Jr., had a daughter 
Elizabeth, bom March 5, 173S9 who may have been the wife of James Clarke, of Richmond. 

280 "Died ApHl 4.1817:' 

In the list of the children of William and Rebecca (Wells) Clarke ( No. 241) the date of the death of Gideon, 
their fifth child, is given as Nov. 30, 1829, instead of April 4, 18x7, as in the text. The latter is probably 
correct, the former being the date of his wife's death. 

281 "Elizabeth Dodged 

Elizabeth Dodge was bom in Charlestown, July 19, 1744, being a daughter of Joseph and Mary Dodge. 
Joseph was bom June 29, 1719, being a son of John and Elizabeth, of Westerly. The marriage of Joshua 
Clarke and Elizabeth Dodge is recorded in Richmond. He was probably the Eldtr Joshua Clarke who 
married John Dodge and Hannah Clarke, in Hopkinton, Nov. 14, 1779. 

282 "Susannah Clarke:' 

It is recorded in Richmond, the native town of Susannah Clarke, that she was married to Joseph W. Watson, 
Oct. x6, x8o6, by Rev. Matthew Stillman. 

283 "Sarah Borden:' 

Sarah Borden was the third child of Abraham and Martha Borden, of Newport, and was bom Dec. — » 1748. 
This name is spelled Bordin or Bardin in Newport records. 

284 "Watty Thomas:' 

Rathbun and his second wife, Waity Abraham Borden (Thomas), had four children:

Mr. Updike (History of Ike Narragansett CJiurch, II, p. 12) says that Wlllett Carpenter, who occupied the 
Willett estate in Boston Neck, in 1847, married Elisabeth, a sister of Dr. Benjamin W. Case. Joseph Case, 
of North Kingstown, married, Dec 29, 1763, Abigail Waite, of Exeter, Benjamin Weight (Waite) Case, 
born June 7,177-, being their third son. Willett and Elizabeth (Case) Carpenter, in addition to sons James 
and Powell, mentioned in the text, had a son Benjamin Waite Carpenter, bora Jan. 17, 1808 

286 " WiUiam C. Gardinerr 

This William C. Gardiner is to be distinguished from another somewhat earlier AMIItam C Gardiner, who 
is mentioned in the History of the Narragansett Church (2d ed.), I, pp. 440-x, 549, and who, under date 
of a Sunday afternoon, in 1790, introduced into an old family Bible a ''tradition," attributing the 
headship of the Rhode Island (}ardiners to a certain Joseph Gardiner, a son of Sir Thomas Gardiner, Knight. 

286a *' Henry Dennison^ was born in 1784'^ 

It is evident that these dates of birth of the children of George and Abigail (Gardiner Dennison are confused 

and incorrect, but the proper ones are unknown to the Editor. 

286b "/n her thirteenth year" 

It seems doubtful if Mrs. Abigail Knowles Gardiner could have been the mother of all the fifteen children 

enumerated here. 

287 ''Caroline Greened 

Charles Comell Gardiner, a son of Benjamin and Caroline (Greene) Gardiner, bora in X863, married, as 
a second wife, November, 1900, Ethelynd, a daughter of the Rev. Dr. C. A. L. Richards, of Providence. 

288 ''William Robinson." 

William H. Robinson and Eliza Hazard, according to the South Kingstown records, were married, Dec. 13, 
X840, by the Rev. Silas Learned. Eliza Clarke Hazard was boraSept. i, x8x3, being a daughter of Bowdoin 
and Teresa (Clarke) Hazard. Bowdoin was a son of Jonathan and Teresa, a daughter of Judge William 
Clarke. 

289 "Born Aug. 7, lySg." 

It is recorded, in South Kingstown, that John Robinson Perry, son of John and Hannah Perry, was bora 
Aug. 7, X784. If that is correct, John and Hannah must have been married earlier than 17879 as noted in 
the text. It is quite probable, also, that the birth of Hannah occurred previously to X769. Her brother 
Robert, believed to be next older, was bora in X765. 

290 "John Gardiner so distinguished" 

It may be doubted if the phrase "so distinguished" has any reference to the social standing of John Gardt* 
ner. The whole clause reads: "The late John (Gardiner, Esq., of Boston Neck (So Distinguished)," the 
meaning plainly being that he was styled "of Boston Neck," to distineuish htm from cyther John Gaidiaers,

of whom there were a dozen. It was not Dr. MacSparran who made the entry, but Mr. Fa>-erTreather, 
the date set down in the Parish Register being Dec. 13, 1772, many years after the death of MacSparran. 
History of the NarraganseU Church (2d ed.). Vol. II, p. 104. 

291 "Married Hezekiah Babcock" 

The last entry in the Narragansett Registry during the rectorship of Mr. Fayerwcather reads as follows: 

**0n Sunday the Sixth of November 1774 Mr. F r being Requested by Judge Browne to Preach 

On the death Of A Niece of His, Mr. George Browne's Daughter, of About Two Years Old, Mr. F 

Preached to A large Concourse of people A funeral Sermon.'* This record shows that there was a daughter 
of George and Hannah Brown between Mary, bom in 1771, and William, bom in 1775. 

292 *'Samuel Coates of Philadelphia.'' 

It is noted, probably correctly, in The History of the NarraganseU Church (2d ed.), I, p. 525, that Sarah 
Robinson, a daughter of William T., married Joseph S. Coates, of Philadelphia* 

In George Champlin Mason's Reminiscences of Nevfport, Newport, 1884, PP- 4^^S* after recording that 
''at the age of ten or eleven years William T. Robinson was apprenticed to a mercantile house in New York," 
the author goes on to describe his family and declares "Sally married Joseph S. Coates, son of Samuel Coates, 
an eminent Quaker of Philadelphia," 

Mr. Mason relates further that, after settling in New York, William T. Robinson, son of Thomas, "made 
occasional visits to his father, who continued to live in Newport. In 1 796 he chartered a packet commanded 
by Captain Cahoone, long known on the route, and put on board of her his wife, eight children, a nurse, 
two men-servants, horses and carriage, and sent them to Newport. Here they passed a frfeasant summer, 
for Robinson's three sisters were well qualified to make their stay delightfuL Two of his sisters were beau- 
tiful, and they were all accomplished. . . • The French and English officers used to say that Mrs. Robinson 
and her three daughters would have graced any court in Europe." At the time of this visit "Sally" was 
about nine years of age. 

293 ''WiUiam Hunter:' 

William Hunter, son of Dr. William, was bom in Newport, in 1774, and died there in 1849, his mother 
being Deborah, the youngest daughter of Godfrey Malbone. In 181 1 he was elected United States Senator, 
and, in 1834, appointed Minister Plenipotentiary to Brazil, retiring in 1844. Mrs. Mary (Robinson) 
Hunter, his wife, was noted for her remarkable personal beauty. 

294 *'She married John Morton (Merton?)." 

George C. Mason, in his Reminiscences of Newport, p. 45, says, "Mary lived long unmarried and finally, 
in 1793, became the wife of John Merton, of Philaddphia." But it is probable that the name should be 
JHorton^ as in the text. As John named his son Robert, it is suggested that he may have been an older brother 
of Robert Morton, "the diarist," bora in Philadelphia, in 1760, son of Samuel. 

295 " Robert L. Browne {Bownef):' 

George C. Mason, in his Reminiscences of Newport, p. 45, records (probably correctly) that Amy Robin- 
son married George Bowne, of New York. When her father, Thomas Robinson, sent his son, William T., 
at the age of eleven, to leara the mercantile business, he was apprenticed to the Quaker firm of Ha>-dock & 
Bowne. It is very likely that, at a much later date, his youngest daughter married into the same family. 

296 *' Rowland Robinson Hazard.'^ 

The following is from an obituary notice of Dr. Hazard, published in Newport: 

*'It is sad for us to chronicle the decease of one of our oldest and best citizens, perhaps as thoroughly an old 
Newporter as any now living, springing as he did from an ancient Rhode Island family, remarkable 
for its strong, distinctive charadteristica for many generations. ... He eariy turned his attention to the 
study of medicine and, after leaving school, entered the office of Dr. William Turner. . • . About 1S27 Dr. 
Hazard purchased the apothecary establishment of the late Charies Feke, on the Parade. . . . About thb 
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time he married Anna Collins^ daughter of Gov. Charles Collins, and removed to the fine old-faahioned houie, 
fronting on the Mall, which his kindly presence brightened to the hour of hisdeath. The light of his pleasant 
wood-fire in winter has smiled through the flower-graced windows upon all the passers by. Dr. Hazard 
continued the practice of surgery and medicine, in connection with the drug business, and, we may safely 
say, has prescribed for more men, women and children than any other living physician in the dty. His 
manner was indescribably kind and gracious, his tenderness toward children was unvarying, and his charity 
and devotion to the sufTering poor was without limit. He literally prescribed and gave medicine and atten- 
tion gratuitously to thousands who were unable to pay; our older people will recall him in his 
little office, which was the perfection of neatness and order, devoting himself at almost all hours to his pa- 
tients, humming an old tune, as he prepared his medicines, or beaming with kindly eyes upon some little 
child. . . . His house was overflowing with hospitality and we doubt if there was a residence in Newport 
where more friends were welcomed and entertained. He was a man of great modesty and reticence, but of 
strong convictions of right and great fixedness of purpose and healthy conservatism; he abhorred shams; 
and detested ill-advised radicalism.*' 

After a quarter of a century or more. Dr. Hazard surrendered his establishment to his nephew, Rowland 
Hazard, and Mr. Philip Caswell, who formed the well-known house of Hazard & Caswell, in Newport 
and New York, long continued, in the latter city, as Caswell & Mack. 

297 **AnnBamet.'* 

Dr. William Barnet (for whom John Bamel Chace, of Providence, was named) was li^ng at about the 
period of George Hazard's birth, at Elizabethtown, N. J. The above Ann (Barnet) Hazard may have 
been, not improbably, his daughter, her birthplace having, perliaps, been in England. 

D98 *'Mary Ann HamrdJ' 

In the Hasard Family genealogy (p. S2) Mrs. Robinson closes the list of the children of Thomas Hull 
and Abigail (Robinson) Hazard with the name of Alice Robinson Hazard, who married Joseph Babcock, 
February, 1824, assigning the above Mary Ann Hazard (No. iQ6ff), who married Thomas G. Hazard, and 
Abby Hazard ( No. jgyo), to the family ol George Hazard (pp. 128-9), ^o^f P^ Thomas Hull. In the account, 
however, of the family of Thomas G. Hazard (p. 150), in the Hazard Genealogy, he is represented as 
marrying Mary, a daugkler of Thomas Hull Hazard. The Editor is uninformed as to which account is 
correct. But from the fact that the children of Thomas G. and Mary Hazard were bom from 1842 to about 
1847, it is suggested that the latter could hardly have belonged among the children of Thomas Hull Hazard, 
whose births ranged from 1791 to about 1800. 

The second marriage of Thomas G. Hazard to Mrs. George Congdon, Thomas Hull Hazard's daughter 
Sarah, when she was above sixty years of age, is recorded in the Hatard Family (p. 130). 

299 ''JohnBigland {Bigelow?) Dockray.*' 

John Bigland Dockray is repeatedly called John Bigehw in Arnold's Vital Record of Rhode Island, South 
Kingstown (pp. 14, 43). Probably Big/an^ is correct. 

300 **John Peck Ctishman.*' 

It is recorded in the History of Christ Churchy Gardiner, Maine (p. 152), probably correctly, that Mary 
Louisa Gardiner, daughter of John Sylvester John, married John Peck Gushing, rather than Cushman. 

301 ^'Francis RicJiard Gardiner r 

There is no mention of Francis Richard Gardiner, in the Dr. Sylvester Gardiner Genealogy, in the History 
of Gardiner, Maine, prepared under the supervision of the family. His alleged death in 1858, the same year 
as the death of Francis Richards, suggests a confusion of names. 

302 ^'Eleanor Harriet Gardiner:' 

Min Eleanor Harriet Gardiner became a member of a sisterhood connected with THnity Church, New York. 

303 
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303 " Hannah B. Whipple^ 

The husband of Hannah B. Whipple, Frederic Allen, was a lawyer of distinction of Gardiner, Me., and she 
herself gained local celebrity as a poet and geologist, being the pride of that little community. 'The Aliens," 
remarks the author of The History of Christ Church, Gardiner (p. 78), "themselves nearly related to the 
Gardiner family, have long been famed in the city's history as aristocrats of the fine old school. The father, 
with his forensic talents and courtly ways, the mother, with her striking unusual face and literary accom- 
plishments, and the circle of their children and friends must all. have added to raise the standard of the 
Church, as well as the Town, to which they belonged." 

The residence of the Allen family was pleasantly situated farther up the Kennebec than "Oaklands," the 
seat of Robert. Hallowell Gardiner, their kinsman. Mr. Wilkins Updike, the author of the History of the 
NarraganseU Church, relates in a letter, that, in his young manhood, while he was living at Cocumscussuc, 
near Wickford, R. I., Hannah Whipple came to his father's house, making a considerable visit. After- 
wards she sent him two poems from her pen,— one on the "Creation" and the other on the "Siege of Sagun- 
tum." Mrs. Allen was still living in 1845, but the date of her death does not appear to be publidy recorded. 
It is interesting to note, in this connection, that the portraits of the Rev. Dr. MacSparran and Mrs. Mac- 
Sparran, painted, in 1729, at the Doctor's house, in Narragansett, by Smibert, the master of Copley, were 
long in the possession of the Allen family, Mrs. MacSparran having been a great-aunt of Mrs. Alleiu 
In later years the portrait of the Doctor has been given by Charles Edward Allen (elder son of Frederic) 
to Bowdoin College, and that of Mrs. MacSparran, by his sistefi Mrs. Margaret Elton, to the Mtiseum of 
Fine Arts, Boston, the two being thus, rather unfortunately, definitely separated. 

Only copies of these paintings remain in Rhode Island, in the Cabinet of the Rhode Island Historical So- 
ciety, Providence, and in the mansion house of the late Mr. Wilkins Updike, at Little Rest, Kingston. | 
Dr. MacSparran expressed a vain hope, in Atnerica Dissected, that his picture might be finally deported J 
in Ireland, in the house of his friend, Henry Cary, Esq. 

304 '* Nov. 23, 1844." 

It b evident that, if Meribah Tabor Holley was bom in 1800, and died in 1844, she could not have been, 
at the time of her death, nearly fifty years of age. From the ages of her parents, it is likely that she was 
bom as early as 1795. It may be, however, that the date of her death was 1849, instead of i844,as given in 
the text. 

305 ''Rowland Gardiner^ her first cousin** 

It is not quite clear how Eliza Gardiner's husband, Rowland Gardiner, could have been her first cou8tn» 
unless on her mother's side, inasmuch as her father, Benoni,does not seem to have had a brother, and neither 
of his sisters appears to have married a Gardiner. 

306 ''Died in 1836:* 

This statement of the time of the death of Avery Smith and of that of his wife, as well as of her age, b 
incorrect. He lived until 1838, and probably much longer. His wife was "some years his junior," rather 
than twenty-six years older. 

307 "Bom August J, 1780" 

The History of Yates County, N. 7., records that Sarah, the only daughter of Richard Smith, was bom 
Jan. 15, 1780. It also states that her brother Avery was two years younger than his brother David, whose 
headstone in Penn Yan Cemetery reads, "Born 1778." 

308 "Bom about 1762:* 

In No, 413 these dates in the lives of Othniel Gardiner, 5, and George, his son, are given somewhat differ* 
ently. The date of the marriage of Othniel is there stated to have been 1764, instead of 1761, as here, which 
would make his marriage to have occurred at nineteen. George is there said to have been bora in 1767 
and tO'have died in 1844, rather than in 1762 and 1843, respectively, as here. The question of the parentage , 
of the latter's first wife, Louisa Dawley, does not appear to be quite clearly treated. 
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309 ''Commodore Thomas Patterson^" 

Commodore Qater Rear-Admiral) Thomas H. Patterson was born in New Orleans in May, 1820, and en- 
tered the United States Navy in 1 836, as a Midshipman. He commanded the steamship Ckocorua, in Hamp- 
ton Roads, in 1862. He became senior officer of the outside blockade of Charleston in 1864, and was com- 
missioned Captain in 1866 and Commodore in 187 1, commanding the navy yard at Washington. 
He became Rear Admiral in 1877 and was retired in 1883. 

309a **George Gardiner.'^ 

Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, a grandson of George Gardiner, 7, notes in a letter of June 13, 1901, "My grand- 
father, George Gardiner, Jr., v^'as the eldest, and only spn [of George Gardiner, 6,] by his first wife [Louisa 
Dawley)." The order of the children of George, 6, is plainly much confused in the text. Colonel Gar- 
diner states that by his second wife, George, 6, had two sons, Daniel, of Troy, and Asa^ who does not appear 
to be mentioned in the text. He may be the Asa erroneously assigned to Othniel, 5, under ^0. ^ij. 

310 ''Born May 25, 179$ ^ 

There appears to be a discrepancy in the assignment of 179s ^^ the year of the birth of Robert Hazard Gardi- 
ner. His father, Christopher, and his mother, Mrs. Mercy Phebe Wheeler Gardiner, are represented above 
( i^o. 44^ as having been married Jan. 33, 1760. His elder brother, James, is said to have been born ( iVo. 
j/52) about 1766. His sister, recorded next after him, Mary Gardiner ( A*0. 11 S^^ bas the date of her 
birth given as Jan. 19, 178 1. It is, therefore, quite unlikely that Robert was bom as late as 1795. It may 
be that Robert Hazard Gardiner, 6, has been confounded with his nephew Robert Gardiner, 7 (A'b. 214^^ 
a son of his brother James. Robert Gardiner, 7, is likely to have been born in 1795, his father being said 
to have been born about 1766. Robert Hazard Gardiner is asserted (Uo. tiSJ* under No. 44g) to have 
ixuinried, first, an Elliott, and second, Sarah Barber, as is Robert Gardiner ( AV. 214S). It may be,also,that 
the children here recorded as belonging to Robert Hazard Gardiner are, rather, those of the nephew. 

311 "Marinus Gardiner.'* 

Marinus Willett Gardiner, 6» was a son of Samuel Eldred, 5, and Mary (Carpenter) Gardiner (see Note xzi). 
Samuel Eldred Gardiner was a son of Captain Samuel, 4 (Note x 18), and Amy (Easton) Gardiner. Cap- 
tain Samuel Gardiner, 4, was a son of Col. Ephraim Gardiner, 3, son of Henry, 2, son of George, I. The 
line as originally given in the text (Marinus, 6; Samuel, 5; Ephraim, 4; Henry, 3; Henry, 3, George, x) ap- 
pears to have been inaccurate. Marinus Willett Gardiner had, beside the children mentioned in the text, 
a son, Marinus Willett Gardiner, said to be still (1913) living in Providence. The dates of the tmtbs 
and deaths of the other children noted in the text are manifestly somewhat inaccurate. 

312 "William Henry Gardiner r 

William Henry Gardiner, 6 (Note 121), has, of course, the same descent (Samuel Eldred» 5; Samud» 4; 
Ephraim, 3; Henry, 2 ; George, x) as Marinus Willett Gardiner, given in the note above. He is said to have 
lived on Pine Street, in Providence, his aged mother, Mrs. Mary Carpenter Gardiner, making her home 
with him until her death in X863. T^^ names of his children are not known to the Editor. 

312a "Children ofElisha R. Gardiner.*' 

The order of the names of these children is evidently confused. It would seem that Nicholas should oome 

before Alfred and Alonzo. The place of Sarah (or Susannah) is doubtful. 

312b "Jeffrey Davis:* 

Chxldrek op Jeffrey akd Elizabeth (Mawney) Davis 

1. Abigail Davis, bom Sept. 29, 1807; married Thomas Bradford Wilbur. 

2. George Albert Davis, bom Oct. 6, 1809; died Dec. 30, 1885. 

3. William Dean Davis, bora Jan. 26, 18x3; married Mary E. Congdoo^ and died Oct. 17, 19^3. Mrs. 
Davis was boro April 27, 1828, and died Dec 27, 1877. 
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Children of William Dean, 7, and Mary £. (Congdon) Davis 

1. Jeffrey Davis, 8, born Sept. 2, 1850; married Abby Potter Cualiffe. 

2. Elizabeth Le Moine Davis, 8, born March 27, 1853; married Augustus S. Miller, 

3. William Albert Davis, 8, born July 30, 1854. 

4. Mary Davis, 8, born Feb. I, i860; died June 20, 1865. 

313 *' Rowland F.Gardiner." 

Rowland F. Gardiner, during the period of his married life with his first wife, Martha C, from 1819 to about 
1840, lived at the house of the late Rowland Robinson, in Boston Neck, he being the grand uncle of Mrs. 
Gardiner. Upon the second marriage of Mr. Gardiner to Elizabeth Browning, or somewhat later, he left 
his first family in possession of the Old Robinson House and removed to the Saugatucket River, above 
Peacedale, four more children being there born to him. Mrs. Martha C. Gardiner was born Sept. 10, 1795, 
and died Dec. 19, 1837. 

314 "il daughter ofJoTtatkan and Mary." 

The children of Vincent Gardiner, Jr., and Mary, recorded in North Kingstown, are: 

1. Mary Eleanor, born Feb. 22, (1830?) year burned away. 

2. Jonathan Vincent, bom May 23, (1831?) year burned away. 

3. Susan Elizabeth, born Oct. 17, (1832?) year burned av.-ay. 

Mary Eleanor married Henry S. Sherman, April 19, 1819. Susan Elizabeth is bdieved to have mar- 
ried ' Pftlne. 

315 ''Aged 74 years." 

The ages of Benjamin and Lydia are plainly incorrectly given, as are, probably, some of those of the other 
children of this family. The data for corrections are not, however, at hand. 
Two families may have been confounded. 

316 ^'Children of Vincent Gardiner." 

Under Vincent Gardiner, 6 ( No. 1354), only four children of him and his wife, Mary, are noted, viz. Su* 
sannah, David, Honor and Vincent, while here twdve children are given, no doubt correctly^ as belonging 
to Mary and Vincent. 

317 ''Bom Feb. g, 1802." 

It ts probable that the date of the birth of Joseph D. Watson n-as somewhat earlier than 1802. John, the 
next older brother, was bom as early as 1798, and Asa, the next younger brother, was bom, according to 
this record, May 23, 1802. 

318 "Isabella Watson." . 

In the HoMard FamUy, the author names five other children of Walter and Mary (Carr) Watson after 
Isabella, viz.: Thomas Hazard, born Jan. 22, 1800, William bom Sept. 15, 1803, Eiisha. Walter and John. 

319 "Elisha Freeman Watson." 

The Rev. Elisha F. Watson was settled, as rector, over Christ Church, Lonsdale, R. I., and other churches. 
His only child. Col. Arthur Watson, lived in Providence until his death, in 19 13. 

319a "Wilkins Updike." 

Wilkins Updike was the youngest son of Lodowick and Abigail (Gardiner) Updike* He was bom (as stated 
in the text) on Jan. 8, 1784, at Cocumscussuc, near Wickford, the place of settlement of his ancestor, 
Richard Smith, about 1637. He came of a family of lawyers, his grandfather, Col. Daniel Updike, having 
been, for many years, Attorney General of the Colony, as was also his own elder brother, Daniel. 
Mr. Updike studied law in the office of James Lanman^ later a Senator from Connecticut, and in those of 
William Hunter, Asher Robbins and Elisha R. Potter, being adnutted to the Bar in 1808. His first residence 
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after marriage was Tower Hill. Afterwards he lived at Cocumscussuc, the estate having been given him 
by hts father. For more than fifty years, up to his death in 1867, Mr. Updike's home was at Little Rest, 
in South Kingstown. Having been, from childhood, deeply interested in the chronicles of Narragansett, 
in 1847 he embodied them in that remarkable treasury of the annals of the region, Th€ History oftheEpiseo* 
pal Church in Narragansett, Rhode Island. Another valuable and characteristic production of Mr. Updike's 
pen was Memoirs of the Rhode Island Bar. With his striking personality, his genial humor, bis professional 
eminence, and his large ability as a writer, he will long be remembered as an ornament of his native com- 
monwealth. 

320 ''Thomas Wickes Gardiner'* 

Thomas Wickes Gardiner, 7, was born July 25, 1805, and died, at Old Warwick, March 16, 1885. He 
married, first. Eliza Greene, who died Feb. 4, 1849, and, second, Phebe Potter, who died June 13, 1888. 

Child OF THOMAS Wickes, 7, AND Eliza (Greene) Gardiner 

Thomas Wickes Gardiner, 8, was born Aug. 7, 1835, died in 1917* and married, June 8, 1859, Lydia 
Carpenter, who died July 10, 1910. They had children, Mary Warner Gardiner. 9, who was bom 
March 38, 1861, and died in June, 1873, and Eliza Draper Gardiner, 9, who was bom Oct. 29, 187X. 

Children of Thomas Wickes, 7, and Phebe (Potter) Gardiner 
James Sayre Gardiner, 8, bora May 27, 1851, and died Aug. 13, 1887. 
Mary Elizabeth Gardiner, 8, born Nov. 6, 1853. 
CaroUne Potter Gardiner, 8, born Nov. 7, 1855. 
Ella Rhodes Gardiner, 8, bom June 10, 1859. 

Thomas Wickes Gardiner, 7, for many years, lived at Old Warwick, in a house built in 1726, by John Wickes, 
born Aug. 8, 1677, a grandson of the original settler of that name. The house was the first meeting-place 
of the General Assembly, in Warwick, and stands at the western comer of the Warwick Neck Road. Its 
western rooms are about 20 feet square. Quaint t>ld tiles used to surround the fireplaces, such as Jonah 
being swallowed by the Whale, Rebecca at the Well, Pharaoh crossing the Red Sea, and Samson and the 
Lion* 

320a, "MaJachiRltodesGardinerJ" 

MaUchi Rhodes Gardiner, 7, was bom Dec. 31, 1807, and died Oct. 6, 1882. He married Harriet Brownell, 
who died July 13, 1902. 

Child of Malachi Rhodes and Harriet (Brownell) Gardiner 

Edwin Rhodes Gardineft 8, was bom March 26, 1834, and died June 28, 1903. He married Abby Sanford, 
daughter of Esbon Sanford, of Wickford. She died July I7» 1901. Edwin Rhodes and Abby (Sanford) 
Gardiner had a daughter, Edna Rhodes Gardiner, 9, born March 14, 1872. She resides in Providence. 
Edwin Rhodes Gardiner was a very expert stenographic reporter of the courts. 

321 '^Married Jonas Minium.'* 

VJillMm Mintum, the father of this Jonas, was the well-known merchant of New York, and was a son of 
Jonas of Narragansett, the ancestor of the Mintum family in this country. For an account of the Mintum 
family, see History of Narragansett Church (2d ed.), I, pp. 142-5, 475'-7- 

322 ''Caroline Minium.** 

Caroline Mintum married David Priestley Hall and had sue children, John Mumford, Rowland Mintum, 
Caroline Mintum, Elisabeth Prescott, Frances Mintum, and David Prescott Hall. The sixth child, David 
Presoott Hall, married Florence Marion, a daughter of Dr.,Samuel Gridley and Julia Ward Howe, of Boston. 
Caroline Mintum Hall, daughter of David Prescott and Florence (Howe) Hall, married in 1909, the Rev. 
Hugh Birckhead, D.D. (see Note 325), rector of St. George's Church, New York, and later of Emmanuel 
Church, Baltimore. 
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323 ^'Frances Minium'' 

Frances Minturn married, Oct. 12, 1838, Thomas Robinson Hazard, known as "Shepherd Tom." Mr. 
Hazard was a son of Rowland, and seventh in descent from the original Thomas Hazard, having been 
bom in South Kingstown Jan. 3, 1797. With his manufacturing business he combined farming, raising 
large flocks of sheep, acquiring thereby his sobriquet. The latter part of his life he passed at his beauti* 
ful ^tate of Vaucluse, in Portsmouth, near Newport, writing there his Recollections of Olden Times and the 
Jenny-Cake Papers. Thomas R. Hazard's death occurred in New York City. 

324 "Jonas Minturn.'* 

Jonas Minturn, the ninth child of Jonas and Esther (Robinson) Minturn, married Abby West, of Bristol* 
R. I., a daughter of the Rev. John West (Episcopal), sometime rector of St. John's Church, Bangor, Me. 
Their daughter, Mary Minturn, married Charles Potter, of Newport (now deceased), only son of the late 
Charles Potter, of Providence, and grandson of the late Albert Gorton Greene, of Providence, lawyer 
and poet. 

325 *' James Birckheadf of Rio Janeiro." 

Eliza Hunter married James Birckhead, Esq., in 1837. He was the son of Dr. Solomon Birckhead, of Balti* 
more, Md., and was born in 1791, and died December, 1870. They had two children, William Hunter and 
Katherine Hunter. William Hunter married Sarah Gibbs, daughter of Dr. David King, of Newport, R. l^ 
in 1871. They had four sons: James, born in 1873; Philip Gordon, bom in 1875; Hugh ( No, 322)^ bom in 
X876; Malbone Hunter, born in 1878. James married HA^e Billtdeau, and has one son, William Hunter. 
Hugh married Caroline Mintum Hall in 1909. They have two sons, Christopher and Hugh, born, re> 
apectively, in 1910 and X913. Philip and Malbone have been married since 1914. 

Mr. George C. Mason in his Annals of Trinity Ckurch, Newport, records that Dr. William Hunter Birck-- 
head had in his possession a ticket, printed upon the back of a playing-card, to the anatomical lectures of 
his great-grandfather, Dr. William Hunter, of Newport, who, in 1756, delivered there the first course of 
such lectures in America. 

326 'Thomas R. Hunter:' 

When Mr. Mason prepared the Annals of Trinity Church, Newport, about 1889, Thomas R. Hunter, the 
third child of the large family of William and the beautiful Mary (Robinson) Hunter» was the only survivofi 
hb residence being in Newport. 

327 "Louisa Dumaresque Perkins.'* 

Louisa Dumaresq, or Dumaresque, Perkins married William Morris Hunt, the Painter, who was born in 
Brattleboro, Vt., March 21, 1824, and died at Appledore, Isles of Shoals, N. H., Sept. 8, 1879. William M. 
Hunt and Louisa Dumaresq (Perkins) had five children: 
z. Morris. 

2. Elinor, who married Kurt Siegesmund Diederich, of Beriin; children. 

3. Enid Dumaresq, who married Samuel Slater, of Providence. 

4. Mabel, who married Horatio Nelson Slater, father, by his first wife, of the above Samuel Slater. 

5. Paul. 

Horatio N. Slater and Mabel (Hunt) had several children: i. Esther; 3, Horatio Ndson; 3, Mabel; 4, 
William Morris Hunt, who died in 191 6. 

Mr. Slater died several years since (1914). His principal residences had been, in early life. Providence, 
R. L, later Webster, Mass., where his large manufacturing property is situated, and finally Boston. 

328 "Was born March 23.*' 

In the original notice of Daniel Gardiner, 7 (under No. X09S), he is said to have been bom Oct. u, 1789, 
instead of Hiarch ij, 1789, as here. Gardiner's Lake, where a large branch of the Gardiner family settled, 
b in Connecticut, near Norwich. 
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330 "James Terry Gardiner.'* 

James Terry Gardiner was born in Troy, N. Y., and was educated, as a cixnl engineer, in the Rensselaer 
PoI>-technic Institute and the Sheffield Scientific School, becoming, upon graduation, sub-assistant engineer 
on the Brooklyn water-works. As early as 1861-2, he was appointed Inspector of the U. S. Ordnance Corps. 
In 1863—4 be was engaged in the construction of earthworks around the harbor of San Francisco. During 
the three following years he was an assistant in the topographical department of the geological survey of 
California, being particularly engaged in the topographical survey of the Yosemite Valley. Subsequently 
he was associated with Oarence King in the U. S. geographical survey of the 40th parallel. 
In 1872 he was appointed U. S. geographer, and conducted the field work of the surveys until 1875. From 
1876 to 1886 he was director of the State survey of New York, and, for the last six years of the period, a 
member of the State Board of Health. After this, Mr. Gardiner became consulting engineer to the St^te 
Board, just mentioned, and, in all mining matters, especially as to coal, to the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railroad, the Mexican Central, the Atlantic and Pacific, and the Mexican National. In 1876 he was 
Secretary of the American Geographical Society. His principal works are scientific reports, which have 
appeared as public documents. 

331 ** Had several children.** 

Among the children of John Gardiner, 8, of Sharon Springs, are believed to be the late Dr. Gardiner, of 
Riverside Drive, New York, and Mrs. Delmonico. 

332 "Asa Bird Gardiner.** ' 

Asa Bird Gardiner, Brevet Major General, S. N. Y., Lieutenant Colonel, U. S. A., Retired, and lawyer, was 
bom In New York, Sept. 30, 1839, being a son of Asa, 8, and Rebekah Willard (Bentley) Gardiner. He 
was .educated in the College of the City of New York and in New York University, receiving from the 
latter the honorary degree of LL.D., and from Hobart College that of L.H.D. Colonel Gardiner married, 
Oct. 18, 1865, Mary Austen, of Baltimore Co., ^{d., who died in 1900. He married, second, Nov. 5, X902, 
Harriet Isabelle Lindsay, of New York. He ser\-ed in the Gvil War and was, in 1863, brevetted Captain 
of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious services, being honorably mustered out of the volunteer service, 
in 1866. From that year until 1904, he served in various positions, in the United States Army, retiring, 
as abo\'e, with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

Colonel Gardiner has held the offices of Judge Advocate, Professor of Law at the U. S. Military Academy, 
West Point, Acting Assistant SecreUry of War, District Attorney of New York, Trustee of the American 
College of Musicians, Sachem of the Tammany Society of New York, Secretary General of the Society of 
the Cincinnati, and EVesident of the R. I. State Society of the Cincinnati. He has written The Writ of 
Habeas Corpus as Affeeiing the Army and Navy, Practice and Proceedings of Court Martial^ Ths R. L Con^ 
tineniai Line of the Reuoluiion, and The Order of the Cincinnati in France. 

332a "Addas Gorton.** 

Adelos Gorton has been an editor and an author, as well as a publisher. He was President of The Home Pub- 
lishing Company, later A. Gorton & Co., Book Publishers. During the years in which he was in business, 
he published many thousands of Bibles and various other books. Mr. Gorton compiled The Life and Times 
of Samud Gorton, Philadelphia, 1907, and Samuel Gorton, of Gorton, England, and of Warwick^ R. /., and his 
Descendants in A merica, Philadelphia, 1907. 

He is a member of the University Lodge, Masons, of Philadelphia, the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, the New York Genealogical and Biographical 
Sodety, the Rhode Island Historical Society, etc 
Mr. Gorton has a son, Adelos Gorton, Jr., bom Sept. 30^ 1896, and has a residence in Philadelphia. 

333 *'Bom May 22, z8oo.** 

Itisevident that either these dates of birth — 1800, 180X, 1804 and 1806— are incorrect, or that these children 
are misplaced and are not the children of Jael Gardiner, 7, who was not bom until 1798, nor married until 
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1820. Not only would the father of this James Gardiner, 8, born May 22, i8oo» have been but two years 
and three months old, at the time, but the mother, born July 15, 1801, wt>uld have been non-existent. It is 
probable, however, that the dates of birth are correct, and that these children belong to some other family, 
not now apparent. The fact that neither of the somewhat unusual names of the alleged parents— Jad 
(a woman's name, misused) and Bathsheba — appears among the five children, seems to strengthen the 
theory. 

It is noticeable, by the way, that the assigned dates of the children's marriages coincide, very well,'with 
those of birth, except that William Gardiner, 8, the youngest child, is represented as being but fourteen 
years of age at the time of his marriage, which is unlikely. 

334 ''Who was bom June ig, j8s4?" 

This marriage, as stated parenthetically, is believed to have occurred. V\^nifred, 8, and Mabel are said to 
have had eight children, of whom one was Louisa Ann, 9, who was bom Sept. 19, 1879, and died March 7, 
1880, one, Ray, 9, bom Aug. 21, 1881, and one, Eva Ann, 9, born Aug. 6, 1884.
